Mr. Lloyd George and 
the German Terror. 


YET another memorable demonstration of British feeling at 
the Nazi persecution was witnessed in the House of Commons 
on Wednesday. Once again the voices of some of the most 
honoured and responsible men in the public life of this country 
were heard in denunciation and warning. The protests came 
from every Party in the State—from Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN, 
for whose continued virile and inspiring utterances we can 
never be sufficiently grateful; from Mr. LANSBURY who, as 
before, interpreted the sentiments of Labour on the ~ brutal 
and ruthless’’ oppression;- from the Liberal benches: and 
from the Foreign Secretary, Sir JOHN SrMon, himself who, 
regardless of the futile German remonstrance against his earlier 
pronouncement, once more associated himself with other 
speakers in a manner that revealed how deeply he is: moved by 
the deplorable retrograde march of Germany to barbarism. We 
can only hope devoutly that HERR HITLER will now pause to 
take note, and that he will at last desist from his discredited 
policy of mere fatuous denial. 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, also, at the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board Dinner last Monday, spoke out with his accustomed 
vigour and picturesque eloquence on the subject of German 
Jewry's sufferings. It is not the first time that his voice has 
been heard in protest against this latest Jewish martyrdom. 
We thank him warmly for his speeches. They are natural in a 
great leader who has always claimed that he has stood for the 
rights of the under-dog. Like all the other leading British 
speakers, he asserts that he has earned the right to protest 
because of past friendship to Germany in her hour of trial. 
With an optimism that has never failed him, he offers words 
of hope and encouragement to Jews. The majority of 
Germans, he feels certain, are ashamed of what is happening. 
They are a cultured people, and it 1s only a brutal residuum 
that is responsible for the atrocities that are disfiguring the 
national life The bullies who” have got on top for a while” 
are just “ pinning on their own breast the badge of inferiority. 
It is an acknowledgment that they feel beaten by Jewish 
capacity, subtlety, imagination and pertinacity; that they 
cannot fight Jews on equal terms, that they are going to 
beat Jewish brains not in a fair contest but with a 
bludgeon—and ten bludgeons to one brain yery often.” 


It is “ cowardly,” but Mr. LiLoyp GEORGE is sure that the 


German people “will not long sanction the continuance 
of this sort of thing. The storm will pass away over Israel 
like the hailstones in ancient Egypt, leaving them undamaged 
and hurting only their persecutors.” These words are finely 
spoken and whisper flattering hope to doubting hearts. Jews, 
too, like Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, are optimists, and hug the com- 
forting thought that it ‘s not the German nation, but only a 
distraught and frenzied minority, that is throwing all cohsidera 
tions of justice to the winds. But they cannot overlook the 
sinister silence of nearly all the better elements in faeo of 
the present terror.

Nor is 
there a thought for the injurious consequences’’ which the 
crashing of the important Jewish element must entail, or the 
damage to the national unity. 

Only reluctantly will Jews abandon the hope that the 
better mind of Germany will re-assert itself, or that the tyrants 
will learn toleration in the hard school of economic experience— 
recent facts and figures may be the first warning lesson. But 
we have to recognise the bitter truth that, as Mr. LEONARD 
STEIN told the Council of the Anglo-Jewish’ Association on 
Sunday, the situation has shown: no lnprovement. Mr. 

SERNAYS, Who has just returned from Germany, went a step 
further and declared, during the House of Commons debate, 
that the condition of the Jews there was now worse than it was 
six weehs ago. Only this very week we have scen the pro- 
mulgation of new laws under which all Jews are debarred 
from the German Civil Service, while under the latest regula- 
tions issued by the Berlin Chamber of Lawyers the mad cult 
of Aryanism outdoes all its previous exploits. The smashing of 
the Jewish professional men is to. be thorough. 
time. the bludgeon’’ 


At the same 
is being wielded with growing merciless- 
ness against businéss men and the workers. It is notorious 
that the boycott has driven many small traders from the minor 
towns. Jewish business houses, many of which have been 
taken over by Nazi commissaries, are often only kept alive either 
because they have a bank overdraft to discharge, and the bank 
cannot afford: to lose the money, or because they keep con- 
siderable numbers of Aryans in employment and: their ruin 
cannot be risked. The Jewish working classes are said to 
be. living in increasing peril under the new Guild system. In 
short, the elimination of the Jew is being steadily pursued, 
and with devilish system. GOEBBELS, on whose Propaganda 
Ministry a sum of £946,000 is to be squandered in this vear’s 
budget, proclaims that the Nazis “have the revolutionary duty 
to destroy what must be destroyed.” The destruction of the 
Jews is being completed. . It is, in the eyes of these fiends, an 
unalterable “must!” 

It needs iron-hearted courage to fight such a wicked decree. 
But Jews also have their must ’’——-they are forcéd by every 
consideration of humanity to fight on; and_they will. .They 
welcome the aid of public opinion. But they will resolutely 
refuse to have any truck or dealings with Germans so long as 
the terror reigns. In doing so, they are seizing the only 
material weapon that hes to hand, and we would say that 
to’ wrest it from them and reduce them to passivity and 
helplessness would be to create despair and a sense of 
defeatism, if not to produce more pernicious reactions. 
May we also add a word of earnest appeal to Mr. Lioyp 
GEORGE? We value more than we can sity his impas- 
sioned advocacy. If he will also use his persuasive eloquence 
not only in keeping the terrible Jewish grievances before the 
public mind, as he is doing, but in urging the League of Naticns 
to take action, he will earn the profoundest gratitude not only 
of Jews but of all who are distressed for the danger ». our 
common civilisation.

The Appeal Dinner of the J.R.E.B. on Monday last brought 
together a distinguished array of speakers, Jewish and non-Jewish, 
who pleaded with eloquence for a cause whose importance should 
surely need no stressing to Jews. We have ourselves urged our 
co-religionists to remember that the continuance and expansion of 
the work of the Board are ‘‘ matters of life or death ’’ for Eng- 
lish Jewry. The Board itself has pointed out that a large number 
of Jewish children in London are receiving no religious education, 
and has declared this state of things to be ‘' 
the community.” This declaration was emphasised by Mr. Rams- 
botham, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Education, 
in his fine and moving speech. He recalled the words of the great 
Duke of Wellington :—‘‘ If you teach your children the three R’s 
ant leave out the great R of religion, you will only produce a 
fourth R, Rascaldom.’’ Mr. Ramsbotham enunciated a profound 
truth when he said that ‘‘ a race that has no faith has no future, 
and there is little stability or security in store for children who 
are untrained by the discipline and untamed by the devotion of 
religious worship.’’

The Nazi Propaganda Factory. 

The German authorities have distributed to the delegates to 
the World Economic Conference a thick volume of 142 pages, pur- 
porting to give in English, French and German—a refutation of 
what they habitually describe as ‘‘ Atrocity Propaganda.’’ Its 
title-—‘* Atrocity Propaganda is based on lies, say the Jews of 
Germany themselves’’—indicates its contents. These consist of 
statements by various Jewish organisations and individuals in 
Germany contradicting the reports of anti-Jewish excesses and 
repudiating the protests raised in foreign countries. The pathetic 
communications are familiar to our readers. They have poured 
in upon Jews and non-Jews in profusion, and often in almost 
identical language which betrayed the same handwriting in an 
organised denials factory. There can be few who can have been 
deceived by them. They were notoriously dictated by pressure, 
bare-faced intimidation and fear. In particular, the manner in 
which a repudiation of outrages was extorted from the representa- 
tives of Berliri Jews is common property, and has been described 
in the Press without contgadiction. These gentlemen, prominent 
laymen and Rabbis, were suddenly rounded up one evening, driven 
to the office of Dr. Goebbels, lined up in military fashion, and 
marched into the august presence of the Nazi chief. There the 
text of a ready-made denial was presented to them, and they were 
ordered to ‘‘ sign on the dotted line.” When they exhibited hesi- 
tation, they were met with threats, and eventually they capitu- 
lated. Among those who were compelled to affix their signatures 
to this document is stated to have been a Rabbi, who had himself 
been assaulted and still bore signs of his treatment on the occasion 
in question. The incident is typical of the whole fraudulent 
business and needs no further comment, except to say that it is 
part and parcel of the methods habitually pursued by the Nazis. 
Only a few days ago, they ordered the Press to publish an official 
account of a foreign air raid over Berlin—which none of the 
journals had observed—and to comment upon it according to 
orders. The purpose of the mancuvre is perfectly transparent. 
But it is obvious to sensible men that if the Nazis can order editors 
to spread a fiction they are equally capable of ordering individuals 
to deny a truth. Nobody, therefore, will take their tri-lingual 
volume seriously. The great Von Moltke knew how to keep silent 
im six languages. The Nazis can lie in three! If they want the 
members of the World Economic Conference, or lesser individuals, 
to take their denials at their face value, they have the meang to 


hand. Let them relax the heavy hand of their censorship and 
restore to citizens and the Press the freedom to speak! Mean- 
while, their incessant propagandist activity lays upon the Jewish 
Community the pressing duty to be up and doing and let in the 
light!

Polish Jews’ Magna Charta. 

The opening, last Monday, of the Exhibition of Arthur 
Szyk’s beautifully illuminated copy of the Polish Charter of l'ree- 
dom to the Jews was a happy occasion, with a topical significance 
that no one can miss. -This Charter dates back to the thirteenth 
ecentury—a monumental act of tolerance in the muddle ages, 
which shames the conduct of other States in this reputedly more 
enlightened era. The Earl of Listowel was guilty of no exaggera- 
tion when, at MonJay’s ceremony, he spoke of it as © heroic.’’ 
One recalls the cynical manifesto issued by — the German 
Hich Command to the Jews of Polarid when their armies invaded 
that country in the early days of the war. ‘‘ The powerful advance 
of our armies,”’ it proclaimed, ‘‘ has forced the despotic Russian 
Government to retreat. Our banners bring you justice and free- 
dom, equality of civil rights, freedom of faith, freedom to work 
undisturbed, in all branches of economic and cultural life, in your 
own spirit. Too long have you been in distress beneath the iron 
Muscovite yoke. As friends we come to you. The barbaric 
foreign government is over.” To-day, the Polish Jews who live 
in Germany have to be protected by their Government from the 
‘barbaric ’’ German regime and its ‘‘ iron yoke,’’ Hitlerist 
liberty being for export only. We welcome the reference of Coun- 
cillor Orlowski, who spoke in the enforced absence of the Polish 
Ambassador, to the friendly relations of Poles and Jews, as well 
as his appreciatfon of the good citizenship of our Polish co-religion- 
ists. Polish Jewry is passing through hard times, and we can only 
trust that it will receive that consideration from the governing 
powers, and fellow nationals, which it has earned by its proven 


loyalty. The country has everything to gain by the unity and har- 


mony of all its creeds and communities in face of an obseurs and 
difficult future, 
Anti-Jewish Hooligans. 

It is, perhaps, not surprising that the rabid incitements of! 
Nazism, chronicled for valid reasons in the Press and copied 
by irresponsibles here, should go to the heads of ill-informed and 
ill-balanced individuals. Several instances have been recorded 
lately in which this pernicious prepaganda has issued in insults 
and physical assault, more especially in the neighbourhood ol 
North-East London. On June 19th last, a man was charged with, 
and pleaded guilty to, using offensive words and behaviour. A 
police-constable testified that he saw the accused and others push- 
ing people off the pavement, and that the prisoner called a Jew 
an insulting name and struck him on the face. Numerous com- 
plaints, he added, had been received by the police from Jewish 
people who had been assaulted. The magistrate (Mr. Basil Wat- 
son, K.C.) intimated that ‘‘ he would not have people, whether 
Jews or anyone else, knocked about in his district.’’ He imposed 
a fine, but stated that in future cases the punishment would be 
imprisonment with hard labour. Last Friday the same magis- 
trate had ‘‘ two young blackguards ’’—to use his own description 
—before him, accused of employing “ filthy language,’’ and pelt- 
ing men and women in the street, ‘‘ their only excuse being that 
the people were Jews.’’ The reply of one of the men when arrested 
was that ‘‘ the Jew rules this country.’’ As he was only charged 
with insulting conduct he could only be punished with the maxi- 
mum fine. But the other culprit, who had attacked a Jewish 
doctor who.was on the way to see a patient, was sentenced to 
twenty-one days imprisonment in accordance with the magistrate’s 
earlier threat. A third case was that of a Fascist in Manchester, 
who was fined last week for an assault on a Jew—the second 
to be committed by him on a single evening. We have no desire 
to exaggerate the importance of these incidents. But, at the same 
time, it is as well that the miscreants are not being encouraged 
by mistaken leniency, and that the Courts are dealing with them 
with a firm hand. Very soon it should dawn upon them that 
England is not Germany, and has no use for Swastika methods 
practised by imitation storm troopers. There is one other point 
that should be noticed. In the first of the cases mentioned the 
police-officer stated that the Jewish victim was afraid to come to 
Court. This, we feel, is very ill-advised nervousness. After all, 
the police have the right to every assistance in their efforts to 
uphold the law, and neither fear nor reluctance to lose pay through 
absence from work should stand in the way of a manifest duty not 
merely to fellow-Jews but to the cause of good order and justice. 
At the Jewish Religious Education Board Dinner, last Monday, Mr. 
Lloyd George, referring to the second case mentioned above, re- 
marked that when he read the report of the proceedings, he felt 
proud of his country, and said: “‘ Well, at any rate, in this land 
respect for the impartial administration and majesty of the law 
still remains.” It is for Jews to help the State in the pursuit of

The German Situation. 


PROTEST PROCESSION DISCUSSED. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association wa3, 


held on Sunday in the Communal Centre, Mr. LEONARD STEIN 
(Chairman of the Executive Committee) presiding, in the unavoid- 
able absence of the President, Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore. There 
also were present: 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, Mrs. F. 8. Franklin, Mrs. Dalcie Sassoon, Dr. 
Charlies 8S. Mvets (representative of the Cambridge branch), Messre. Gerald 
Beddington. C.B.B.. Harry Kahn, H. M. Kisch, C.S.1. (President of the Bristol 
branch), M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., Joseph Meller, O.B.E., and M. Dupare 
(Secretary). 

Mr. STEIN moved a vote of condolence with Dr. Clande Montefiore and 
Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore on the death of Dr. Montefiore’s sister, and 
with Mr. Leopold Frank on the death of Mrs. Frank, Mr. Stein then 
presented the report of the Joint Foreign Committee. 

l'nfortunately, said Mr. Stein, it could not be said that the situation in 
Germany had shown any improvement. The persecution of the Jews, he 
said, both by legislative measures and by administrative measures which, 
though less spectacular, were equally damaging, had been relentlessly 
continued. It might be that the Nazi authorities had become alive to the 
fact that their activities were be'ng closely watched by the world outside, 
Which viewed them with unconcealed disapproval and this might help to 
account for the fact that references to matters of Jewish concern 10, the 
German Press were now much less frequent than they were. It looked 
as though the Nazis were anxious, as far as possible, to avoid concemning 
themselves out of their owu mouths, and to do their destructive work 
in silence. Nevertheless, no reader of the German Press (which was now, 
needle-s to say, under strict Government control) could be under any 
illusiéns, as to what was happening to the Jews, or as to what was in 
store for them, if the Nazi extremists had their way. A striking 
feature of the past few weeks had been the growing aggressiveness of the 
Nazis in their relations with other elemeats of the population. Though 
the members of other creeds had not, as individuals, been subjected t» 
the same systematic persecution as the Jews, both the Roman Catholic 
Chureh and the Lutheran Church had suffered from Nazi intolerance 
which, in the case of the Roman (Catholics, had in many cases gone to the 
length of contiscating corporate property and gross acts’of violence agains’ 
individuals. It looked almost as though the Nazis, lacking the intelligence 
to produce anything having even the semblance of a constructive policy, 
and conscious that they had nothing to offer, were hitting blindly out in 
ali dir ctions, in the hope of silencing criticism and feeding the notions 
of their supporters by repeated and spectacular displays of force on an 
ever-widening front. 

The inferences, continued Mr. Stein, were too plain to ne od 
elaborating. As for the Jews, it was obvious that, in the circum 
stances he had described, it would be under-stating the truth to say that 
the situation showed no sign of improvement. It would have been noticed 
that President von Hindenburg had been moved to intervene in the matter 
of Nazi interference with the Evangelical Church; but it was to be 
observed with regret that his letter to Herr Hitler passed over in 
silence other and, one would have thought, not less distressing aspects 
of Nazi policy and, in particular, the persecution of the Jews. Mr. 
Stein referred to the influence of civilised public opinion and said that 
the Nazis were not insensitive to what the world was thinking. In 
this connection they were deeply grateful to the Archbishop of Canter 
bury, Lord Buckmuster and the other eminent representatives of 
important bodies of British opinion who joined in making so moving a 
protest against the treatment of the German Jews. Mr. Stein spoke of 
the proposed protest procession through London on July 20th and expressed 
doubts as to the desirability and value of the schems, 

Dr. DAICHES, referring to the procession, said that a German Jew 
told him that the holding of this procession would be a great calamity for 
the Jewsvf Germany. The ancestry ofthis German Jew went back to 14 50. 

Mr. HARRY KAUN and Mrs. FRAXKLIN concurred. 

Mr. LEONARD STEIN said thaf the intentions behind the procession 
idea we-e the best possible. But judged by the practical test, it wa: not 
going to be of any practical value to the Cause which it was designed to 
sorve. 

Mr. MELLER suggested that the President of the Anglo-Jewish 
As-ociation and the President of the Deputies and those associated with 
thenut should. get into immed ate communication with those who were 
organising the precession, pointing out that it was most undesirable that 
it should be held. 

‘The CHAIRMAN: You may take it for granted that action will be taken 
on those Lincs without delay. 


Jewish Opposition to Protest Meetings. 

Mr. GORDON LIVERMAN, J.P., said that he hoped the weapon of 
British public opinion would be continued to be used. In his cpinion, 
certain of their fr.ends with the best possible intentions were, how. ver, 
doin’ the cause an injury by maintaining and fighting in some cases for 
their own particular point of view against the considered policy of the 
icaders of the representative bodies of the Jewish Community. He hoped 
that these meetings would continue, and he appealed tothe Anglo-Jewish 
Association loyally to support this particular policy, and to assist it by 
pointing out that the holding of these meetings was approved by the 
leaders of the Community, and was, in fact, welcomed.

The New Infallibility. 


NE of the most portentous features of contemporary life is the 
light-hearted indifference not of individuals but of nations and 
governments to their plighted word. When, after the War, the Soviet 
repudiated its foreign debt, the rest of the world was shocked and 
the United States refused to cultivate speaking terms with it. Since 
then, our moral indignation has been not quite so sure of itself. The 
German inflation, which many regard as dishonest, almost wiped out 
the German middle classes, including the Jews. The French attitude 
towards the British bond-holders who lent them money during 
the War deprived the latter of two-thirds of their capital. Germany 
defaults in whole or part on foreign obligations, from causes 
which many observers believe to have been within her owu 
control. France and other countries refuse point blank the 
payment of war debts. 


The Irish Free State repudiates its 
obligations to Great Britain. 


And America, which once vociferously 
refused to modify the European debts, on the ground of the sacred- 
ness of contracts, has herself recently vielated her own contractual 
commitments, with widespread loss to those who trusted her. 1 
have called this a portentous feature of our life, and so it surely is. 
It reveals a moral decadence, a playing fast and loose with principle, 
which are exceedingly ominous, and may present the exfremist 
politicians with valuable weapons when an occasion arises. 


Rot here is a more significant fact still. When an outcry arose 

about the American action referred to above, the reply vouch- 
safed was that the State was all-powerful and had the right to do 
what it deemed necessary. In this declaration we light upon the 
most conspicuous and serious aspect of latter,dav events—the 
deification of the State. The dogma of Papal Infallibilityv. when 
it was proclaimed, drew a hurricane of criticism. To-day we have 
anew Infallibility. It is the State that can do no wrong. It is 
master in its own home, and if it collides with the eighth or any 
other commandment so much the worse for the commandment. 
{if it degrades and starves the Jews, if it humbles and beggars 
intellectuals and drives them to sue for alms, if it crushes freedom 
of thought and pen, and obliterates all parties save one, these things 
are the prerogative of the omnipotent and. sovereign nation. 
Liberty is a delusion and the demand ‘for it an impertinence. 
Parliaments are doomed. Only leaders are necessary—a naked 


reversion to autocracy—and the sole right of the c.tizen is curtly 


declared to be “to work as -a cog in the new 
rebuilding of the State.” The nation is synonymous with a sinBle . 


partv—-whether it be the Nazis in Germany, the Fascists in 
italy or the Bolshevists in Russia. All others are intimidated, 
gagged or suppressed. In Germany the theory is taken a step 
further. The State -and its single,part) are synonymous also 
with a single race. ‘The time may come when they will be 
synonymous with a single religion—or, like Russia, with no 
religion at all. Indeed Nazism is, save in economic objects, 
indistinguishable from Bolshevism; and if its extreme Socialistic 
adherents have their way eveu that dividing 
washed out. It is this theory of the all-inc! 
moral State that Jews of Germany are against. It is important 
that we recognise that grave fact and realise its implications. It 
means that we shall never win a victory for German Jewry, unless 
all the other victims of Germany-gone-mad are triumphant 
too. It means that,the enemy is not merely anti-Semitism, 
but a mentality and‘ at outlook which threaten many others in 
common with ourselves, and which are a challenge to all the 
ideas .and forces of modernity and not only to Jews. To some, all 
this may mean the intensification and indefinite prolongation of our 
struggle. In the long run it should shorten the confiict and ensure 
a favourable outcome. For. if what I have written is correct, then 
we should have powerful allies. The Liberal elements cannot stand 


aside from the contest. They will have to defend personal liberties

against the devouring State, or see their own lands go the way of. 


Germany and the rest. Freedom and Nazi sm cannot dwell together 
One or the other must go! 


HERE is one factor which has particularly to be borne in mind 

in this connection. The exaltation of the State begets a 
State-idolatry impatient of other peoples and holding them at arms’ 
length. Nationalism runs to perilous extremes. <A high Nazi 
official, who recently attended a conference of leaders with Hitler, 
announced that one of the aims of the new Reich was “the 
cutting of every international tie whatsoever.” A self-sufficient, 
arrogant super-nationalism is to take the place of brotherly co- 
operation of the peoples. That idea the other nations must combat, 
or die in the mud of the trenches of the next great war! I hear 
people who should know better deriding the persecution of German 
Jewry as an exaggeration begotten of clever Jewish propaganda, 
They are culpably ignorant of realities, of the infinite danger to all 
mankind that lurks in the diseased patriotism of the all-powerful, 
intolerant, anti-foreigner state. And the sooner they drop the indif. 
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ference pose, and get them an understanding of the tragic drama 
now being enacted on the world stage, the better their chance of 
steving off the dénouement! Nor let those who still cherish religion 


‘be under any delusion, Freedom implies the right to think and 


teach religiously. The omnipotent Nazi State is already attacking 
that freedom, not only in the case of Jews but of other sects. Its 
underlying principle gives it that power. The Protestant Church is 
being Nazified. The Old Testament is being Banned. The Roman 
Catholic Bishops have just felt it their duty sharply to warn the 
leader of the Hitler Youth shat they respect his Conception which 
invglves the upbringing of the entire youth of the country by the 
Sfate alone in school and out. But the Church, they declare, demands 
the right of instruction in spiritual and other qualities. And now 
comes the crowning irony that even the Lord's Prdyer is to be 
Nazified. “ Hallowed” in future will be Hitler's name, and “ Give 
us this day our daily pogrom” will be the prayer of young Germany 
on its knees! 


if is not surprising that in all this moral anarchy the Jew should 

figure as one of the prime victims. With his Weltanschauung 
and resplendent ideals of human brotherhood, he is the natural 
target of the isolated, self-sufficient state. It is not for nothing 
that the Nazis, or many of them, hate the Old Testament. For it 
teaches that all men are born of Adam and Eve, and, in the witty 
adaptation of the old rhyme by Mr. Barnett Janner, 


“When Adam delved and Eve span, 
Who was then the Aryan?” 


To the Nazi belief in the one State cut off from other nations, the 
Jew opposes the one God and the one- human race: “ And the Lord 
shall be King over all the earth ; in that day shall the Lord be One 
and His name One.’ If we believe in the one merciful God we shall 
beliave in the brotherhood of the peoples. The conception of a 
single Deity presiding over the destinies of a racially disjointed 
world is unthinkable, and it is because Nazism in its latest mant- 
festation upholds this monstrosity that religion is imperilled and 
fetters are fastened ever more tightly onthe Jew. But whether the 
fight be long or short, the Jew has to stand his ground and preach 
his doctrine. There are painful gropings towards the super-State, in 
the shape of the League of Nations. 


Let every Jew support the 
League tothe very utmost of his power. Let him proclaim insistently 
the good old teaching that all men are members of one another. 
Let him unite with the nobler spirits of other peoples whose moral 
paternity dates back to the far-off times before medievalism clouded 
men's minds, when the highest tribute to ancient Rome was that 
she had “made a city of t' e once-wide world.” These are things 
which, apart from protests and relief work, every Jew can do in this 
crisis. The dethronement of the tyrannical and concienceless god- 
State idea and the restoration of brotherly human relationships 
must and will come, if mankind is to have any future at all 


on earth '

“Proportion, Gentlemen, Proportion!” 

From Mr. HARRIS BENJAMIN. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Srr,—The fighting spirit in which your contributor ‘‘ Watchman”’ hits 
out at those evils and anomalies which he'sees in the administration of 
our communal! affairs must compel the respect and sympathetic attention 
of all his readers, whether or not their views coincide with his own. His 
unceasing propaganda on behalf of the co-ordination of Charities will 
urely be not without effect, sooner or later. 

In his last article he cited the case of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb 
Home: and the uninitiated reader will conclude, from his words, that the 
Home is over-endowed and that its work is of minor importance. 
‘*Watchman’’ cannot have meant to.convey this impression; yet, un- 
wittingly, he has done so. 

The annual income from an investment of £60,000 is not such a large 
sum as to excite special comment. Moreover, a bequest of this kind, 
made by one who knew, as no one else coiiid know, the needs of the 


recipient Institution, isin a very different category from gifts made in: 


response to a special appeal. Sir Edward Stern, in his lifetime, gave 
generously to many causes, apart from the Deaf and Dumb Home. So 
also do other supporters of the Home; the names of some of them figure 
prominently in the list of contributions to the German Jews’ Relief Fund. 
What good purpose can be served by offending these public-spirited people 
at a moment when the Community has such urgent need of them? ¢ 

The Deaf and Dumb Home rarely gets a good Press—perhaps-it lacks 
a pushfual publicity agent! Consequently, the Jewish 4sfiblic is left 
largely in ignorapce of the immense importance of the work it carries out. 
It is the only Jewish Institution of its kind in the British Empire. Nearly 
all the children who go to it are deaf and, dumb from birth. At the 
Home they are taught to speak and to understand the speech of others 
by reading their lips. Not only are they educated to be intelligent and 
useful citizens, but they leave the Home with a training which enables 
them to earn their own living. And, not least, they are brought up ina 
Jewish atmosphere and learn something of the Jewish religion and 
Hebrew language. For this reason alone, it is important that the Home 
should be in a position to offer such amenities that parents are not 
tempted to send their afflicted children to the wealthier non-Jewish 
schools.

TOURISTS IN PALESTINE. | 

I have come across a great number of visitors to Palestine who 
have had their enthusiasm greatly dampened by being imposed 
upon by guides, small.hotels, etc. The Zionist Information Bureau 
is situated in Jerusalem, but before the visitor reaches that Bureau 
he has often been sadly mulcted. The Zionist Organisation should 
re-organise their Information Bureau so that it could give the 
following particulars to visitors: customs regulations, a list of the 
best and cheapest travel routes (how many people know that the 
journey to Palestine can be made, travelling on a first-class British 
steamer, for less than £20—yith kasher food included ?), and a list of 
reliable hotels and pensions, together with their tariffs (there are 
many that provide good fare for 5/- per day,allfound). The Bureau 
should organise groups of volunteer guides, whose pride it should 
be to show off their Homeland to the visitors. There is a kiosk at 
Haifa bearing the superscription “Information Bureau,” but it does 
not function. Speaking personally, I am always pleased to give 
would-be visitors any information.they desire.—-Mr. ABRAHAM JACOB, 
Bet Lurie, Herzlia, Haifa, Palestine.

“An Admission of Inferiority !” 


i “Is the persecution of the Jewish race, to which the | 
Founder of Luther's faith belonged, to be the last word | 
_of the German people on the subject of human liberty ?” 


The Rt. Hon. David Liovd George made his first publie 
pronouncement at a Jewish gathering on the subject of 
the persecution of the Jews in Germany at the Appeal Dinner, 
which was held on Monday evening at the Dorchester Hotel, 
Park Lane, in aid of the funds of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board. 

Major F. C. Stern, O.B.E., M.C., who presided, after reading 
letters of apology for inability to attend from Lord Reading, Dr. 
Weizmann, the Chief Rabbi and Haham Dr. Gaster, referred with 
particular gratification to the presence of Mr. Lloyd George, Dame 
Lloyd George, and Mr. H. Ramsbotham, M.P., Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Board of Education. Dr, Lucas, the presiden’ of the 
Board, would, he said, tell them something of the Board’s work ; and 
no doubt he would also tell them how he was hampered by lack of 
funds. He would like as Chairman to thank the Appeal Committee 
for the strenuous work which they had done. It had been very diffi- 
cult to raise money for the Board, because there was also another 
appeal—a very urgent and important one—which had arisen. But 
both appeals were important. They could not neglect their charities 
at home, and they certainly could not neglect the religious edycation 
of their children. (Applause.) 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, in proposing the toast of “The Jewish 
Religious Education Board,’ said that when he accepted the invita- 
tion with which their Chairman had honoured him to attend that 
function, he did so for two reasons. The first was that their 
Chairman was one of the many members of the Jewish Community 
with whom he had enjoyed an unbroken friendship for a great many 
years. He had always had a great regard for his inherent qualities ; 

“but there was one thing, above all others, which’ he respected in 
him, and that was that he avowed himself with pride to be a member 
of the Jewish Community. He was a member of a small nationality 
himself—a much smaller one than theirs, and one which had not 
made the notable contribution to human civilisation which they had 
achieved—at least not yet. (Laughter.) And there was one person 
he always despised more than a Hebrew who pretended that he 
belonged to another race, and that was a Welshman who tried to 
palm himself off as an Anglo-Saxon. (Laughter.) The other reason 
was that he had always viewed with a great deal of interest and, 


if he might say so respectfully, approbation the experiment of the 


Jewish Religious Education Board. In his time he had taken part 
in a good many political controversies, and during the religious 
controversy of 1902 a solution more or less on the same lines was 
suggested in Wales, but extremists overthrew it. He believed it 
would have solved the problem, saved the duplication of schools, of 
national expenditure and have resulted in increased efficiency. 
There was a greater need than ever for religious instruction of 
that kind, declared Mr. Lloy’ George. They were hemmed in by 
material difficu! ..es largely, it was true, of their own creation, but 
it did not make them any more easy to bear. They had only to 
read of what had happened inthe last few days, of the conflict 
of material interests between nations. Apart from the spiritual 
advantages of such instruction on which he did not feel as competent 
to dwell as others who were present, there was no doubt that it 
added to the self-respect of their children to be taught these great 
things, and it would be_an asset to them throughout their lives. 
(Applause). They would come to know through the teaching of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board, the greatest literature in the 
world with which the Board: made thousands of their poorest 
children acquainted. (Applause). Yes, they would do more than

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that. He hoped they would make them acquainted with the fact 
that the writers of the greatest literature in the world were men of 
their own race and blood. Did they realise what that meant to a 
boy throughout his life? Had they ever talked to a Scotsman 
about Robert Burns? “ Talk to him about John Knox, the Moses of 
his race; William Wallace, the Gideon of his people, and 
Robert Bruce, and you will see him. swell with pride.’ The know- 
ledge which he had of what those men said and did, and 
the knowledge that they weve Scotsmen of his own fiesh and 
blood, constituted part of his character. It was an essential 
part of his individual and national self-confidence and self-respect. 
The Jews had greater heroes in their story, and no Scotsman would 
be offended if he said so, because Scotsmen had a greater worship 
for the Jewish heroes than even the Jews themselves had. 

The Jewish people were passing through ordeals in all parts of 
the world to-day, but it was such experiences,wh:ch had hammered 
the Jewish race into a fine steel which no amount of persecution 
could break, and no policy had been able to crush. He was proud 
that in this country not merely was there no danger of anything of 
the kind happening, but there was adeep resentment at what was 
taking place in other lands. (Loud applause). He had read two days 
ago that two young ruffians were guilty of an assault on a professional 
man merely because he was a Jew. They were arrested by the 
police and the magistrate sent one of them to jail and the other one 
was fined. When he read the report of the case he felt proud of his 
country and he said: * Well, atany rate, in this land respect for the 
impartial administration and majesty of the law still remains.” 
(Applause). Mr. Lloyd George then asked to be allowed to say 
something about the persecution of the Jews in Germany, a request 
which was greeted with loud cries of “ Yes, yes!” 


“I can say, honestly,” declared Mr. Lloyd George, “that F-. 


fought for fair-play for Germany during the negotiations of the 
Treaty of Versailles and afterwards. I did my best during the War 
to overthrow them. I did my best afterwards, in accordance with 
the principles of this country, to see that those who are discomfited 
should obtain fair treatment. So I am entitled to speak. (Applause.) 
Germany is a great country. It is a great people, with great 
traditions, and I feel certain that the majority of Germans are 
ashamed of what is happening. 

“One of the greatest German national poets said hatred was 
something peculiar. You always found it strongest and most 
violent where there is the lowest degree of culture. The Germans 
are, on the whole, a cultured people. But in every community 
there is a residuum whose antipathies are naturally expressed in 
brutality. Such people have got on top for a while. I hope it is a 
passing phase. Every man who is guilty of this kind of thing in 
Germany, is pinning on his own breast the badge of inferiority. It 
is an acknowledgment that he feels beaten by Jewish capacity, 
Jewish subtlety, Jewish imagination and Jewish pertinacity ; that he 
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cannot fight the Jew on equal terms, that he is going to heat Jewish 
brains, not in a fair contest but with a bludgeon: and ten bludgeons 
to one brain very often! It is cowardly,’ declared Mr. Lloyd 
George with empbasis and indignation, “and not worthy of people 
like the Germans. I feel certain that the German people will not 
long sanction the continuance of this sort of thing. (Loud and 
prolonged applause.) 

~ Don't forget that when they were a less educated people than 
they are at the present moment, they fought the greatest struggle 
ever waged in the history of this world for religious freedom—the 
Thirty Years’ War. It was a struggle for the freedom of the 
conscience, and the right of expressing vour own religious beliefs in 
the way in which your own conscience dictated. Is the persecution 
of the Jewish race, to which the Founder of Luther's faith belonged. 
to be the last word of the German people 
libertv? One cannot 


on the subject of human 
proscribe a race whilst you continue to 
worship their greatest Teachers, and that is the position of the 
Germans at the present moment, and it is an untenable position. 
but the storm will pass away over Israel just like the hail-stones in 
egypt, leaving them undamaged. and hurting only their persecutors. 
And their message to the world they had to continue to deliver. 
They had not completed it. (Applause.) And it was a message, 
ubove all, for these times when Nationalism had ceased to become a 
faith and had become a fever. They might vet have to deliver their 
message once more tothe world amidst the thunders and lightnings 
as they didon Mount Sinai, and they did well by supporting the 
Jewish Religious Education Board to see that that message was first 
taught thoroughly to their own children. (Applause). 

Dr. N.S. Lucas, President. Jewish Religious Education Board, 
said that they had to find £4,500 every

as they had in endowments and annual. grants from the 
Lnited Svnagogue. He paid a warm tribute to Mr. Herbert 
Adler, the Inspector of Education and to Mr. Nathan Morris, the 
Education Officer, and also to their teachers who, he said. were a 
wonderful body of men and women. The Board prided itself that 
it had oulgrowh that curious antiquated state of mind so peculian 
to the ancient Orient where a womans education did not count. 
Thev educated their girls. They all of them knew how the real 
binding material of the stones of their religious education were 
beautiful home ceremonies which were largely the province of the 
wife and the mother. Unless she learnt all about them she could 
really not appreciate their beauty, but instead they became a dull 
and meaningless routine. Dr. Lucas concluded with an appeal to 
the Community to help them in their work. 

Mr. Nevitce J. Laskt, BK.C., President of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies, in proposing the toast of ~ The Guests,’ said that Mr. 
Lloyd George's speech was one more piece of positive evidence of 
non-Jewish public opinion. Those of them who were in a position 
of responsibility had to face ae criticisms, sometimes public—of 
those he did not complain—sometimes personal—of those he com.

That is profoundly true, 
and in that connection let us remember the words of the great 
Duke of Wellington: “If you teach your children the three Rs. and 
leave out the great R. of religion you will only produce a fourth R., 
Rascaldom. But it is not only religious education that vou are 
giving: for in teaching the Bible in the original, in Hebrew, and 
in teaching your Prayer Book and the history of your race. you are 
vastly enlarging the cultural and literary horizon of your children.” 
Men and women without traditions were plants without roots. Let 
them keep their traditions and they would flourish in any soil. But 
education cost money. He was well aware of that, for it was 
brought to his notice every day of his life. And as teaching cost 
money, the money must be found, and no greater recompense could 
be earned by it. In conclusion he expressed gratitude for permitting 
him to become acquainted with the great work of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board. They thanked the Board and wished it God-speed 
in its task of transmitting the greatest gift that one generation 
could transmit to another. (Applause.)

' MASS DISMISSALS OF ALL CLASSES 


NEW PHASE OF ONSLAUGHT. 


WORKERS FACING STARVATION. 


Wholesaleexpulsions of Jews fromtheir occupations have marked 
the first days of the enforcement of the decree for the exclusion 
of Jews from all labour and trade unions. Taking advantage 
of the fact that Jewish employees are no longer protected by their 
unions, a large number of concerns in Berlin and the provinces 
have summarily dismissed all their Jewish staff. Among them is 
the Dresdner Bank, of which Dr.’ Wilhelm Kleeman, President of the 
Jewish Community of Berlin, was director until his escape to 
Switzerland some weeks ago; the Karstadt Company, which controls 
many of the large stores of Germany ; and many firms in Frankfurt, 
Leipzig, Kottbus and Dortmund. Not even Jewish employees 
holding responsible positions have been spared. The plight of the 
dismissed is made even more tragic by the fact that they cannot 
uppeal for trade union compensation. | 

No person of non-Aryan origin or married to a non-Aryan may be 
appointed as an official in any institution of the Reich Government, or the 
Federal States, communal institutions, municipal offices or any other bodies 
maintained or supported from public funds, according to a new Government 
Ordinance: issued last Monday. Similar provisions are to be drawn up to 
exclude Jews or persons of Jewish origin from employment with the State 
railways, the Reichsbank or any statutory religious institution. 


» 
A ‘Mist of dismissed Jewish public notaries has been issued by 
the Prussian Government containing over seventy names. The 


official reason for dismissal is stated quite openly to be that they 
were either Jews or of Jewis!) origin. 

The State Health Department has withdrawn licences from all 
Jewish doctors to maintain private clinics and nursing homes; 
simultaneously the Berlin Municipality has informed all Jewish 
doctors in Berlin that in future they will not be permitied to treat 
patients in municipal hospitals, clinics, or nursing homes, or use 
laboratories attached to municipal institutions. An order has 
aiso been issued.to all sick fund and relief organisations subsidised 
by the municipality that no patients, not even Jewish patients, 
are to be sent for treatment to Jewish hospitals. In order 
fo alleviate the ever-increasing distress of Jewish doctors, the 
Jewish Community of Berlin has decided to give them the freedom 
of its hospitals and laboratories, so that they may treat their 
patients there. Jewish employees who have to pay compulsory 
health insurance, however, cannot be treated in the Jewish 
hospitals, the Jewish Community points out, as this would be 
contrary to the regulations issued by the Municipality. 

About twenty Jewish bankers and stock-brokers have been 
expelled from the Berlin Stock Exchange. It is expected that 
many more exclusions of Jews will shortly follow. 

[t is announced that Jewish medical specialists are to be 
dismissed from ali health insurance and relief institutions 
irrespective of whether or not they served during the War. This 
decision, which is to come into force on August Ist, goes considerably 
further than the previous Aryan Officials Law, which provides that 
Jews who saw active service during the War or whose fathers were 
killed in action shall not be expelled from their posts. The Reich 
Minister of Labour has also issued a decree stressing the fact 
that every patient belonging to health Insurance Societies 
is entitled to refuse to be treated by a Jewish doctor or dentist. 
Simultaneously the municipal he alt’: bulletin declares it to be the 
national duty of all its members to decline treatment by a Jewish 
doctor. Even patients now undergoing such treatment should 
consider carefully whether it is not possible for them to exchange 
their doctor for an Aryan. The bulletin points out with regret that 
in spite of the appeals previously issued, some patients still patronise 
Jewish doctors. 

A Jewish woman, Dr. Margaret Bieber, Professor of Classical Archeology 
at the University of Giessen, is among the Jewish professors who have been 
expelled from their posts this week. Others include Dr. Paul Mombert, 
Professor of Theoretical Physics of the Giessen University ; Dr. Georg Jaffe, 


Professor of Semitic Philology ; and Professor Julius Levy, also of the Giessen - 


University. Dr. Johann Baerwald, of the Darmstadt Technical High School 
and Curator of the Hessen State-Museum, Dr. Karl Freund and the Director 
of the Hessen State Theatre, Dr. Sander, have been expelled under- para- 
graph 4 of the Aryan Officials Law. 
The German Chemical Company has dismissed all its Jewish employees, 
including Professors Otto Warburg, Max Bergmann and Arthur Rosenheim. 
_ Justizrat Julius Brodnitz, the President of the Central Union of German 
Citizens of Jewish Faith, has been prohibited from continuing his practice

as a public notary. His name figures in a new list of sixty-one expelled Jewish 
notaries in Berlin, following on a list of over seventy names issued last week. 

As a result of the refusal of the Berlin Municipality to continue 
its subsidies the Jewish Hospital is in a precarious position and the 
authorities have been forced to dismiss a large number of officials 
and employees. Unless means are. found for its upkeep, the Hospital 
will have to close down permanently. 

The famous Tietz multiple stores have now been placed under Nazi 
management. All Jewish employees have received notice of dismissal. They 
number thousands. Georg Tietz, the former head of the firm, had always 
insisted that at least 50 per cent. of the employees should be Jews, in view 
of the fact that non-Jewish concerns refused to employ them. 

Professor Mizam., the Director of the Virchow Hospital, the large st mn 
Berlin, has been forced to resign. The official statement explains that his 
resignation is voluntary.”’ 

The municipalities of a number of health resorts have decided 
to exclude the names of Jewish doctors from the oflicial directories 
issued by them for the information of visitors. 


Pledge to League Again Flouted. 

The pledge given to the League of Nations by the German 
Government ta respect Jewish rights in Upper Silesia was again 
flouted last Thursday when thirty-five Jewish panel doctors of 
Gleiwitz, Beuthen, Hindenburg and other districts were suddenly 
ordered to leave on July Ist: Twenty Jewish dentists were also 
dismissed. A special committee has been formed by the Jews of 
Upper Silesia to bring the matter to the attention of the Central 
Government in Berlin. An organised group of Storm Troopers last 
Friday aitacked the Synagogue in Hindenburg, Upper Silesia, 
demolishing the fence, smashing the windows and attacking a 
number of neighbouring Jewish houses. As soon as the attack 
became known, the leader of the Regional Nazi Party telephoned to 
the President of the local Jewish Community offering his apologies 
for the attack and declaring that strict instructions had been issued 
forbidding the recurrence of such attacks. He also offered to pay 
full compensation for the damage. 

The boycott against Jewish business has been vigorously 
resumed, and is showing obvious signs of an organised character. 
The National Socialist Press in many towns is stimulating the move. 
ment by an agitation in which all Jewish merchants are denounced 
as criminals, In a number of towns pickets have been posted out 
side shop-doors, while in other places lists have been compiled of 
all Germans who patronise Jewish merchants. In Quedlinburg and 
Wernigerode boards have been erected in the public markets 
recording the names of all German merchants buying from Jewish 
wholesalers, and also the names of German women who buy from 
Jewish shops. In Gorbach-Waldeck black lists have been displayed, 
in a number of shop windows in the main streets, of all those not 
observing the boycott. In Westphalia and Bochum all members 
of the Nazi party buying from Jews are threatened with expulsion, 
to become effective even if members of their families are seen 
entering Jewish shops. In Dortmund, a meeting of the middle- 
class population took place, at which the speakers denounced the 
Jews as enemies of the German middle-class, and called upon the 
audience not only to boycott Jewish shops but also to take 
measures for the complete expulsion of Jews from Germany. 

An attempt by Jewish shopkeepers to form a union to work against 
the Nazi movement is reported from Dortmund. The Nazis replied by picketing 
the shops and dissuading customers from entering, whereupon the shop- 
keepers were compelled to. close down. 

A film may not in future be called German, although produced in 
Germany, if any of the producers or artists are Jews. Foreigners may be 
invited to take part in them only if this is essential from cultural or ~rtistic 
considerations. 


The “Means Test” referred to in last week's issue as being 
probable has now been decreed by the Minister of Labour. It compels 
all foreigners employed in Germany who earn less than 700 marks a 
month to apply for permission to continue in their employment. 
Should permission be refused, they will have to leave the country. 
The law, which came into force on July Ist, will affect the greater 
portion of foreign Jews in Germany, and their expulsion is imminent, 


Paraded Through Streets—Then Shot. 


Dr. Spiegel, the Jewish lawyer, a picture of whose parade 
through the streets of Munich—escorted by four armed Brown 
Shirts, his trousers cut off at the knees, barefooted, and with a 
placard hung round his-neck, saying: “I shall never complain to 
the police again against the Nazis”—aroused the horror of the 
whole world, has been shot dead by the Nazis in the concentration 
camp at Dachau. According to the official version, Dr. Spiegel was 
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shot down while trying to escape. This stereotyped excuse is 
obviously false, since the Dachau concentration camp is surrounded 
by electrified barbed wire, thus rendering any quite 
impossible. 

A violent attack on Jews is reported from Landau. On June 19th 
a group of Nazis entered the Jewish Café Central, broke the windows. 
smashed the furniture and utensils and forced all those present to 
stand facing the wall with their hands uplifted while they were 
beaten with rubber sticks until they collapsed. On the following 
day twelve Jews were arrested and paraded through the streets with 
scurrilous posters hung round their necks. They were finally taken 
to a house in the outskirts of the city where they were flogged with 
rubber truncheons until they were semi-conscious. Before they 
were allowed to return to their homes they were made to sign a 
statement to the effect that no harm had befallen them, and were 
threatened with further arrest and more serious consequences if 
they disclosed their experiences. The Mayor of Landau has made 
a further threat of more drastic measures in the near future. 

Serious anti-Semitic disturbances are reported from Frankfort- 
on-Main last week. Thousands of demonstrators with Nazi banners 
marched through the main streets shouting “ Close down the Jewish 
shops!" Killthe Jews!” Jews who found themselves in the streets 
during the demonstration were ordered to doff their hats and those 
who delayed in carrying out these instructions were savagely beaten. 
The police watched the incidents without interfering. 

Two Jewish merchants of Allenstein, East Prussia, Levi and 
Rosenthal by name, have been severely injured by Nazi Storm 
Troopers following a quarrel between Levi and a Nazi officer in 
mufti, in the course of which the latter.was struck in the eye with 
a bunch of keys. Shortly aftewards @large band of Storm Troopers 
burst into Levi's house, dragged him and Rosenthal out into the 
street and beat them till they fell unconscious. The victims have 
been taken to hospital and Levi's condition is critical. 

[t now transpires that a regular pogrom took place in Holzminden 
and Seesen (Brunswick) during the night of March 5th-6th. Jews were taken 
from their homes, herded together, lined up in two rows and beaten with 
straps and whips. 8.A. men spat on the walls and Jews were compelled to 
lick off the saliva. They had to kick each other and some of them had to 
receive medical attention from knife wounds. 

A Jew, Edward Kobus, has been found murdered in the cellar of his 
house in Duesseldorf. 


The Jewish director of the Arbus Film Company, Herr Rosen. 
feld, has been abducted by Nazis and taken to one of their torture 
chambers in Berlin. So far all the efforts of his family and friends 
to trace his whereabouts have failed. 


Even Children Arrested. 

Nazi storm troopers arrested about sixty Jewish children who 
appeared in blue and white uniforms at a memorial meeting for 
bor. Arlosoroff in Berlin, which was attended by three thousand Jews 
and for which special police permission had been granted. “The 
children were detained at the Central Police Station until the follow. 
ing morning when they were all released as a result of the efforts 
of the Zionist leaders. The only charge against them was that as 
they were wearing white blouses and blue trousers they were 
regarded by Brown Shirts as a“ uniformed bodyguard” for the 
speakers at the service. 

teports from various centres show that the Nazis have developed 
a general tendency to take possession of Jewish Youth homes. At 
Essen, they have commandeered the premises of the Jewish Youth 
home, together with all the furniture and fixtures. In Berlin, they 
stole all tables. chairs and fixtures from the hall of the Habonim 
Organisation. 

The premises of the Berlin Union of East European Jews have 
been searched by the political police. A similar search was carried 
out in the premises of the Central Union of East European Jews. 
Nothing incriminating was found. In view of the numerous arrests, 
nmonug Jews in particular, carried out by Nazi Storm Troopers 
throughout Germany during the past week, the State Commissar of 
Hiessen has issued an order that no arrests are to be made unless by 
previous warrant from the police. Storm troopers officially can now 
only carry out arrests in the company of a regular police officer. 
‘The same condition is imposed on the auxiliary police. Those who 
carry out arrests in the absence of a police officer, the order states, 
will render themselves liable to punishment, and persons affected 
are asked to communicate with the police. 

A curfew has been imposed on the Jews of Tilsit, who are 
obliged to withdraw from the street at the blowing of a horn at ten 
o'clock every evening. 

Jews placed in custody in Cassel “* for their own protection’ from the 
** just indignation of their German neighbours’ have been asked by the 
authorities to pay for their upkeep at the rate of 10 marks a day. In the case 
of poor prisoners, wealthy prisoners have been asked to pay for them. The 
total sum demanded amounts to about 100,000 marks. 


“ Not Hanged.” 

A current anti-Semitic booklet, entitled Juden Sehen Dich An (Jews 
are looking at you) in which seventy portraits of well-known Jews 
are published in such a way ‘as to suggest repulsive physiognomy, 
includes Max Reinhardt, Elisabeth Bergner and Charlie Chaplin among the 
**Art Jews.”’ The other chapters are devoted to Blood Jews,’’ Lie 
Jews,”’ Fraud Jews,” Subversion Jews”’ and Money Jews.”’ Many 
of the photographs appear to have been tampered with, and the words 
“Not Hanged’’ have been added to each individual list of “ crimes.” 
This scurrilous and foolish book is published by the official Nazi printers 
in Berlin, 

A propaganda book sold over the office counter of Goebbel’s “* Angriff ”’ 
contains the following specimens of Nazi *‘ research.’’ They are taken from 
a description of the English Press by Dr. Ludwig Franz Gengler, of Niienberg :

of that hater of Germany, Lord Northcliffe, who has been repeatedly designated 


as of Jewish race. « « » Merged with Rothermere’s group is the concern 
of the Jew, Beaverbrook, who started life as a Hungarian Jew called R. D. 
Blamenfeld.”’ 

The Nazi organ, the Rue tvrront, has published a reply to the efforts 
of the National Union of German Jews, led by Herr Naumann, to make peace 
with the Nazis. The Jews, states the RHELNFRONT, are now looking for new 
methods of work, namely, penetration into the anti-Semitic camp. As a 
last attempt to maintain their position they are adopting the Nazi policy 
ind declaring that they are combating the Ostjuden and Zionists in the same 
way as the Nazis are. But, adds the Nazi organ, all this is of no avail, as 
the Jew can be recognised as a Jew, no matter how he paints himself. 

A Bil for the compulsory sterilisation of the unfit has been 
submitted to the first meeting of the Council on population and racial 
questions by Reichsminister Frick, who also urged the introduction 
of a law for the sterilisation of people of “ inferior ” race. 

The following small advertisement appears in the German 
Rook Trade Financial News, Leipzig: ~ Publisher.sought for book 
on calendar reform of epoch-making cultural importance. Title: 
‘Away with the Imbecile Calendar and the Seven-Day Wegk of the 
Jews!’

The Central Union of German Citizens of Jewish Faith has 
been prohibited throughout Thuringia, and its existing branches 
dissolved, by an order issued by the Thuringian Minister of the 
Interior. The Minister bases the order on paragraph 1 of the 
Emergency Decree issued by the Reichspresident © for the protection 
®f the nation and the country.” 

The son of the late Foreign Minister, Herr Stresemann, has been refused 
permission to graduate as a lawyer, as his mother was of Jewish origin. 
She was the daughter of Baroness von Kleefeld, a Jewess. 

Theodor Wolff, the former Chief Editor of the Bertiner TAGEBLATT; 
Hermann Zucker, the former Chief Editor of the Acut-UHR-ABENDBLATT ; 
Friedrich Stampfer, the former Chief Editor of Vorwarrts; Max Cohen- 
Reuss, the representative of the League for Human Rights; and Dr. Alfons 
Goldschmidt have been excluded from the Association of Journalists in 
Berlin. 


Reaping the Whirlwind. 


‘The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN reports that the economic ruin of German 
Jewry is having disastrous consequences on retail trade, and especially on 
housing, apartments and villas having been vacated wholesale by Jewish 
professional men. 

The report that one of the chief general stores in Berlin, owned by a 
Jewish family, is in financial difficulties, is confirmed by the admission that 
it has received a credit from a bank. The Nazi organisation of small 
retailers has protested against this help being given. 

The Federation of German Grain Merchants has been so hardly 
hit by the expulsion of its Jewish members that it has now invited 
them to rejoin. Prior to the Nazi regime 75 per cent. of the 
members of the Federation were Jews, including the Chairman. 
Within a short time the Federation has found itself in a desperate 
financial position, not even being able to pay the rent for its 
premises.

During the distribution of supper, K——- was seized by M--—- by 
the collar and dragged downstairs for further maltreatment. Later he was 
taken upstairs again by two S.A. men, as he could hardly move. 

About 8 p.m., by order of an S.A. man, I had to give G dish water 
to drink from my coffee jug, as he had complained of thirst. At 9 p.m. we 
four Jews were taken to a room occupied by about twenty S.A. men, who had 
just fetched a new convoy of prisoners from ——~. We were introduced to 
them as the four freaks, and they boxed our ears for fifteen minutes. At 
midnight we were again brought out and had to run the gauntlet down the 
stairs between twenty men, who beat us with rubber truncheons. Then 
M - himself tore our collars, ties and braces off us. We were placed in a 


covered lorry, surrounded by twenty S.A. men, and were driven from - 
to the frontier, towards < 

On the wav we were beaten with truncheons unceasingly. Rifle butts 
were also used. As we were constantly collapsing into semi-consciousness, 
we had to keep pulling ourselves up at M 's orders, so that they could 
beat us more conveniently. We sat on the floor, while the S.A. men sat 
around. When I was completely broken, I tried to prop up my head with 
my hands, which they then beat mercilessly. While all the four of us were 
lying covered in blood on the floor they made us sing, ‘* When Jewish blood 
spurts from the knife, it is still better.” 

Just befdre getting out we had to swear that we would never tread 
oa German soil again. Then we were unloaded and ordered to pass the 
German frontier within two minutes or otherwise they would shoot us. I 
ran off, and as I heard shots whistle on the left, I instinctively turned right 
and so missed the frontier and got back on German soil. About one in the 
morning I reached - An old man, who still had a light in his window, 
said he couKi not help me, as his wife was lying ill. But he gave me two 
pitchers of water that I poured over my head. Next I met a young fellow, 
whom I asked for a lift to — He showed me the footpath, and I believe 
he betrayed me to the Nazis. A night watchman I met later took me to the 
parish hall. There I met an old man, to-whom I told my story and asked 
him to get in touch with my family, as I thought [ was going to die. They 
poured water over my head and I recovered a little. They let me telephone 
to S for a-car to - Instead, Chauffeur H of - appeared. 
Just before we got to —— we noticed we were being followed. H went 
all out. In the town two S.A. men on a motor-cycle made him stop and tried 
to put me on the motor-cycle. I struggled as best I could and shouted for 
help. I was ready to let myself be shof+there and then, and refused point- 
blank to go. An S.A. man assured me that nothing more would happen 
tome. I was taken back in the car to the - camp, where | lay on the bare 
floor till morning. Under my head they put a blanket and gave me water. 
At daybreak I was taken by car to the frontier. As I was unable to walk or 
stand, two men dragged me along till | reached the Czech Customs. I had 
to lie to the customs official, by order, that I was a Czech subject. In the 
Customs help was given me for the first time. I was taken to the infirmary 
at 

In the infirmary I found two of the others. My friend K—— died 
as a result of his maltreatment. He was a good fellow, a worthy man, the 
only supporter of his old parents and three young brothers and sisters. 


A Daily “Martyrdom. 


Life in a Little Bavarian Town. 

The daily hardships of the Jewish inhabitants of a small Bavarian 
town are simply and movingly told in the following letter received in London : 
The boycott in ——- goes evenly on its way, although no posts stand in the 
streets. The Fighting League of Middle Class Traders continues its agitation 
. people hardly dare enter Jewish shops, as they are often jeered at and their 
names taken on leaving. The position (of various shopkeepers) is pitiful. . . . 
A fortnight ago, following a meeting of the Fighting League, placards were posted 
up in about thirty shops, announcing “* No Jews served here.” . . . The bakers 
debated whether they should stop supplying bread to Jews, but this was defeated. 
... The Party has given orders not to greet Jews, and now we run through 
the streets like condemned criminals. My daughter, who is thirteen and goes 
to high school, has to undergo a real martyrdom. Her schoolmates do not associate 
w.th her, and she has to put up with many insults. The teachers take up & correct 
standpoint, but no longer dare intervene, and I complained in vain to the head.

Will they Ever Forget ? 


The following eye-witness story tells perhaps better even than ghastly 
tales of physical atrocities the present tragedy of German Jewry : 

Twelve o'clock. The gong has sounded and the doors of the boys’ school 
near Savignyplatz, in the West of Berlin, are thrown open to let out a crowd 
of merrily laughing boys going home together in groups of fours and sixcs. 
They are chatting over their afternoon games, their eyes are shining with 
happiness in the lovely spring day, and they seem entirely pleased with 
life. Trotting along all alone and unnoticed by the others, a little Jewish 
boy. Nobody speaks to him, and he does not dare to speak to the others. 
They, probably, were his friends and playmates only a few weeks ago, but 
now he is an outeast. Never shall I forget the hurt and unhappy look in 
the eyes of this child. They were like the eyes of a hunted deer. And I 
asked myself; Will the soul of this child ever lose the memory of the cruelty 
done to him by the other boys who did not even understand what they 
were doing ? 


“The Yellow Patch.” 
Wanted, Zola. 


A staggering exposure of Nazi terrorism, well attested and one of the 
cases documented, has been published in Prague under the name of *' The 
Yellow Patch.’ By this title the author, Hermann Walter, likens the present 
rersecution to mediwval Jewish degradation, symbolised by the yellow 
badge. By the selection of a few typical cases, related in narrative 
form, the whole horror is brought out in a way that strikes home. 

Here we have the case of Rabbi Frankel, of Berlin, ‘‘ not know "’ to 
the Berlin police, but, nevertheless, the recipient of a congratulatory letter 
from President Hindenburg and a certificate from the Berlin Relief Depart- 
ment (reproduced in the book); of Dr. F , whose medical report reads : 

incipient sepsis. Numerous wounds, caused partly by blunt, partly 

by long flat objects of various weights. The wounds on the abdomen appear 
to be due to kicks administered while the patient was in a prone position 
the chafing on the thighs seems due to the use of long, elastic objects, 
perhaps ropes. . The mental depression of the patient is extreme. ng 
Of Dr. Joachim, lawyer, died from wounds; of M. Neumann, a Konigsberg 
merchant, died from wounds (sprinkled with pepper). We have the scene 
of the refugee train, stopped in Dresden, and the fugitives forced to return to 
Berin; of merchants driven to suicide, of youths deprived of their liveli- 
hood; of students insulted at school. ‘Is there no one to raise his voice 
against this shame ?”’ writes the author. “‘ Is there no Zola, no accuser 7’ 

If there is yet no Zola to point a finger at the Nazi barbarism, at least 
this book provides the caw material on which a Zola will be able to work. 


GERMAN JEWRY BRAVES THE STORM. 
Unbroken by the “ Silent Pogrom. 


Efficient Organisation. 
[By a Correspondent.) 

All is quiet on the Hitler front. The shops are quiet, the streets are 
quiet, and everyone speaks quietly. Jews, of course, do not speak at all, 
for they know that, in Germany to-day, they walk in the grim shadow of 
the Sondergericht, You may be “* put away’ for a year or more merely 
for whispering to your dearest friend some story reflecting upon the Nazis, 
even though it be the absolute truth. Seventeen million Germans have 
become the zealous spies of the Nazis, and everyene else must be dumb. 
But even the dumb must express their feelings in some way and truth will 
out. 

Anti-Jewish propaganda is now carefully omitted from the official 
newspapers, which, of course, are read abroad, but the agitation is still a 
prominent feature of the local journals, and especially of the AriscusE 
Runpscuavu. The voice of the world has driven the wild beast back to his 
lair, but it would be a mistake to think that he has abandoned his prey. 


The task of raiding and arresting has now been delegated to the police, the | 


Nazis only being called in when the police are judged to be too weak to 
carry out a particular purpose. Unfortunately, the police are always *‘ too 
weak.” 

The Silent Pogrom is no longer officially carried out by the Government. 
It has been turned over to the lesser fry of the municipalities. For example, 
in certain schools it is the practice to provide the poorer scholars with free 
breakfasts. Now the magisterial ukase has gone forth: ‘‘Only Aryan 
children are to be fed.’’ Jewish children may not bathe with Aryan children, 
but are restricted to certain times. Nor may the Jewish housewife use the 
public washhouses except at prescribed hours. However, an element of 
American *‘ racketeering’ has crept into the latter prohibition, and the 
Jewish woman may utilise the washhouses at the same time as the Aryan 
housewives, provided she is willing to pay 50 per cent. more for the privilege. 

The Jewish stallholders have been driven out of annual fairs and are 
now being evicted from municipal markets. In some places municipal 
authorities are carrying out the evictions diplomatically, on the ground of 
congestion, but the blunter Councils make no bones about stating the real 
reason. Even those Jews who fought for Germany in the War are shown 
no consideration. The boycott commenced by the Government on April Ist 
is still being enforced, although it is officially supposed to have been ter- 
minated on the same day. One can still read in the Nazi newspapers such 


notices as the following :—‘‘ Do not buy from the Jews! We know that a 


lady landowner in the Trent district has again made purchases from Tietz 
and Wertheim (the great Jewish Stores). We warn her that in future we will 
publish the names of such persons.’” Many Jews, in an endeavour to make a 
living, tried hard to establish small trading businesses among the memters 
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of their own Community, but here again the long arm of the Nazi has reached 
them. They cannot obtain supplies from the wholesalers, and this is par- 
ticularly the case in the chocolate trade. 

Mac ‘h was said about 1,500 Jewish lawyers being allowed offic ially to 
resume their practice in the Courts, but actually when a number of them 
tried to do so in one provincial town the mob broke into the premises with

more uneasiness than ever, as continual threats are being heard that the 
descendants of all Jews entering Germany after 1872—the year of the estab- 
lishment of the Reich—are to be deprived of their rights of citiz ship and 
likewise denationalised. 

A tribute must be paid to German Jewry for the coolness and thorough- 
ness with which it is facing the situation and the manner in which it has 
organised itself to face the communal menace. Great relief activity has been 
set on foot by a United Central Committee, composed of representatives of 
congregations and organisations throughout the Reich, and what I saw of 
the working of this organisation compelled my warmest admiration. It has 
established a Special Fund, mainly sustained by an increase of one-third 
in the community tax oreach member, and, in addition, it has inaugurated 
a campaign of special collections. During the first fortnight 500,000 marks 
were realised. 

The headquarters of the relief activity is centred in the Community 
Building in Oranienburger Strasse and is a striking example of efficient 
working. At first glance it has the appearance of a great railway station, 
with its intense bustling activity. At the entrance to the vard queues of 
people were lined up to receive numbered cards fixing appointments with 
the appropriate relief departments. So great was the crush that many of 
these appointments were dated-for a week or a fortnight ahead. Help has 
been divided into fourteen different categories according to the needs and 
professions of the applicants. Special courses of training are provided for 
those forced to take up new occupations, and [ was struck by the number 
of lawyers applying for instruction.in motor driving. As an example of the 
variety of these classes, it may be mentioned that there is one providing 
an intensive .course in Tropical Medicine for doctors seeking new openings 
in equatorial countries. 

Food is served in the local kitchens at prices suited to the means of the 
purchaser, while the totally destitute are supplied free of cost. In addition, 
a number of Jewish women have organised themselves on practically the 
old war basis and are sending in parcels of food and comforts for those 
destitute families who do not attend the kitchens. 

One of the most remarkable activities has developed in regard to the 
relief of the many musicians and singers banned from employment. Concerts 
are being organised on their behalf by the Communities, and as it is impossible 
to obtain halls they are being granted the use of the synagogues. The bimah 
is used for this purpose, but the scrolls of the law are first carefully removed. 

The most active section, however, is unquestionably the Emigration 
Department, as everyone is anxious to leave the country. Long queues 
wait patiently for days on end at the doors of this section to have their cases 
dealt with. The Department handles 200 cases per day and is divided into 
two sections, one for Western Europe and one for those who are obliged 
to return to Eastern Europe. As to Palestine, all cases are dealt with by 
the Palestine Office, which is literally deluged with applicants.

Figures Give Hitler the Li 


Whenever the Nazis feel compelled to offer foreign opini/n some justifi- 
cation for their attitude towards the Jews, they keep_on expatiating on 
the excessively large part played by the Jews in the German civil service, 
and the hold they had obtained on the whole administrative machine of 
the country. From a Jewish, and, it should be said, from any constitutional 
point of view, this fact, if it were true, would be no justification at all unless 
it could be shown that the respective Jewish civil servants attained their 
posts not in the legal way practised in Germany for all appointments of 
that kind. The worst that can be said about these appointments is that the 


. Jewish candidates no doubt possessed all the qualifications required for

the posts they were allowed by the authoritics to occupy and that their 
Jewish origin was not at the time raised as an obstacle to their appointment. 

But the facts to which the Nazis refer are not true in spite of the state- 
ments recently made in the U.S.A. by the present German Ambassador 
there, Dr. Luther, who was himsclf a leading member of the German 
administration during the period when the Jews are alleged to have 
“grasped ”* half the important posts in the Government. 

The participation of the Jews in the various branches of the German 
Civil Service can best be represented in the following table. The table refers 
to Prussia, and is based on the figures of the last Census, but Prussia itself, 
because of Berlin, practically stands for the whole of Germany, as the vast 
majority of German Jewry lives in Prussia :

Unfortunately, not enough information is available to enable us. to 
give a complete picture of the tendencies of development in these per- 
centages during recent years. We possess, however, some data regarding 
the number of Jewish civil servants in the service of the railways, post and 
telezraph, the tramways and the harbours for the years 1895-1925. The 
figures are as follows: In 1895 there were ISL Jews and 236,254 non-Jews 
in these services, and in 1925 there were 510 Jews and 833,086 non-Jews. 

From these figures we can see that during this period of thirty years 
the numer of non-Jewish public servants increased more rapidly than the 
number of Jews, and that whilst the Jewish increase was only 329, the non- 
Jewish category increased by over 600,000. 

As we can see, the figures are too small to warrant any of the statements 
of the Nazis on this subject. 


IMPORTANT MOVES IN U.S.A. 


Memorandum for Waesld Conference. 


Women's Congress Launches Boycstt. 
'From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. | 

It is learnt thatthe American Jewish Congress is preparing a 
memorandum on the economic situation of German Jew ry, which 
will be presented to the World Economic Conference in London. 
Further details of developments in the U.S.A. show that pro-Jewish 
opinion is rapidly crystallising. The State Department in Washington 
has assured the American Synagogue Council that it is giving careful 
attention to the situation created by the Nazi persecutions. 

A nation-wide boycott of German goods was launched at a Con- 
ference of one thousand women delegates, representing 236 women's 
organisations held in New York last week under the auspices 
of the American League. for the Defence of Jewish Rights. 
The meeting was addressed by Mr. Samuel Untermyer, the cele- 
brated lawyer, who will shortly attend the World Jewish Economic 
Conference in London, Mr. James W. Gerard, former Ambassador in 
Germany, ex-Congressman La Guardia and Mr. Michael Williams, 
the well-known Catholic editor. “The only effective way in which 
we can voice our protest and get it across to the German people,” 
declared Mr. La Guardia, “is to make them realise that the American 
people refuses todeal with Germany as long as Hitler is in power.” 
A table was read from Lord Ms'chett welcoming the co-operation of 
American Jews and emphasising the need for making the boycott 
world-wide. In addition to voting for the boycott, the Conference 
voted for the adoption of the slogan, ~ Buy American!”

Nazi Attempts in America. 


Much Talk but Little Else. 


(From Our Correspondent.-New York.] 


The Nazi groups in New York are attempting to organise a boycott 
against Jewish goods as retaliation for the Jewish boycott of German goods, 
A series of demonstrations and celebrations are being planned to rally all 
anti-Jewish elements around the Swastika banner. An initial effort to conduct 
the anti-Jewish boycott proved unsuccessful, however, when police tore 
a banner from. the Nazi headquarters in New York advocating the boycott 
of Jewish merchandise. 

Among the groups that are attempting to initiate this movement are 
a number of more or less paper organisations, such as “‘ The Friends of New 
Germany Movement,’ ‘‘Sympathisers of New Germany,’ “ Friends of 
Hitler Movement.’ The Nazi organ in New York has begun the ** Buy 
German’ campaign and is devoting its front page to the movement. In 
a recent editorial it said: ‘“*‘ The names of firms and merchants who refuse 
to handle German goods are known and will be more widely known. Every 
German, every German-American, and every racially pure American must 
learn these names. And when each has learned these names he will know 
what he is to do.”’ 

A number of German firms in New York have placed joint advertise- 
ments in several of the German papers urging a ‘* Buy and demand German 
goods "> movement and warning readers not to participate in the boycott 
against German goods. 

This anti-Jewish boycott, however, is not taken very seriously here. 

Samuel Goldwyn, the well-known film producer, is heading a movement 
for finding immediate employment in Hollywood for Jewish artists, directors 
and scenario writers expelled from Germany. e 


PRACTICAL MEASURES IN HOLLAND. 


Dutch Medical Society and German Doctors. 
[From Our Correspondent.._ AMSTERDAM. |] 

There are no signs of waning activity in Holland in the propaganda 
for 100 per cent. boycott of German goods, and what is of more importance, 
this propaganda is being fully supported in practice. Some of the most 
influential departmental stores, whose supplies hitherto to a very great 
extent originated in Germany, are now rigorously excluding German products 
where substitute lines are obtainable from other sources. In this connection 
it is noteworthy that large sections of the public are co-operating in the 
boycott, which is becoming more effective every day. Added impetus has 
been given by the powerful Labour organ Het VoLk, which publishes lists 
from day to day of German articles, recommending its mass of followers 
not to purchas> them. The newspaper itself has given an important lead. 
At a great financial sacrifice it is excluding from its pages all advertisements 
of Gorman articles. Jewish wholesalers and Jewish importers are co-operating 
and have sought other sources of supply then Germany. The principal of 
an important wholesale firm in textiles and emall wares informed me that. 
regardless of all costs to the business, no articles manufactured in Germany 
would be dealt in until conditions for our co-religionists in Germany improved. 

As usual at this season doctors in Holland are being inundated with 
propaganda from health resorts in Germany, seeking the co-operation of 
the Dutch medical profession and appealing to doctors to recommend their 
patients to visit these centres. As a whole, however, the profession in this 
country is evincing a very sympathetic attitude for their Jewish colleagues 
in Germany, and large numbers of practitioners have notified their intentior 
of assisting the boycott of German health resorts if the relentless aiiied 
against Jewish doctors does not cease. The Dordrecht section of the Nether- 
lands Medical Society has addressed a communication to the Prussian and 
the General German Health Resorts Federations, in which these bodies are 
asked to define their position in relation to Jewish doctors. Further action 
onthe part of the Dutch Medical Society will depend upon the replies received 
from the German Federations.

Home for Aged Jews. 


Mr. E. L. Franklin Resigns Presidency. 


SUCCESSOR APPOINTED. 

The Annual Meeting of the Home for Aged Jews was held on Sunday 
at the Home, 105, Nightingale Lane. Mr. FE. L. Frawktrs, J.P. the 
President, presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that that last time that it would be his privilege 
to move the adoption of the Annual Report as President of the Home. The 
report for last year was a favourable one. They were faced at the beginning 
of the year with a very heavy deficit and a large debt to their bankers, with 
the prospect of having to curtail some of their work. - Because of the great 
support from the Community and from the Federation of Synagogues they 
were able to get £4,400 for that Home and a similar amount for the Home 
of Rest. Now that they were on their legs again they were able to rescind 
the resolution limiting the number of inmates to 130. They would be glad 
to know that they had raised that number to 146. Mr. Franklin said that 
he felt that he himself ought to do something to secure a successor after 
having occupied the Presidency for forty-five vears. He had been able to 
find a very great friend of his, a man of energy, experience and great intelli- 
gence, who knew the Home and loved the Home, aad who had been connected 
with it for a good many years. Mr. Franklin assured them that he would 
work just as much for the benefit of the Home as hitherto. His colleagues 
had stated that they would like him to continue holding the meetings of 
the Home at his office, so that it would be easier for him to attend. 

Mr. Harry SNIDERS seconded the motion for the adoption of the Report. 

Mr. Moss Harris, a Vice-President and Treasurer of the Home, paid 
tribute to Mr. Franklin, and said that thev all accepted his resignation 
with deep regret. He then proposed the election of Mr. Donald Van den 
Bergh as the new President. 

Mrs. F. S. FRankutn seconded the proposal, which was carried with 
acclamation. 

Mr. DonaLp Vas DEN Berou, J.P., said that he was only induced to 
take the Presidency on one condition, namély, that Mr. Franklin would 
stand by him and tell him what had to be done. He had served on the House 
Committee for thirteen years, so that that was his Barmitzvah year so far 
as that Institution was concerned. And when one became Barmitzrah, 
according to Jewish tradition, one became a responsible person. Mr. Van 
den Bergh spoke of the loyalty and co-operation he had received from the 
members of the House Committee, the Matron, whom he was glad to say was 
recovering from her very severe operation, and Mrs. Kelf-Cohen, the Secretary. 

Mr. M. Casu, presenting the balance sheet, said that their share of the 
proceeds of the Appeal Dinner was used to wipe off the deficit. Although 
the year ended slightly better than the previous year, every endeavour 
must be made to place the institution upon a sound basis. Although the 
Aid Societies brought in one-third of their income, they still felt the lack of 
annual subscribers. 
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Mr. A. A. BerMaw seconded the motion for the adoption of the balance- 
sheet, which was carried. 

Mr. VAN veEN Berou then took the chair for the remainder of the 
proceedings, 

Presentation to Mr. Franklin. 

Mr. M. Durance said that st had been his great pleasure for more years 
than he could recollect to move at those annual ‘gatlicrings the re-election 
of Mr: Franklin as President. If,.he could not move his re-election, he could 
still be the mouthpiece of the Honorary Officers and Committee in tendering 
to Mr. Franklin an expression of the high appreciation of the splendid work 
which he had done for that Institution. He therefore had very much pleasure 
in asking Mr. Franklin to accept an album containing an illuminated address. 

The Rey. J. F. Stexy, C.B.E., said that he belonged to the fossil age, 
having been a member or the Committee since ISS8. He remembered Mr. 
Franklin's election to the Presidency, and everybody then felt honoured 
that he was a successor to such men as Sir Benjamin Cohen and Mr. F. D. 
Mocatta. Mr. Franklin during his Presidency had led the Community into 
giving effect to that very earnest appeal: ** Cast me not off in the time of 
old age ; forsake me not when my strength faileth.’’ He felt sure that had 
his colleague, the Rev. A. A. Green, an old member of the Committee of 
the Home and a Vice-President of the Home of Rest, been present, he, too, 
would have desired to pay tribute to Mr. Franklin. They wished Mr. Green 
a speedy recovery from his illness. 

Mr. FRANKLIN suitably responded. 

On the motion of Mr. J, PoLttirzer, seconded by Mr. H* Norvey, the 
following Honorary Officers were elected :—Lord Rothschild, F.R.S., Hon.

It was announced that the Annual Dinner in aid of the funds of the 
Home would be held on Sunday, November 19th, at the Café Royal.

The Ezra Society’s Annual Meeting was presided over by Mr. Davip 
(opr, the Founder and President of the Society, who gave a few details 
of the progress of the Society since it was founded in May, 1932. Since that 
date they had succeeded in enrolling 992 members up to December 3Ist, 
1932, the period covered by the accounts. Their membership now numbered 
1,193. The object of the Ezra Society was to progress in directions hitherto 
untouched, and they had concentrated on districts which had recently been 
inhabited by Jewish people, and a number of Synagogues, including Brixton, 
New Cross, Hendon and Highgate, also in the Provinces, Sheffield, Cardiff, 
Hull, Birmingham, and as far North as Middlesbrough and Neweastle.

The Jewish Day Nursery. 


HAPPINESS UNLIM.TED.” 

Lady Sassoon presided on Monday afternoon over the Annual General 
Meeting of the Day Nursery for Jewish Infants at 23, New Road, White- 
chapel, E.1, 

Lady Sassoon said that at the Nursery they found that which was denied 
in an overcrowded neighbourhood—light, air, freedom, happiness and good 
food, and the infants were perfectly looked after while the mothers went 
out to work. There were friends who only came to them for the annual 
general meeting and others who came regularly as helpers and who could 
be almost regarded as part of the nursing staff, known and beloved by all 
the children and to whom thé sincere thanks of the Committee were due. 
But whether they be annual or daily friends, what they hoped was that they 
would be vitally interested in the welfare of the Nursery and would see to 
it that the Nursery and the Nursery children should have their support 
and that of their friends, so that the work might be carried on as efficiently 
as during the past years and that those who were responsible for the upkeep 
might be free of financial anxiety and able to continue this work of loving- 
kindness. Lady Sassoon also paid a tribute to the staff, and particularly 
to the Matron, Miss Davis. ee 

Mrs. Move, Vice-President and Chairman of the Committee, presented 
the Annual Report, which, after setting out the objects of the Nursery, gives 
figures showing that there had been 8,058 attendances—an increase of 162 
on last year's figures. Reference is made to the various functions which had 
been held to raise funds, because the annual subscriptions were not sufficient 
to support the Nursery, The report mentions the fact that the readers of 
the Young Israel section of Tue Jewisu Curonicie had collected £54 
for the Nursery, to which had been given the very apt title of ‘‘ Happiness 
Unlimited.” This donation had been expended in the installation of extra 
hand-basins and other sanitary improvements which) were urgently needed. 
Heartfelt thanks are also accorded to all who had helped the Nursery and 
to the Staff. Mrs. Model, alluding to the Sewing Guild, said they were im- 
mensely grateful to the Guild; because they were saving them the wear and 
tear of the Nursery clothing. She also thanked all who had helped them with 
gifts in cash or in kind. They had £20 in the bank and about £50 to pay, so 
that they had a deficit of £30. With regard to the Matron’s Dance, great 
credit was due to the Matron, to Mr. Goldstine and his Committee. 

Dr. Sopnte Frret proposed the adoption of the Annual Report and 
Balance Sheet, which was seconded by Mrs. Carrot Marx and carried. 
Dr. Friet said that Instjtutions such as that were doing great work, not 
only for the particular children whom they had in their care, but in educating 
the mothers of those children. She expressed her best wishes for the success 
of this excellent Nursery. 

The Rev. Eric Lirson moved the re-election of the Committee and a 
vote of thanks to the Medical Officer, Matron and the Staff. Mr. Lipson said 
no one knew more than he how much a sympathetic committee could en- 
courage the staff of any institution.

Bottling Fruit and Vegetables. 


THE apparatus for bottling fruit consists of a steriliser, which should 
be of best block tin, fitted with a perforated tray on which the bottles 
stand, and a thermometer which fits into the saucepan at the side; glass 
jars, with glass or screw tops, and rubber rings. 

An ordinary boiler, if sufficiently deep, may be used instead of the 
steriliser; but a wire tray must be fitted at the bottom so that the bottles 
do not touch the saucepan ; and a thermometer will be necessary to gauge 
the temperature of the water. 

Rubber rings must be elastic and fit the bottles perfectly ; they should 
be scalded for a few minutes and left in hot water till required. 

Examine bottles to see none is cracked; wash them and the lids 
thoroughiy, and rinse in hot water. 

Fill the bottles with the fruit or vegetables ; pack tightly into bottles 
without crushing. When the bottle is half full, tap it firmly on a folded 
cloth, which will make the contents settle better. Fill to within half-an- 
inch of the top and completely cover with syrup or water. Dry the rims 
of the jars ; adjust the rubber rings, and put on the covers. Arrange the 
clamps (or screw up the bottles if screw-top bottles are being used). 

Place the jars on the tray of the steriliser without touching cach 
other, nor must they touch the edge of the steriliser. Place in the boiler 
and fill up with cold water, completely covering the jars. Put the lid on 
the boilers; put the thermometer in position, and cook according to recipe. 

This being done, remove the stand and leave the bottles to cool 
slowly away from draughts. 

Keep the bottles under the springs till quite cold. 


Preparation of Fruit. 

The fruit to be bottled must be fresh and sound. 

Apples, Pears and Quinces must be washed, then peeled and cut in 
convenient size pieces. The pieces shoald be dropped into salt and 
water (one teaspoonful to a quart) to preserve the colour while the rest 
of the fruit is being prepared. 

Peaches and Apricots.— Remove the skins. To do this place the fruit 
in a colander; stand it in a big bowl; pour over boiling water and 
leave for two minutes.- Then plunge quickly into cold water to cool, after 
which peel off the skin, using a silver knife. 

Plums, Damsons, Greengages and Cherries.—Remove stalks. Wash 
fruit and pack very tightly in jars. 

Currants, Raspberries and Blackberries.—Pick over, stem and wash 
very carefully- 

Syrup for Fruit Bottling. 

Allow one pound of sugar to one quart of water. 

Place the sugar and water in a saucepan; stir over a gentile heat till 
dissolved. Bring to the boil: simmer for five minutes without stirring, 
and cool slightly before pouring over fruit. Slip a silver spoon down the 
side of each jar to enable any air bubbles to escape, 


Sterilising the Fruit. 

The water in the steriliser must be brought very slowly to the correct 
temperature and kept at that heat for the requisite length of time, 
according to the following chart:

Preparation of Vegetables. 

All vegetables must be young, tender and perfectly fresh and sound. 

1. Wash thoroughly and prepare as for serving. 

2. Blanch or scald by placing in a large saucepan of boiling water 
and boiling for the required period. (See charts below). 

3. Remove from the saucepan and plunge immediately into cold 
water. 

4. Drain well and pack into ‘hot sterilised jars carefully, so as not to 
bruise vegetables. 

5. Cover with salted boiling water (half-teaspoonful salt to each pint 
of water). 

6. Adjust rings and lids as in fruit bottling. 

Asparagus.—Wash and scrape and cut stalks to fit jars. Tie into 
bundles. Boil for ten minutes, then plunge into cold water for half-minute. 
Remove string; pack in sterilised jars, tips uppermost, and cover with 
boiling salt water. rs 

Beans.— Wash, string and cut into convenient lengths or leave whole. 
Seald five to ten minutes, pack lengthways in jars and cover with boiling 
water, adding half-teaspoonful each of salt and sugar to the pint of water. 

Carrot .—Choose small young carrots of uniform size. Wash well, 
remove the tops, steam until nearly tender, then peel. Dipin cold water 
for one minute and cover with boiling salt water. 

Celery.—Prepare as for table. Scald five minutes. 

Peas.—Use young tender peas, Shell, wash and boil in salted water 
for five minutes. Drain and plunge in cold water for one minute. Turn 
into jars and cover with boiling water to which add half-teaspoonful each 
of salt and sugar to the pint. 

Tomatoes.—Choose firm, ripe tomatoes; wash and dry them and 
pierce with a wooden skewer ; fill closely in jars and cover with boiling 


salt water. |

My Dear 
Last Sunday at the house of the Antiquary I met a latter-day 
Koheleth—not a soured individual but a man with bright eyes, who 
appeared to have his head screwed on aright. He was disappointed 
at the trend of events in the world of to-day. He deplored the 
decline of liberty in several countries. It seemed as though madness 
had seized upon many people. The established principles of Right 
had been thrown overboard and men behaved like savages. Liberty 
was in danger in Europe. The Jews were among the victims of the 
onslaught on Liberty. As he spoke he worked himself up to a 
general condemnation of Society and its institutions. In truth, he 
concluded, does not history, for the most part, consist of the miseries 
brought upon the world by pride, ambition, avarice, revenge, lust. 
sedition, hypocrisy, ungoverned zeal and a long train of disorderly 
appetites ? 
™ The Antiquary argued with him while we others stood by and 
listened. Yhe old man declared that there was much substance in 
the assertions of Koheleth.

After all, 
men love self-deception. Look around and see the vanity of humanity.

but the masses are impressed. Or take the woman who is the 
perfect Narcissus type. She is so completely satisfied with herself. 
Her husband is the acme of husbands; her children are the best in 
the world. Even the weather which heaven provides on her 
holidays is always perfect. She is in love with herself, and wants 
you to know it. Or take the man who in the hotel lounge at 
Harrogate or Blackpool boasts of his membership of the Board of 
Deputies—the Jewish Parliament, as he is carefulto add. He, too, 
is athirst {or distinction. The worst of it is, Koheleth went on, that 
even when life is ended this desire to shine continues unabated. 
Have you ever noticed, he turned to ask, that obituaries are always 
in the major key ? 

The Antiquary smiled. It seems noteworthy, he said, that 
all peoples speak well of the dead. When a man has lived his 
life, he must have some good to his credit. Why not remember it, 
when you take stock of his achievements on earth ? The Romans had 
a proverb embodying this practice. De mortwis nil nisi bonum, Say 
only good things about the dead; while among Jews the same 
advice is urged by means Of a witty combinatign. Three succeeding 
Sidrahs in the Book of Leviticus are YON OWMpP MO “MN.

dictum: When a man is dead, say that he is holy! As a matter of 
fact, the Rabbis held it to be a sacred duty to speak well of those 
who had departed this life. In preaching this duty they were 
actuated more by consideration for the living than the dead. “In 
memoriam” speeches in the house of mourning, they held, assuage 
grief and bring comfort. But the dead were likewise remembered. 
For a learned man his “In memoriam” was considered honourable 
(MISSA THAS GSM). Another view was that memorial addresses 
stir the living to deep feeiing and even to tears; such tears are 
precious in the sight of God.

When Abbahu died, it was said that the pillars in 
Caesarea shed tears! Down to this day Memorial Services are still 
in vogue; they must minister to the hearts of those who mourn.

An Exile from Germany. 


Dr. Erich Mendelsohn Interviewed. 


The great architect, Erich Mendelsohn, is vet another to be 
numbered among the distinguished Jews driven from Germany by 
the Nazis (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). The famous 
architect, whose designs 
and buildings are known and 
praised wherever architecture is 
discussed, is in London in con- 
nection with the plans for the 
new Mediterranean European 
Academy, which will be opened 
eariy next year at Cavaliére, on 
the French Riviera, between 
Hyéres and St. Tropez. 

M. Amedée Ozenfant, the well- 
known Parisian painter, and Mr. H. 
Th. Wydeveld, the leading modernist 
architect and theatre-lesigner in 
Holland, formed the original idea of 
the Academy with Mendelsohn. 
That was two or three years ago, long 
before the world had made practical 
acquaintance with the fruits of 
Nazism. Nevertheless, the project 
was even then a challenge to every idea involved in the apotheosis of the 
Aryan theory. The “ Middle Sea,” as the Germans call it, was the original 
home of all the culture and ciVilised order which we know to-day. ‘ That 
is why we chose the Mediterranean for our new Academy,’’ Mendelsohn 
told me. 

“ We stand to-day, in Earope,” he said, “ midway between the order 
which perished in August, 1914, and the new life of modern culture and 
citizenship. The arts have a part to play in that new life. My own 
branch of art, architecture, always the first to put new ideas into physical 
form, must lead the way. And the very air of the Mediterranean is an 
inspiration to that end.”’ 

Mendelsohn identifies Jewish spirit very closely with that of 
the Mediterranean ; and he hopes, not merely as a creative artist of world. 
wide repute but as a Jew, to make his personal addition to what Jewish 
art has to give to the culture of the future which the Nazis are striving to 
costroy. 

‘* At this moment,’ he said, ‘1 am working on the plans for the new 
Habima Theatre which is to be built in Tel-Aviv. I would like to see it 
bocome the national theatre of Zion. I am proud-to say that German 
Jows have helped in that plan. A big site has been chosen, on the out- 
skirts of Tel-Aviv, for the erection, in a single group of buildings, of a 
theatre, a library and a new town hall. I have made a sketch for the 
«ntire scctor, and | hope very soon to make another journey to Palestine 
io sce what is happening in the matter. It is ten years since I was in our 
Nationa) Homeland, in 1923, when’! designed the first power station for 
Rutenberg at Haifa. 

“A Zionist? Of course I am a Zionist. It is our only hope, for 
) olitical, social and cultural freedom. And that Britain should have the 
Mandate is indeed a fine thing for the Jews of the world. I think, I even 
hope, that the Jews who have to remain in Germany will become a 
national minority. Only thus, and with the safeguards due to that con- 
dition, can they live in honour. As a good Jew, I feel that the shame and

In Germany the Nazis have reversed the aphorism. With them it 
ms rihel in-humani, which they regard as kindred to their spirit. 

“It is the Zionists who will be able to do most in Germany for Jewry. 
They have done wonderful work in the past, although lacking the support 
of somany powerfal sections of German Jewry. Well, to-day the German 
4.onists are stronger than ever in their history. All Jews in Germany look to 
them. What is more, the German official attitude comprehends and 
iecepts the implications of the German Zionists’ policy, as Jews who live 
in Germany, but have fixed their hopes elsewhere. 

“ Is it not fortunate, therefore, that German Zionism should have so 
magnificent a leader? Kurt Blamenfeld is my friend, that I regard as a 
valucd honcur. He is a great, constructive leader, forceful in his politics, 
powerful in spirit, a noble character if ever there was one. His family 
are in Palestine; but he has remained behind in Germany, for he has 
vitally important werk to do there. I regard Blumenfeld as the only man 
Who can pull together the broken remnants of our people in Germany. 

‘What will their existence be, you may ask, even as a minority ? 
It might be a modern Ghetto. There are worse things. Better far, I say, 
forthe German Jew to live unto himself within his own walls, to recreate 
the old Jewish Geist, than to be what he is to-day.” 

‘derr Mendelsobn is a young-looking man of forty-six, frank, eager, 
open of face, with tolerant, understanding eyes. Of his own position he 
made light. His lovely home, “Haus am Rupenhorn,” overlooking the 
Havel, has been a show-place of Europe ever since he built it of steel and 
concreté and glass in 1929. Its windows commanding the most éxquisite 
views, can be lowered by electric levers so as to open the rooms into 
terraces. ‘‘ Perhaps they will make it a national monument,” he said, 
with a smile. 

Born in Allenstein, in East Prassia, Erich Mendelsohn was educated 
at the local gymnasium, and afterwards at Charlottenburg and at Munich, 
where he studied under Professor Theodor Fischer, the most notable 
architect of the day. ‘But even at school,’’ he said, ‘‘I went my own 
way."” 

:.“ During the war,"’ he continued, ‘I served in the trenches, on the 
Russian acd Western fronts, and rose to the rank of sergeant-major,

“T held my first exhibition in 1919, amd my first work to attain some 
distinction was the Einstein Tower at Potsdam, built in 1920. Among 
my buildings in Germany which have aroused interest—and I may teli 
you I am most delighted to find how well known my name is in this 
country, though this is, of course, by no means my first visit to England 
there are the Metal-Workers’ Building and the Colaumbus-haus in Berlin, 
and the Schocken Department Stores in Nuremberg, Stuttgart and 
Chemnitz. Ihave also done much work in Spain, Norway and, as I told 
you, in Palestine.” 

Mendelsohn expects to remain in England for about a month. 
His wife, who was ranked among the most beautiful women in Berlin, is 
with him, and they are both the guests of the Dowager Lady Swaythling. 
It is likely that in the future, Mendelsohn will divide his time between 
England, the Mediterranean Academy and Palcstine. His colleagues in the 
directorate of the Academy, where 100-200 pupils of both sexes will be in 
permanent residence, are Messrs. Wydeveld and Ozonfant (already 
mentioned), Paul Hindemith, the composer, Serge Chermayeff, the 
interior decorative architect, now settled in London, Eric Gill, Pablo 
Gargallo, the Spanish sculptor, and Paul Bonide, the ceramist of Geneva, 
whose work is so widely known. 

For the purposes of the Academy, which requires about 3,000,000 
francs, a million franes has already been subscribed.

S In 1811, Mr. Lemon Hart removed to London, whence he continued 
in his laudable occupation of supplying the British blue-jackets with 
rum. The blow to the Community was tempered by the fact that, in 
lieu of hissannual contribution of twenty guineas, he agreed to make 
himself responsible for the payment of the rent of the Svnagogue and 
burial ground. At the same time, he left for the use of the Synagogue 
(not as a gift; certain objects of his which had been deposited in it, 
including a Scroll of the Law with silver pointer, a Megilla and a 
‘ Shophar. (The vear previous, he had made over to it another Scroll 
* which had belonged to the late Lazarus Solomon, his father-in-law, 
together witha pointer, six candlesticks, two chandeliers, and a curtain.) 
In return for this, the congregation bound itself to mention the names 
of his father and grandfather in its periodical Commemoration Services. 
Lemon Hart's position as Life Warden was henceforth to be occupied 
Se)=o by Hvman Woolf, while Elias Magnus became Gabbai. This loss was 
compensated, numerically at least, by the admission of a number 
of new mem bers—three in 1813, one in 1817, one in 1820, two in 1825, 
two in 1828, dnd so on. This was without counting a sprinkling who 
hired seats without assuming full membership. On the other hand, 
Elias Magnus “withdrew ” from the congregation in 1819, without 
any cause, and leaving his accounts unpaid, to the great disgust of 
his fellow members, who solemnly decided that ‘he should “no longer 
bé consittered to have any right or title to this Congregation what- 
soever.” Similar treatment was méted out in 1821 to Aaron Selig 
(probably the former Shochet), who not only resign ned from the con- 
gregation without paving his dues, but even “attempted to make 
great disturbance amongst them.’ He seems to have been reinstated, 
but embroiled himself again with his fellow congregants four years 
later: atid once more in 1829. Notwithstanding disturbances of this 
sort, the Community prospered. In 1811 it had been able to have the 
burial ground surrounded by a wall(1). In 1828 it could afford the 
extravagance of purchasing from Mr. Ansell, of London, a new Scroll 
of the Law, at the cost of £12, bringing the number in its possession 
up to at least three, In 1808 not half a dozen names had figured in 
the congregational accounts. Twenty years later, the number had 
doubled. At the beginning of the period the annual balance sheet 
oscillated between £30 and £35; at the end it stood at £52. 

The most distinguished person whose name is associated with 
me the Penzance Community in this generation is in all probability Solomon 
me (in Hebrew, Isaac) Ezekiel. He was a son of Ezekiel Abraham Ezekiel 
(1757-1806), the artist, who engraved various portraits by Opie,

it contains about fifty graves. The oldest tombstone that I could read was of the year 5 5599. 
A.D. 1839. There are some older stones, but 1 could not decipher them 
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him admitted as a member of the Community on paying (in two 
instalments ') entrance money to the amount of one guinea, his mem- 
bership fee being fixed at five guineas each vear, After a vear or two 
his name disappears from the books—perhaps by reason of temporary 
absence from the town. But, though in very humble cireumstances 
(he was a grag by profession), the place which he subsequently 
vccupied in the Community was unique,” In 1820, when the senti- 
mental conversionist movement was at its height, the Society for the 
Promotion of Christianity amongst the Jews proposed to establish 
a branch in Penzance. Ezekiel took up the cudgels on behalf of his 
people, writing a trenchant letter to Sir Rose Price, Bart., a local 
squire, who had approached Lemon Woolf on the subject. Whether 
this was responsible or not, the fact remains that the Baronet with- 


drew his support, and the proposal was abandoned. This episode was 


possibly the reason for the establishment of The Penzance Hebrew 
Noe ely for Prom Weng the Diffusion of Religious A nowledge. Before 
this body, Solomon Ezekiel delivered two series of lectures, on the 
life of Abraham and Isaac, which were subsequently published (Pen- 
zvance and London, 1844-7). He lived for a quarter of a century 
after this, dving in March, 1867, at the age of eighty-six. Another 


local defender of Judaism was H. Simmonds, who in 1824 had pub*+ 
lished at Penzance A Letter to G@. V.

le (rice CONCETHING SOMME words 


1825. On August 26th of that vear a certain Dr. John Messina wrote 
to “Mr. L. Woolf and the Instituted Members of the Penzance 
Synagogue’ in the following terms :—* Gentlemen,—I beg vour 


acceptance of a Cocked Hat, Gown, and Cuffs(/) as a Donation, and 
if you permit them to be worn at all times of Public Devotion vou 
will oblige the donor.” Nothing in all this, or in the name, indicates 
that the latter was a Jew. But, a little over a week later, we find the 
person in question admitted as a full member of the congregation, 
on the pavyment- of one guinea entrance money and a seat rental of 
four guineas per annum. In the course of the next vear his voluntary 
offerings amounted to £1 7s. Not that he allowed religion to interfere 
with business, since he charged the congregation when he attended 
upon the so-called ** Rebbe” during an illness. After little more than 
a vear, however, on November 30th, 1826, Dr. John Messina left the 
town and his name disappears from the books. An Italian Jew ? 
A belated Marrano? A Proselyte ? It is now too late to say, But 
a Dr. Messina, formerly physician to the Emperor Napoleon |, makes 
his appearance at Portsmouth almost immediately afterwards, and 
it is hardly to be doubted that he is identical with the person here in 
question. 
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The earliest minute and account book, from which the foregoing 
information has in the main been derived, closes with the end of the 
third decade of the nineteenth century, Thereafter there is a blank 
for fourteen years. The record is resumed in 1843 in the first of a 
couple of minute books which chronicle the subsequept history of 
the community till its final decay. The gap is short. The atmosphere 
is by now, however, entirely different, In the brief interval the com- 
munity has become Anglicised. The minutes are kept regularly and 
in English as pure as the writer could achieve. Penzance is no 
longer isolated. The era of railways has begun. Penny postage is 
already introduced. The community has a banking account. We 
read before long of bye-laws, and the Board of Deputies, and Jewish 
emancipation, and the Chief Rabbi, and advertisements, and THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

In its general condition, the community seems to have been in 
1843 in very much the same condition as we left it in 1829. There 
are now about ten full resident members. Lemon Woolf, son of Hyman 
Woolf, is still President. Abraham Joseph is succeeded in the records 
by Henry Joseph, presumably his son, now secretary and 
treasurer. New names are those of Hyman Lazarus, ' Alexander 
Levin, Samuel Harris, Moses Hart Harris, Samuel Oppen- 
heim ‘and Moses Woolf—presumably the President’ s brother. The 
names of one or two other residents who were not full members of 
the community also figure from time to time, In addition, there are 
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still some outlying members, such as H. Harris, of Truro (a native, 
as it happens, of Penzance), who was elected to honorary membership 
in one of the earliest minutes recorded in the volume: Harris 
Bernstein, of Dowlais (South Wales), and — Friedman, of Aberdare 
(1869). In 1856 Solomon Teacher, long a member of the congrega. 
tion, and Joseph Barnett—both of St. Ives—were buried locally. 
*During the temporary indisposition of the Minister-Shochet in 
1846, and again in 1848, Joseph Rintel, of Falmouth, lent his 
services in a voluntary capacity—rice versa, in 1864, meat was sup- 
plied from Penzance to Samuel Jacob, of Falmouth, one of the last 
surviving Jews of that place. From the financial point of view, the 
community is In a comparatively flourishing condition. In the first 
year its accounts show a credit balance of upwards of £15. An out- 
standing token of prosperity is found in 1845, when the burial ground, 
hitherto held on lease, was purchased for £50. It is refreshing to note 
that a certain Dr. Barham, of Exeter, ceded to the congregation 
without charge his nghts in a contiguous strip which ‘they required. 
Congregational meetings at this period are held quartefly, with 
special meetings interspersed at liberal intervals. Presence is still 
enforced by fine, in cases where no reasonable ground for absence can 
he shown. . Notwithstanding the inevitable paucity of attendance, the 
proceedings are not always humdrum, for we read on one occasion, 
my 1846, that the meeting had to be adjourned because of the un- 
ruliness of Mr. Oppenheim. Members of certain of the families formerly 
wsocated with Penzance still retain their sentimental attachment to 
the congregation. There was a touching proof of this fact a little 
latcr in the same year, when permission was given for the body of 
Mr. Jacob James Hart, late Her Britannic Majesty's Consul-General for 
the Kingdom of Saxony, to be interred in the Hovse of Life (2). Local 
Jewry contributed generously within its means to all Jewish causes 
—for example, in 1848 for the distressed Jews of Tiberias ; in 1852 
for the Smyrna Schools; in 1854 for the poor of Jerusalem (there 
being on this oeeasion nineteen contributors, including: women); in 
ItG1 for Syria: in 186) for Russia and Poland; in 1874 for the 
Bengal Famine Rehef Fund; and in 1875 (on which oceasion a few Gent- 
‘ec fellow-townsmon were glad to associate themselves with the sub- 
scription) to the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund. The mest 
pressing public question in those days was, of course, Jewish Parliament - 
ary Emancipation—a matter in which a local non-Jew, Mr. Colenso, who 
sccurod numefous signatures’ for a petition, interested himeclf whole- 
heartedly. A series of resolutions passed at a public meeting of the 
congregation, held on January 23rd, 1848, gives an idea of how this 
problem reacted upon an outlying Jewish community :— 


“At a public meeting of the congregation held this day, 
January 23rd, 5608, for the purpose of petitioning Parliament for the 
Removal of the Jewish Disabilities, Mr. H. Levin in the Chair, the 
following Resolutions were unanimously agreed to :— 

lst.—Proposed by Mr. H. Joseph, and seconded by Mr. B. A. 
Simmons, that Petitions be presented to both Houses of Parliament 
in favour of the measure for the Removal of Jewish Disabilities, and 
signed by the Wardens of the Congregation on their behalf. 

2nd.—Proposed by Mr. M. B. Simmons, and seconded by Mr. 
B. Selig, that the Petition to the House of Lords be sent to the 
Secretary of the Board of Deputies of British Jews for their disposal 
and the Petition to the House of Commons to E. W. W. Pendarves, 
Esq., M.P., to be presented by him. 

Srd.—Proposed by Mr. B. Selig, and seconded by Mr. M. Woolf, 
that a Memorial be drawn up and forwarded to the Member of Parlia- 
ment presenting the Petition, soliciting his support and interest. 

4th.—Proposed by. Mr. M. B. Simmons, and seconded by Mr. H. 
Joseph, that in consequence of Mr. Harris, of Truro, having forwarded 
to his son in this Town Petitions for the Removal of the Jewish Dis- 
abilities to be signed by the Christians which precluded the possibility 
of this Congregation getting up one, a letter be written to him re- 
questing-the favour of his allowing the said Petitions (now in the 
hands of his,son) to remain with the Congregation for presentation. 

7'.—Proposed by Mr. 8. Ezekiel, and seconded by Mr. I. Oppen- 
hei, that the thanks of this Meeting is due to our Christian Brethren 
of Penzance in having so readily and nobly supported the Petitions 
for the Removal of the Jewish Disabilities, being the last vestige of 
Religious Intolerance now remaining on the Statute Book of this free 
and enlizhtened nation. | 

Proposed by Mr. B. A. Simmons, and seconded by Mr, 8. Ezekiel 


a vote of thanks to the Chairman for his able conduct in the Chair, 
after which the meeting terminated.” 


The congregation is under the ultimate spiritual direction of the 
Chief Rabbi, in London: Towards the Chief Rabbi's stipend an annual 
contribution of £5 was made. No doubt, in virtue of this, the Penzance 
community took part in the clection which followed the death of 
Rabbi Solomon Hirschell, resulting in the appointment of Dr. N. M. 
Adler, .The new Chief Rabbi’s authority was effective even in this 
remote spot. He was referred to when there was any question of 
appointing or dismissing a minister, and when, in 1847, he issued his 
Law; and Regulations for All the Hebrew Synagoques of the British 
Empire, the new code was immediately taken into consideration. 
Even earlier, one reforming member had proposed the discontinuance 
of the sale of synagogal honours, for the sake of decorum. The 
pecuniary, yoke of the Rabbinate appears, however, te have become 
irksome, for in 1848, from motives of economy, the contribution to

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the Chief Rabbi’s Fund was discontinued.” For the same reason, 
probably, the invitation to send a representative to the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, received in 1853, was rejected, though a 
little later in the same year a Mr. Samuel Solomon, of Poland Street, 
London. was clected by the congregation to that honour. He does 
not appear to have served for long, if at all, and another application 
was received, and refused, in 1882. Small though the community 
was. we find a Benevolent Society in connection with it, as well as 
the Society for Promoting the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The 
general condition and organisation are reflected in a eet of bye-laws 
under ninety-five heads, and fillmg the whole of a separate register, 
drawn up and approved in 1844. 

The majority of the congregational business naturally revolved, 
as always, about the person of the Minister. Over a long peried cf 
vears, this was a certain B. A. Simmons, whose career appears to have 
been a chequered one(2a). In 1846 and 1848 he was incapacitated from 
work by sickness. A little later the financial condition of the Communit y 
was so parlous that hig wages were reduced. His temper now grew 
worse, and one day, in 1852, he publicly insulted a senior member. In 
consequence he had to resign, a letter being written to the Chief Rabbi 
to explain the circumstances. However, he did not leave the town ; 
and, when a vacancy was declared, he applied for the post again. 
Strangely enough, he was re-elected, on condition that he behaved 
himself in future and “did away with-his vow” rashly made when 
he resigned. Controversy still continued to such an extent that his 
dismissal was again discussed shortly after. He anticipated this by 
a second resignation. In the following year, 1854, he was replaced by 
a certain Mr. Solomon Cohen, at a salary of 14s. weekly. In 1857 ke 
was re-engaged. Two yearaeslater, however, we find him registered 
as an ordinary member, and his former post occupied by a certain 
Hyman Greenburgh; a very good type; apparently, voluntanly 
assuming the functions of Secretary and delivering a discourse in the 
S;nagogue on the Sabbath preceding the Passover of 1859. His tenure 
of office was made memorable by. the fact that a clerical hat was pre- 
sented for his use to make the services more dignified. He was succeeded 
in-turn by A. Litpschiitz (1861) and — Spero (1863). One Friday the 
latter went off to Plymouth without giving notice—conduct, as his 
employers informed him, “not becoming a Revd.” In consequence, 
he was severely reprimanded and his salary reduced. Nevertheless, 
he appears to have retained his patience and his office for a long period. 
The next incumbent of the office of whom we have any particulars 
is Mr. Isaac Bischofswerder. The latter was the father of a numerous 
family—a fortunate circumstance which gave the Community a new 
lease of life. 

For it was by now obvious that Penzance Jewry was far edvanccd 
in decay. As early as in 1848 the complaint had been made that the 
“congregation had sustaincd the loss of several members.” The 
balance in the hand of the Treasurer at the end of every year was 
reduced to derisory sums, not exceeding a few shillings at the best, 
though there was a welcome legacy of £59 in 1869 under the will of a 
Mr. Gorfinkle, of Liverpool, and another in 1864 from Mrs. George 
Goodman, of New Bridge, Wales. Periodicaily the scale of contnbr- 
tions had to be increased in order to meet expenditure ; and from 
1855 the collection was made (as at the very beginning) in weckly 
instalments. The death of a member, or his removal to another town, 
was a real disaster. In 1848 the number of signatories to the minutes 
had been ten. In the following vear it was reduced to seven. By 1854 
the effective membership was only five. Henceforth quarterly meetings 
were considered superfluous, and it was decided that a half-yearly 
meeting would be suflicient. The business transacted became moze 
and more formal, consisting in little more than approving the accounts. 

In 1850, the President of the Community, M. H. Harris, had left 
Penzance. Henry Joseph was clected in his place ; and, in the succeed- 
ing period, he and Henry Levin alternated in the presidency, excepiing 
for brief periods when the office was filled by B. A. Selig ard I. Oppen- 
heim. There was a premonition of the end in 1865, when it was found 
necessary to hire a person to come from Plymouth to make Minyan 
over the Holydays. However, the advent of Mr. Bisehofswerder as 
Minister. with his brocd of sons, saved the situation. He remained 
in office for a long period, towards the glose of which his own children 
appear to have begun to make a position for themselves.in the town 
and in the Community. 

In 1881, David Bischofswerder was clected a member, and in 
successive years a couple of his brothers entercd into enjoyment of 
the same honour. In 1886, the brothers Bischofswerder comprtired 


‘two out of a total membership of five, the others being I. Oppenkcim, 


I. Levin and B. H. Joseph, who, incidentally, was now resident at 
Birmingham. In the following year, David Bischofswerder was elected 
President. A little later a mecting was held, at which only one person 
attended in addition to himself and his two brothers. At this period 
their father resigned his position by reason of ill-health. He was 
succeeded in turn by IL. Rubinstein, formerly of Northampton ard 
subsequently of Cardiff (1886), and Michael Lancrour (1887), 

By this time it must have been plain that the existence of the

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congregation was nearing its close. In 1890 it was decided that. if 
no Minyan should have presented itself in Synagogue on Sabbath 
morning by 9.40, the service was to be continued without anv reading 
from the Scroll. This was a clear portent. For the next couple of years 
the business meetings of the congregation (now annual) continued 
to take place regularly. On March 7th, 1892, three of the Bischofs- 
werder family came together with I. Oppenheim and B. H. Joseph 
(on a visit to his sisters in Penzance) to contract formal business. 
There was a deficit of upwards of £6 on the year’s budget. Possibly 
in that year the dwindling congregation suffered some further loss 
by death, and it did not seem worth while to summon another meeting. 
{n any case, this is the last minute on record, though there was a final 
burst of gaicty four months later, when the last local Jewish wedding 
wok place.(3) 

In the course of the next few years the last of the congregation 
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died or clse transferred themselves elsewhere. The services of the 
Minister were discontinued. No one now remained excepting Mr. 
Mortis Bischofswerder, a son of the former officiant. On the High 
Festivals he would open the Synagogue and recite his prayers in 
melancholy solitude. At last, in 1913, he too left the town. The 
Synagogue, constructed in a burst of eager enthusiasm just over a 
century before, was sold and became a Plymouth Brethren Meeting 
House, The fittings were removed and scattered. All that is left to-day 
is the burial ground at the back of Leskinnick Terrace (the last inte:- 
ment in which took place in 1911), with its array of tombstones, 
inscribed in strange Oriental characters. The Holv Congregation of 
Penzance had been long a-dying, but its decay is now complete,

UNITED STATES. 


Louis Minsky, 


The position of the Rabbi in the United States is indeed a happy 
and umique one. America is perhaps the only country on earth wh re 
the Rabbi can seriously be laid open to the charge that he obtairs 
a wider prestige among non-Jews than he does among Jews. In many 
communities a remarkable halo has been drawn around the Rabbi. 
Professor Herbert L. Willett. in his The Jew Through the Centuries, 
ttates that “the Jewish Rabbis aré on the average superior in educa- 
tional equipment and in continuing scholarship to any other class 
of religious leaders, Protestant or Catholic.’ This belief in the wide 
intclleetual ability of the Rabbi is not uncommon among non-Jews. 
In fact, it is the general opinion of the non-Jew that the Rabbi is 
gifted with unusual scholarship, with keen foresight, and with a great 
deal of executive ability. The result is that there is a variety of demands 
made upon the Rabbi for public lectures, social work and other noble 
functions. Most of the time the Rabbi is so bombarded with requests, 
by charch.and other non-Jewish organisations, that he cannot comply 
with half of them. : 

The Orthodox Rabbi still maintains the isolation that binds him 
to his own particular group, but the Reform and Conservative Rabbis 
have entered the general life around them in increasing numbers. 
The demands made upon them, outside of their own particular Jewish 
sphere, are enormous. In many of the smaller towns of from 10,000 
to 100,000 population the Rabbi occupies the pre-eminent position, 
and his prestige surpasses even that of the Christian minister. A 
glance at the activitics of Rabbis in small, bustling towns, scattered 
throughout the country, reveals the wide dissimilitude of interests 
the Rabbi faces. In the town of Scranton, Pennsylvania, the Con- 
eervaiive Rabbi is President of the Council of Social Agencies, con- 
risting of the representatives of the fifty-five Catholic, Protestant 
ard Jewish social welfare institutes. He is Chairman of the County 
Committee on Old Age Security and a member of the Board of Trustecs 
Community Chest. He is usually flooded with invitations to address 
churches, service clubs, etc., and finds it difficult to keep up with all 
the invitations. 

In Baltimore, Maryland, the most important Reform Rabbi is 
connected with a variety of community interests, ranging from member 
of the Order of Seottish Ritc, K.C.C.H.. to member in the Baltimore 
Dairy Council, with interspersions of membership in such worthy bodies 
os the League of Nations Association and the Boy Scouts of America. 

In Washington, D.C., the Conservative Rabbi is frequently called 
upon to address such church bodies as the Unitarian Sunday School 
Classes and the Universalist Young People’s League. He is actively 
afhliated with unemployment relief work, the Community Charity 
Chest and similar projects. 

There is an increasing tendency for the Christian ministry to 
take cognisance of the Rabbi and his work. Apart from the fact that 
such journals as the Christian Century, an influential Liberal Christian 
organ, and the Commonweal, the organ of Catholic opinion, occasionally 
open their columns to articles concerning Judaism and Jewish religion 
trends, Christianity, through its ministers, is coming to take advantage 
of the learning, the mission, and the practicality of the Rabbi. Asso- 
ciatiors of Christian ministers are opening their membership to Rabbis, 
and in some cases the Rabbi has been elected to high office, even the 
presidency of these associations! Such a case is manifest in Hartford, 
Connecticut, where the Conservative Rabbi has just been elected 
President of the Hartford Club of Ministers and Rabbis, which consists 
of over sixty Christian Ministers and two Rabbis. 

Of course, in this association with the Christian ministry, the 
Rabbi acts in more than the capacity of ambassador of the Jews to 
the Gentiles. He is regarded as the bridge between the Catholic and 
Protestant in the Community. He enjoys the goodwill of both elements 
and often he has made it his business to acquaint himeelf with the 
background and literature of both Christian sects. It is interesting 
to note that at a recent Catholic-Protestant-Jewish Round Table 
Seminar it was stated by a Catholic priest that, as a rule, Jewish Rabbis 
are more acquainted with Catholic apologetic literature than are 
Protestant ministers. 

It should be noted that the Reform Rabbis are more active in 
the life of the general community than any other class of Rabbis, 
although there is a tendency for the younger Conservative Rabbis 
to usurp this function in many communities. That the Reform Rabbis 
are more active may be due to the fact that the Reform Temples are 


older than other Synagogues and include in their membership the 
vider and financially more substantial residents in the Community. 
Their Rabbis are therefore looked upon as the legitimate spokesmen 
in the Community. 

It is, however, deplored by many Jews that the Christian com- 
munity is in the habit of looking at the Reform Rabbi for its criterion 
of Judaism. This tendency is to be noted in the afore-mentioned 
volume by Professor Willett. This author shows an intense admiration 
for Jewish Rabbis, but, upon closer observation, his admiration is 
centred exclusively upon Reform Rabbis. His philosophy, in respect 
to the Jews, is also distinguished by its close adherence to the Reform 
doctrine of the universatility of the Jew. One. finds at every turn 
that when a non-Jew applies himself to Jewish questions he turns 
to the Reform. Rabbi for advice. Fortunately, with the more closer 
appheation of the Conservative rabbinate to general community hfe, 
Christians, in the future, are likely to become more acquainted with 
the traditional side of Judaism. 

In all fairness to the Rabbi, it must be said that his preoccupation 
with endless projects outside of the realm of the Synagogue is not 
always of his own volition. Often he is virtually drafted by Gentiles 
to assume positions and tasks he would otherwise be forced to decline. 
Nevertheless, the Rabbi has often been accused by his fellow-Jews 
of neglecting the affairs of Jewish life and of taking part in a community 
life that has nothing to do with the Synagogue. There are even many 
Rabbis who hold that they cannot burden themselves with extraneous 
tasks and that their most important work is to plough their own 
fields, developing a fine congregational spirit and concentrating their 
efforts upon evoking religious ard Jewish responses in the children 
and the grown-ups. There are two viewpoints, just as there are two 
tendencies. There is a movement afoot on the part of the Reform 
rabbinate to concentrate on their own Jewish purpose, and, on the 
other hand, the Conservative rabbinate, as has been pointed out, is 
taking an interest in general community problems. But there is one 
tendency that is common to both groups, and that is the increasing 
application of Rabbis to the problems of social justice, war and peace, 
unemployment, etc. This is only a recent movement, for, in the past, 
such questions were considered outside of the scope of the Rabbi. 
When Dr. Stephen 5. Wise first apphed himself with boldness to 
attacking graft and corruption in American life, he was the recipient, 
of as much blame as praise for his stand, and he was accused by not 
a single Jew of not minding his own business, which was the Synagogue. 
This attitude, however, is slowly changing. The Rabbis; like their 
brethren, the Christian ministers, cannot stand idly by and see the 
forces of destruction and misery take their horrible toll. Most of all 
the younger section of the rabbinate is growing increasingly reealeitrant 
against the current order of society which permits human beings in 
America to starve in the midst of plenty. The result is that there 
is developing among the younger Rabbis a sort of religious Socialism, 
a trend that is also manifesting itself among certaim elements of the 
Christian ministry. There is no doubt that the future will see the 
Rabbi active in all general social justice movements ard movements 
for clean government. 

The American rabbinate within itself is undergoing some radiea’ 
changes. The extremism of the Reform group of Rabbis is sadly 
lacking. There is a notable tendency towards Conservatism. This 
attitude is illustrated by some recent remarks made by Dr. Stephen 8. 
Wise. Said Dr. Wise : 

*T have come to recognise, however tenaciously I must share 
the Liberal mood, that the Conservative spirit has its rightful place 
and uses in the Jewish totality. Ihave come tosee that the weakness and 
virtue of much of so-called Liberal Judaism in America has been due to 
the absence of a rigorously challenging and vitally contested Cor- 
gervatism. Much of what passes to-day for Liberal Judaism is a 
mimetic echo of a one-time Liberal spirit. Reform>is become little 
more than a new and nerveless orthodoxy.” 

The Judaism of some Reform Rabbis, in fact, has\ changed con- 
siderably, and with the growth of Zionism among the Reform rabbinate 
and Reform’s continual ascendancy towards Conservatism, Keform 
Judaism is coming to mean nothing but a label. To-day the Reform 
Rabbi is not so much opposed to orthodoxy as he is to certain typts 
of the Orthodox Jew. | 

The economic depression has also had a vital effeet upon tle 
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rabbinate. The Rabbi is no longer as subservient to the wishes of 
his President and Board of Directors as in former times. He is beginning 
to regain his quondam position as the spiritual leader of the Jewish 
Community. The breakdown of the Jewish financial leadership and 
the concomitant demand for an intellectual leadership has put the 
spotlight on the Rabbis. The once fabulous salaries paid to Rabbis 
are no more, and gone with them, or at least beginning to go, is the 
dominance of the financially secure laymen. With the gradual purging 
of Jewish life that is under way, the Rabbi assumes one of the key

The most distinguished person whose name is associated with 
the Penzance Community in this generation is in all probability Solomon 
(in Hebrew, Isaac) Ezekiel. He was a son of Ezekiel Abraham Ezekiel 
(1757-1806), the artist, who engraved various portraits by Opie,

and seientifie optician. The latter was a native of Exeter, where he 
was born in 1757 and died in 1806. His son, Solomon Ezekiel (born 
at |ixeter in 1781), transferred himself to Penzance.

The earliest minute and account book, from which the foregoing 
information has in the main been derived, closes with the end of the 
third decade of the nineteenth century, Thereafter there is a blank 
for fourteen years. The record is resumed in 1843 in the first of a 
couple of minute books which chronicle the subsequent history of 
the community till its final decay. The gap is short. The atmosphere 
is by now, however, entirely different, In the brief interval the com- 
munity has become Anglicised. The mimutes are kept regularly and 
in English as pure as the writer could achieve. Penzance is no 
longer isolated. The era of railways has begun. Penny postage is 
already introduced. The community has a banking account. We 
read before long of bye-laws, and the Board of Deputies, and Jewish 
emancipation, and the Chief Rabbi, and advertisements, and Tue 
Jewish CHRONICLE. 

In its general condition, the community seems to have been in 
1843 in very much the same condition as we left it in 1829. There 
are now about ten full resident members. Lemon Woolf, son of Hyman 
Woolf, is still President. Abraham Joseph is succeeded in the records 
by Henry Joseph, presumably his son, now secretary and 
treasurer. New names are those of Hyman Lazarus, Alexander 
Levin, Samuel Harris, Moses Hart Harris, Samuel Oppen- 
heim and Moses Woolf—presumably the President’s brother. The 
names of one or two other residents who were not full members of 
the community also figure from time to time, In addition, there are 
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still some outlying members, such as H. Harris, of Truro (a native, 
as it happens, of Penzance), who was clected to honorary membership 
in one of the earliest minutes recorded in the volume: Harris 
Bernstein, of Dowlais (South Wales), and — Friedman, of Aberdare 
(1869). In 1856 Solomon Teacher, long a member of the congrega. 
tion, and Joseph Barnett—both of St. Ives—were buried locally. 


*During the temporary indisposition of the Minister-Shochet in 


18146, and again in 1848, Joseph Rintel, of Falmouth, lent his 
services in a voluntary capacity—vice versa, in 1864, meat was sup- 
plied from Penzance to Samuel Jacob, of Falmouth, one of the last 
surviving Jews of that place. From the financial point of view, the 
community is in a comparatively flourishing condition. In the first 
year its accounts show a credit balance of upwards of £15. An out- 
standing token of prosperity is found in 1845, when the burial ground, 
hitherto held on lease, was purchased for £50. It is refreshing to note 
that a certain Dr. Birham, of Exeter, ceded to the congregation 
without charge his rights in a contiguous strip which they required. 

Congregational meetings at this period are held quartetly, with 
special meetings interspersed at liberal intervals. Presence is still 
enforced by fine, in cases where no reasonable ground for absence can 
he shown. Notwithstanding the inevitable paucity of attendance, the 
proceedings are not always humdrum, for we tread on one occasion, 
in 1846, that the meeting had to be adjourned because of the un- 
ruliness of Mr. Oppenheim. Members of certain of the families formerly 
a sociated with Penzance still retain their sentimental attachment to 
the congregation. There was a touching proof of this fact a little 
later in the sanie year, when permission was given for the body of 
Mr. Jacob James Hart, late Her Britannic Majesty's Consul-General for 
the Kingdom of Sixonvy, to be interred in the ‘House of Life "' (2). Local 
dewry contributed generously within its means to all Jewish causes 
—for example, in 1848 for the distressed Jews of Tiberias ; in 1852 
for the Smyrna Schools; in 18514 for the poor of Jerusalem (there 
being on this oceasion nineteen contributors, including women) ; in 
IitGl for Syria: in 1869 for Russia and Poland; in 1874 for the 
Bengal Famine Relef Fund; and in 1875 (on which occasion a few Gent- 
i‘e fellow-townsmon were glad to associate themselves with the sub- 
scription) to the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund. The mest 
pressing public question in those days was, of course, Jewish Parliament- 
ary Emancipation—a matter in which a local non-Jew, Mr. Colenso, who 
secured numefous signatures for a petition, interested himeclf whole- 
heartedly. A series of resolutions passed at a public meeting of the 
congregation, held on January 23rd, 1848, gives an idea of how this 
problem reacted upon an outlying Jewish community :— 


“At a pubhe meeting of the congregation held this day, 
January 23rd, 5608, for the purpose of petitioning Parliament for the 
Removal of the Jewish Disabilities, Mr. H. Levin in the Chair, the 
following Resolutions were unanimously agreed to :— 


lst.—Proposed by Mr. H. Joseph, and seconded by Mr. B. A. 


Simmons, that Petitions be presented to both Houses of Parliament 
in favour of the measure for the Removal of Jewish Disabilities, and 
signed by the Wardens of the Congregation on their behalf. 

2nd.—Proposed by Mr. M. B. Simmons, and seconded by Mr. 
B. Sehg, that the Petition to the House of Lords be sent to the 
Secretary of the Board of Deputies of British Jews for their disposal 
and the Petition to the House of Commons to E. W. W. Pendarves, 
Esq., M.P., to be presented by him. 

3rd.—Proposed by Mr. B. Selig, and seconded by Mr. M. Woolf, 
that a Memorial be drawn up and forwarded to the Member of Parlia- 
ment presenting the Petition, soliciting his support and interest. 

4th.—Proposed by Mr. M. B. Simmons, and seconded by Mr. H. 
Joseph, that in consequence of Mr. Harris, of Truro, having forwarded 
to his son in this Town Petitions for the Removal of the Jewish Dis- 
abilities to be signed by the Christians which precluded the possibility 
of this Congregation getting up one, a letter be written to him re- 
questing the favour of his allowing the said Petitions (now in the 
hands of his son) to remain with the Congregation for presentation. 

5t.—Proposed by Mr. 8. Ezekicl, and seconded by Mr. I, Oppen- 
hem, that the thanks of this Meeting is due to our Christian Brethren 
of Penzance in having so readily and nobly supported the Petitions 
for the Removal of the Jewish Disabilities, being the last vestige of 
Rehgious Intolerance now remaining on the Statute Book of this free 
and enlightened nation, .

The congregation is under the ultimate spiritual direction of the 

‘nief Rabbi, in London. Towards the Chief Rabbi’s stipend an annual 
contribution of £5 was made. No doubt, in virtue of this, the Penzance 
community took part in the clection which followed the death of 
Rabbi Solomon Hirschell, resulting in the appointment of Dr. N. M. 
Adler. The new Chief Rabbi’s authority was effective even in this 
remote spot. He was referred to when there was any question of 
appointing or dismissing a minister, and when, in 1847, he issued his 
Laws and Regulations for All the Hebrew Synagogues of the British 
Empire, the new code was immediately taken mto consideration. 
Even earlier, one reforming member had proposed the discontinuance 
of the sale of synagogal honours, for the sake of decorum. The 
peeuniary, yoke of the Rabbinate appears, however, te have become 
irksome, for in 1848, from motives of economy, the contribution to

the Chief Rabbi’s Fund was dircontinued.* For the same reason, 
probably, the invitation to send a representative to the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, received in 1853, was rejected, though a 
little later in the same year a Mr. Samuel Solomon, of Poland Street, 
London, was clected by the congregation to that honour. He does 
not appear to have served for long, if at all, and another applicat ion 
was received. and refused, in 1882. Small though the community 
was. we find a Benevolent Society in connection with it, as well as 
the Society for Promoting the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The 
general condition and organisation are 1 flected in a set of bye-laws 
under ninety-five heads, and filling the whele of a separate register, 
drawn up and approved in 1844. 

The majority of the congregational business naturally revolved, 
as always, about the person of the Minister. Over a long period cf 
vears. this was a certain B. A. Simmons, whose career appeats to have 
been a chequered one(2a). In 1846 and 1848 he was incapacitated from 
work by sickness. A little later the financial condition of the Communit y 
was so parlous ‘fhat his wages were reduced. His temper now grew 
worse, and one day, in 1852, he publicly insulted a senior nem ber. In 
consequence he had to resign, a letter being written to the Chief Rabbi 
to explain the circumstances. However, he did not leave the town ; 
and, when a vacancy was declared, he applied for the post again. 
Strangely enough, he was re-elected, on condition that he behaved 
himself in future and “did away with -his vow” rashly made when 
he resigned. Controversy still continued to such an extent that his 
dismissal was again discussed shortly after. He anticipated this by 
a second resignation. In the following year, 1854, he was replaced by 
a certain Mr. Solomon Cohen, at a salary of 14s. weekly. In 1857 ke 
was re-engaged. Two vears later, however, we find him registered 
as an ordinary member, and his former post occupied by a certain 
Hyman Greenburgh; a very good type, apparently, voluntarily 
assuming the functions of Secretary and delivering a discourse im the 
Synagogue on the Sabbath preceding the Passover of 1859. His tenure 
of office was made memorable by. the fact that a clerical hat was pre- 
sented for his,use to make the services more dignified. He was succeeded 
in turn by A. Liipschiitz (1861) and — Spero (1863). One Friday the 
latter went off to Plymouth without giving notice—conduct, as his 
employers informed him, “ not becoming a Revd.” In consequence, 
he was severely reprimanded and his salary reduced. Nevertheless, 
he appears to have retained his patience and his office for a long penod. 
The next incumbent of the office of whom we have any particulars 
is Mr. Isaac Bischofswerder. The latter was the father of a numerous 
family—a fortunate circumstance which gave the Community a new 
lease of life. 

5 

For it was by now obvious that Penzance Jewry was far advanc« d 
in decay. As early as in 1848 the complaint had been made that the 
“congregation had sustained the loss of several members.” The 
balance in the hand of the Treasurer at tlie end of every year was 
reduced to derisory sums, not exceeding a few shillings at the best, 
though there was a welcome legacy of £59 in 1869 under the will of a 
Mr. Gorfinkle, of Liverpool, and another in 1864 from Mrs. George 
Goodman, of New Bridge, Wales. Periodically the seale of contnbr- 
tions had to be increased in order to meet expenditure ; and from 
1855 the collection was made (as at the very beginning) in weckly 
instalments. The death of a member, or his removal to another town, 
was a real disaster. In 1848 the number of signatories to the minutes 
had been ten. In the following year it was reduced to seven. By 1854 
the effective membership was only five. Henceforth quarterly meetings 
were considered superfluous, and it was decided that a half-yearly 
meeting would be sufficient. The business transacted became morse 
and more formal, consisting in little more than approving the accounts. 

In 1850, the President of the Community, M. H. Harris, had left 
Penzance. Henry Joseph was clected in his place ; and, in the suceced- 
ing period, he and Henry Levin alternated in the presidency, excepting 
for brief periods when the office was filled by B. A. Selig ard I. Oppen- 
heim. There was a premonition of the end in 1865, when it was found 
necessary to hire a person to come from Plymouth to make Minyan 
over the Holydays. However, the advent of Mr. Bischofswerder as 
Minister, with his brocd of sons, saved the situation. He remained 
in Office for a long period, towards the close of which his own children 
appear to have begun to make a position for themselves in the town 
and in the Community. 

In 1881, David Bischofswerder was clected a member, and in 
successive years a couple of his brothers entercd into enjoyment of 
the same honour, In 1886, the brothers Bischofswerder comprised 
two out of a total membership of five, the others being I. Oppenhcim, 
I. Levin and B. H. Joseph, who, incidentally, was now resident at 
Birmingham, In the following year, David Bischofswerder was elected 
President. A little later a mecting was held, at which only one person 
attended in addition to himself and his two brothers. At this period 
their father resigned his position hy reason of ill-health. He was 
succeeded in turn by I. Rubinstein, formerly of Northampton ard 
subsequently of Cardiff (1886), and Michael Lancrour (1887), 

By this time it must have been plain that the existence of the 
(ga) B. A. (Barnett) Simmons, or Abraham Issachar b. Asher, was sent down from 
ndon as shochet in 1811, with a recommendation from the “ High Priest” (!) Solomon 
Hirsehell. He had been engaged by the late Warden, Lemon Hart. who ventured to hore 
that the community would “ behave to him properly, for you may rest assured thore artici«s 
are very searce in this Markct.”” He seems to have continued in office fntermittently fur 
upwards of forty years. He was a man of some learning, and possibly identical with tho 
. Simmonds mentioned above, author of A Letter to G. V. le Grice. A large quantity of 
his Jepers (upon which these details are based) are in the possession of hia dcacendant, Mr. 
J. 8. ©, Simmons, of Birmingham, who kindly communicated them to me after. the first 
rt of this article was published.

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congregation was nearing its close. In 1890 it was decided that. if 
no Minyan should have presented itself in Synagogue on Sabbath 
morning by 9.40, the service was to be continued without anv reading 
from the Scroll. This was a clear portent. For the next couple of years 
the business meetings of the congregation (now annual) continued 
to take place regularly. On March 7th, 1892, three of the Bischofs- 
werder family came together with I. Oppenheim and B. H. Joseph 
(on a visit to his sisters in Penzance) to contract formal business. 
t here was a deficit of upwards of £6 on the year’s budget. Possibly 
in that year the dwindling congregation suffered some further loss 
by death, and it did not seem worth while to summon another meeting. 
In any case, this is the last minute on record, though there was a final 
burst of gaicty four months later, when the last local Jewish wedding 
wok place.(3) 

In the course of the next few years the last of the congregation 
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died or clse transferred themselves elsewhere. The services of the 
Minister were discontinued. No one now remained excepting Mr, 
Mortis Bischofswerder, a son of the former officiant. On the High 
Festivals he would open the Synagogue and recite his prayers in 
melancholy solitude. At last, in 1913, he too left the town. The 
Synagogue, constructed in a burst of eager enthusiasm just over a 
century before, was sold and became a Plymouth Brethren Meeting 
House. The fittings were removed and scattered. All that is left to-day 
is the burial ground at the back of Leskinnick Terrace (the last inte-- 
ment in which took place in 1911), with its array of tombstones, 
inscribed in strange Oriental characters. The Holv Congregation of 
Penzance had been long a-dying, but its decay is now complete.

THE RABBI IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Louis Minsky, 


The positjon of the Rabbi in the United States is indeed a happy 
and unique one. America is perhaps the only country on earth where 
the Rabbi can seriously be laid open to the charge that he obtairs 
a wider prestige among non-Jews than he does among Jews. In many 
communities a remarkable halo has been drawn around the Rabbi. 
Professor Herbert L. Willett, in his The Jew Through the Centuries, 
ttates that “the Jewish Rabbis are on the average superior in educa- 
tional equipment and in continuing scholarship to any other class 
of religious leaders, Protestant or Catholic.’ This belief in the wide 
intcllectual ability of the Rabbi is not uncommon among non-Jews. 
In fact, it is the general opinion of the non-Jew that the Rabbi is 
gifted with unusual scholarship, with keen foresight, and with a great 
deal of executive ability. The result is that there is a variety of demands 
made upon the Rabbi for public lectures, social work and other noble 
functions. Most of the time the Rabbi is so bombarded with requests, 
by church and other non-Jewish organisations, that he cannot comply 
with half of them. 

The Orthodox Rabbi still maintains the isolation that binds him 
to his own particular group, but the Reform and Conservative Rabbis 
have entered the general life around them in increasing numbers. 
‘The demands made upon them, outside of their own particular Jewish 
sphere, are enormous. In many of the smaller towns of from 10,000 
to 100,000 population the Rabbi occupies the pre-eminent position, 
and his prestige surpasses even that of the Christian minister. A 
glance at the activitics of Rabbis in small, bustling towns, scattered 
throughout the country, reveals the wide dissimilitude of interests 
the Rabbi faces. In the town of Scranton, Pennsylvania, the Con- 
eervaiive Rabbi is President of the Council of Social Agencies, con- 
risting of the representatives of the fifty-five Catholic, Protestant 
ard Jewish social welfare institutes. He is Chairman of the County 
Commiuttce on Old Age Security and a member of the Board of Trustecs 
Community Chest. He is usually flooded with invitations to address 
churches, service clubs, etc., and finds it difficult to keep up with all 
the invitations. 

In Baltimore, Maryland, the most important Reform Rabbi is 
connected with a variety of community interests, ranging from member 
of the Order of Scottish Rite, K.C.C.H., to member in the Baltimore 
Dairy Council, with interspersions of membership in such worthy bedies 
ns the League of Nations Association and the Boy Scouts of America. 

In Washington, D.C., the Conservative Rabbi is frequently called 
upon to address such church bodies as the Unitarian Sunday School 
Classes and the Universalist Young People’s League. He is actively 
affliated with unemployment relief work, the Community Charity 
Chest and similar projects. 

There is an increasing tendency for the Christian ministry to 
take cognisance of the Rabbi and his work. Apart from the fact that 
such journals as the Christian Century, an influential Liberal Christian 
organ, and the Commonweal, the organ of Catholic opinion, occasionally 
open their columns to articles concerning Judaism and Jewish religion 
trends, Christianity, through its ministers, is coming to take advantage 
of the learning, the mission, and the practicality of the Rabbi. Asso- 
ciatiors of Christian ministers are opening their membership to Rabbis, 
and in some cases the Rabbi has been elected to high office, even the 
presidency of these associations ! Such a case is manifest in Hartford, 
Connecticut, where the Conservative Rabbi has just been elected 
President of the Hartford Club of Ministers and Rabbis, which consists 
of over sixty Christian Ministers and two Rabbis. 

Of course, in this association with the Christian ministry, the 
Rabbi acts in more than the capacity of ambassador of the Jews to 
the Gentiles. He is regarded as the bridge between the Catholic and 
Protestant in the Community. He enjoys the goodwill of both elements 
and often he has made it his business to acquaint himself with the 
background and literature of both Christian sects. It is interesting 
to note that at a recent Catholic-Protestant-Jewish Round Table 
Seminar it was stated by a Catholic priest that, as a rule, Jewish Rabbis 
are more acquainted with Catholic apologetic literature than are 
Protestant ministers. 
It should be noted that the Reform Rabbis are more active in 
the life of the general community than any other class of Rabbis, 
although there is a tendency for the younger Conservative Rabbis 
to usurp this function in many communities. That the Reform Rabbis 
are more active may be due to the fact that the Reform Temples are 


older than other Synagogues and inelude in their membership the 
older and financially more substantial residents in the Community. 
Their Rabbis are therefore looked upon as the legitimate spokesmen 
in the Community. 

It is, however, deplored by many Jews that the Christian com- 
munity is in the habit of looking at the Reform Rabbi for ifs criterion 
of Judaism. This tendency -is to be noted in the afore-mentioned 
volume by Professor Willett. This author shows an intense admiration 
for Jewish Rabbis, but, upon closer observation, his admiration is 
centred exclusively upon Reform Rabbis. His philosophy, in respect 
to the Jews, is also distinguished by its close adherence to the Reform 
doctrine of the universatility of the Jew. One finds at every turn 
that when a non-Jew applies himself to Jewish questions he turns 
to the Reform Rabbi for advice. Fortunately, with the more closer 
appheation of the Conservative rabbinate to general community hfe, 
(‘hristians, mm the future, are likely to become more acquainted with 
the traditional side of Judaism. 

In all fairness to the Rabbi, it must be said that his preoccupation 
with endless projects outside of the.realm of the Synagogue is not 
always of his own volition. Often he is virtually drafted by Gentiles 
to assume positions and tasks he would otherwise be forced to decline. 
Nevertheless, the Rabbi has often been accused by his fellow-Jews 
of neglecting the affairs of Jewish life and of taking part in a community 
life that has nothing to do with the Synagogue. There are even many 
Rabbis who hold that they cannot burden themselves with extrancous 
tasks and that their most important work is to plough their own 
fields, developing a fine congregational spirit and concentrating their 
efforts upon evoking religious and Jewish responses in the children 
and the grown-ups. There are two viewpoints, just as there are two 
tendencies. There is a movement afoot on the part of the Reform 
rabbinate to concentrate on their own Jewish purpose, and, on the 
other hand, the Conservative rabbinate, as has been pointed out, is 
taking an interest in general community problems. But there is one 
tendency that is common to both groups, and that is the increasing 
application of Rabbis to the problems of social justice, war ard peace, 
unemployment, ete. This is only a recent movement, for, in the past, 
such questions were considered outside of the scope of the Rabbi. 
When Dr. Stephen: S. Wise fitst applied himself with boldness to 
attacking graft and corruption in American life, he was the recipient 
of as much blame as praise for his stand, and he was accused by not 
asingle Jew of not minding his own business, which was the Synagogue. 
This attitude, however, is slowly changing. The Rabbis, like their 
brethren, the Christian ministers, cannot stand idly by and see the 
forces of destruction and misery take their horrible toll. Most of ail 
the younger section of the rabbinate is growing increasingly recalcitrant 
against the current order of society which permits human beings in 
America to starve in the midst of plenty. The result is that there 
is developing among the younger Rabbis a sort of religious Socialism, 
a trend that is alsc manifesting itself among certain elements of the 
Christian ministry. There is no doubt that the future. will see the 
Rabbi active in all general social justice movements ard movements 
for clean government. 

The American rabbinate within itself is undergoing some radical 
changes. The extremism of the Reform group of Rabbis is sadly 
lacking. There is a notable tendency towards Conservatism. This 
attitude is illustrated by some recent remarks made by Dr. Stephen 5. 
Wise. Said Dr. Wise: 

* T have come to recognise, however tenaciously I must share 
the Liberal mood, that the Conservative spirit has its nghtful place 
and uses in the Jewish totality. Ihave come tosee that the weakness ard 
virtue of much of so-called Liberal Judaism in America has been due to 
the absence of a rigorously challenging and vitally contested Cor- 
servatism. Much of what passes to-day for Liberal Judaism is a 
mimetic echo of a one-time Liberal spirit. Reform is become little 
more than a new and nerveless orthodoxy.” 

The Judaism of some Reform Rabbis, in fact, has changed con- 
siderably, and with the growth of Zionism among the Reform rabbinate 
and Reform’s continual ascendancy towards Conservatism, Reform 
Judaism is coming to mean nothing but a label. To-day the Reform 
Rabbi is not so much opposed to orthodoxy as he is to certain typts 
of the Orthodox Jew. _ 

The economic depression has also had a vital effect upon tle 
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rabbinate. The Rabbi is no longer as subservient to the wishes of 
his President and Board of Directors as in former times. He is beginning 
to regain his quondam position as the spiritual leader of the Jewish 
Community. The breakdown of the Jewish financial leadership and 
the concomitant demand for an intellectual leadership has put the 
spotlight on the Rabbis. The once fabulous salaries paid to Rabbis 
are no more, and gone with them, or at least beginning to go, 1s the 
dominance of the financially secure lavmen, With the gradual purging 
of Jewish life that is under way, the Rabbi assumes one of the key 


positions in the Jewish Community, If the plans for making the 
Synagogue the centre of Jewish life are carried through, the position 
of the Rabbi in American-Jewish life will be supreme. His added 
prestige in the general community makes the Rabbi destined to be one 
of the most important figures in American communal life. 

In the meantime, the Orthodox rabbinate continues to engage 
in internecine strife. One Orthodox layman has threatened to fetch 
Chief Rabbi Kook from Jerusalem to settle the disputes of the 
Orthodox rabbinate. 


THE JEWS IN PERSIA OF TO-DAY. 
By Dr. Walter Fischel. 


The 69.000 Jews in Persia have been granted a generous measure 
of civil rights by Shah Riza Khan Pehlevi. The fact that the Jewish 
and Christian minorities are now at least constitutionally recognised 
und protected, that a Jewish representative has a seat and a nght 
to vote in the Persian Parliament, has a significance that can only 
be appraised to the full when it is remembered that the State rehgion 
of Persia, Shiite Islam, is even less tolerant than the Sannite branch 
of that faith, and that until a very short time ago the view was 
dominant about the ritual uncleanliness of all infidels (Jews, Christians 
and Zoroastrians). This view originated in certain prescriptions of the 
Koran. and was later embodied in the Shute legal codes of Shah 
Abbas (16th century) and thus given the effect of law. For some 
centuries past that view has been responsible for unspeakable perse- 
cutions of the Jewish population in Persia by the Moslem clergy, who 
asserted their belief most ruthlesslv.. The Jew had to distinguish 
himself from the Moslem in his dress, his bearing and in his mode of 
life: he was not to go out into the street when it rained, as the rain 
was likely to pass his uncleanliness on to. the behevers. As lafe as 
the 20th century pogroms and compulsory conversions to Islam were 
frequent ; entire communities were literally exterminated. | To all 
intents and purposes the Jew was virtually without protection. The 
Alliance Israélite Universelle began early in the 20th century to open 
schools in several Persian towns, and the Persian Jew regarded the 
Directors of those schools as his natural protection vis-d-ris the Persian 
authorities. The civil status of the Jews in Moslem Persia is no longer 
as unsatisfactory as it had been, but although the once omnipotent 
influence of the Moslem clergy has been broken by Riza Khan and 
there has been a real emancipation from the authority of the clergy 
and a secularisation of public life in general, the cultural and social 
position of the Russian Jews, who have been physically laid low as a 
consequence of many hardships and persecutions, remains very much 
what it was before, and gives cause for grave apprehension. - 

Just now, when a liberal government has granted the Jews greater 
opportunities, the lack of suitable men and of means to better the 
position Of Persian Jews is strongly felt. In Persia, as in other parts 
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of the Orient, there is a great and intense educational revival. The 


Government is proceeding energetically with an active educational 
programme, and is opening institutions of learning of all sorts for the 
Moslem vouth of both SCACS, The Jewish minority, however, does 
not Possess the means to satisfy its cultural needs by its own efforts. 
The schools of the Alliance, once a powerful facfor of enlightenment, 
are no longer adequate for present needs. The enlargement and 
development of the Jewish school system is indispensable, and must be 
proceeded with without delay if the process of disintegration among 
Persian Jewry is to be halted. During the last decades there was 
conversion en pw TSse, apostasy and assimilation galore, and it has 
now reached such dangerous proportions that nothing short of 
emergency measures, energetically applied, can stop it. 

Hundreds of Jewish families in Persian cities are to this day 
compelled to live as pseudo-Mohammedans Anusim (1) 

The Christian Missions in their various forms (School-missions, 
hospitals, etc.), are making inroads into the poorest classes of Persian 
Jews, especially where there are no Jewish schools. On the other hand, 
the Behais, essentially an Islamic sect, have found many adherents 
among the Jews, and have thus made further inroads into the Jewish 
population to an almost tragic extent. The lack of able Jewish leaders 
is possibly a fundamental reason for the cultural decadence of Persian 
Jewry. 

After the Balfour Declaration, Persian Jewry fer a short time 
received a fresh stimulus. A.movement for studying Hebrew sprang 
into existence, and there was even a modern Persian manual for the 
study of Hebrew. For the last six vears, however, all Zionist activities 
have been prohibited by the Government, in connection with the 
arrest and execution of the Jewish deputy of Teheran, Mr. Chajim, 
and in consequence of certain political considerations which are still 
awaiting elucidation. 

It is high time European and American Jews took greater interést 
in the sad fate of their brethren in Persia than they have done 
hitherto.

T do not know how many experience a thrill of pleasure from 
turning the pages of a catalogue of books. It is a fascinating experience, 
With every new item new names occur which perhaps One has never 
heard of before. New books are brought within our ken. our horizon 
expands. we learn to know how many problems have agitated the minds 
of the people in bygone times, we ean follow their spiritual struggle, 
their high endeavours, and, though apparently forgotten, the strivings 
of the spirit and the results obtained by bygone generations are never 
lost. What the human mind has once gained it retains, and each 
hook as we pass along in the catalogue marks as it were another 
milestone in the road of human progress, and we are more able to 
sce the direction which this movement has taken and how far we 
have remained behind the highest achievements vet obtained. We 
learn now to see the ebb and flow of the spirit which swavs mankind 
from generation to generation, What seems to pass away comes 
back again in a different form, but in the substance it remains the 
same, and we understand that the problems of to-day with which 
we are trying to grapple have also been the problems of years gone 
by. We may gain something by realising the manner in which they 
have tried to solve these problems and succeeded or failed, and thus 
by turning the pages of a catalogue we are transported along the 
ages; but much depends also upon the contents, and on the -manner 
in which such a catalogue has been drawn up, for there are catalogues 
andl catalogues, just as there are collectors and collectors, collections 
anc collections, too, There are collectors of rich means, who are 
able to order through agents some books of great rarity or of 
special beauty in order to possess them simply as a small ornament. 
added to other ornaments, objects of art and virtu stored up in the 
houses, objects of admiration the owner is proud of, but his pride 


does not go beyond the idea of possessing them. Of course, 


there are also collectors whose means are far frem being able. 
to'satisfy theit own desires and wishes, but who may be lucky enough 
from time to time to pick up a book from a bookstall and rejoice in,

that possession. These-latter are the men to whom a catalogue is a 
source of joy and pleasure. In a way that which has already 
been produced by the mind has a cumulative effect, and we in 
our times are also the heirs, perhaps unconsciously, to the achieve- 
ments of the past, and the fascination seizes upon us when we try to 
trace all these cumulative effects to their source and are able to sce 
how much each ef the men of the past have contributed to that store - 
of knowledge to which we are also the heirs. A modern example will 
explain what I mean, The late King Manoel of Portugal was 
such a man. His aim was to collect all that was printed in Portugal, 
for once a book has been printed in a country it becomes part of the 
spiritual life of the country. It must appeal to some sections of the 
community, and it depends upon the state of intellectual development 
how great and successful such an appeal is to them. 

It is with his catalogue that I now wish to compare the 
present catalogue compiled by Mr. David Solomon Sassoon. In 
a way it goes far beyond that of King Manoel, with which it 
can be compared. The latter was confined only to Portugal, 
but the home of the Jewish spirit is not limited to one country. When- 
ever a scholar studied and worked and wrote there the Jewish spirit 
found a home. And whilst the former limited himself only to the 
printed books, Mr. Sassoon, on the contrary, went to find the treasures 
in the written words of the old manuscripts, a large number of them 
by many centuries older than the invention of printing. In turning 
the pages of these two sumptuous volumes one experiences that thrill. 
It is in the first place the romance of books which strikes one so 
forcibly ; it is far greater than the romance of history. One has only 
to read the preface, in which Mr, Sassoon describes the way in which 
he acquired this great treasure, now resting in the ‘‘ Tent of David,” 
to realise the romance and the fascination of the hunt, for books must 
always be hunted. They never come to one easily, one has to try and. 
find the spoor, and then to follow it up diligently, and often to find 


at the end of the hunt that the object has. disappeared ; like the Jews 
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it has travelled from place to place. It is interesting to sec that manu- 
scripts written in Europe many centuries ago found their way down 
to the South of Arabia, to the Yemenite Jews, and then back to some 
part of Europe ; that works written by scholars in Spain or in Germany 
found a home in the libraries of Baghdad and Damascus: that the 
north coast of Africa had yielded some wonderful manuscripts. But 
& man like Mr. Sassoon would not let himeelf be beaten. He would 
travel far and wide, twice to Baghdad, to Damascus, to Cairo, to the 
Holy Land. Tunis, Algeria. Morocco. then again to the eouth of India. 
He would watch the sales, he would communicate with the Samaritars 
in Nablus. he would hunt with booksellers for treasures, 
indefatigable until he obtained what his heart desired. And very 
modestly he describes the manner in which he obtained theee manu- 
scripts. 

Now to the treasures themselves. If I undertook to give even 
a faint idea of the enormous mass of new material which has been 
accumulated by the zeal and love and fully described by the scholarly 
understanding of every item contained in these MSS. I would have 
to rewrite the introduction, which covers 38 pages, and go even 
beyond it. The introduction only gives us a gencral view of the 
contents, but one has to turn to the pages and to follow them up one 
by onc in order to be able to appre late the imme nee amount ¢ f work 
and knowledge bestowed upon the description, for if mw not a mere 
list. Only a few of the books contained in this collection have yet 
been printed, and anyone who has had to do with printed books knows 
how important it is that thev should be compared with old MSS. 
A glance at the numerous categories into which the catalogue is divided 
will show how much knowledge is required to produce a work of this kind. 
Out of the categories into which this catalogue falls, I intend dealing 
only with the most choice specimens, so as to give to the reader a 
general idea of this collection, for unlimited space cannot be allowed 
me, 


Before entering into details I should like to state that this 
catalogue is more than a mere catalogue ; it is the work not of one 
who merely gives a list of titles of books, but of a scholar who has 
evidently spent many years in the study of the MSS., and who now, 
in his catalogue, gives a minute description of every point and every 
Cetail which may serve as a help to the student. Every MS. that 
passes through his hands has been carefully scanned as to date, as 
to place of origin, and especially as to its relation to printed editions. 
The author is not satisfied merely with referring to the latter, but 
he has taken infinite trouble in comparing the MSS. with the print 
and to give us in columns after columns all the differences and all the 
various readings between MSS and texts. How important such a study is 
only those realise who examine now our old literature such as it exisis 
in print. The people were in too great a hurry to print the book and 
to circulate it far and wide. Sometimes they were lucky enough to 
get an excellent MS., and, therefore, these texts are of great valuc. 
At other times, unfortunately, the MSS. which they took as a basis for 
their edition were eitherincomplete orsufferingfrom many blemishes,dve 
(o careless scribes or circumstances of time. The aim of Jewish scholar- 
ship in modern times should be to give ussuch acarefully prepared 
text as, e.y., any of the editions of classical authors in Greek and Latin. 
Much material has now been gathered which would serve as a basis for 
scientific investigation of our ancient literature, and therein lies, to 
my mind, the great merit of this catalogue, the author of which will 
earn the thanks of all who are interested in this kind of work. He 
offers us here not only a collection, of choice ancient texts, but, as 
mentioned before, he makes it available to the student in a manner 
not yet attempted before. It will be seen in the description of one 
or two of these to what extent Mr. Sassoon has gone in giving the 
various readings and marking the differences between MS. and text. 
First and foremost, of course, one has to mention the Bible codices. 
Not only does Mr. Sassoon now possess a Bible which may vie in 
antiquity with the one in the British Museum ascribed to the 9th 
century, but he possesses also a number of most important Bibhecal 
MSS.. which should be consulted for a critical edition. It seems curious 
to speak of a critical edition of the Bible, but many a reader will be 
surprised if I state that there are not two printed texts of the Bible 
which agree absolutely with one another. I mean, of course, published 
by different editors. Kennicott has been among the first to collect the 
various readings of Hebrew MSS. of the Bible ; ‘he already has shown 
the difference which exists in the MSS. and how necessary it would be 
to collate all those.so as to be able then to obtain such a text which, at 
any rate, would be considered the most relable and the nearest to 
the archaic prototype. It is not always a question of letters, it is also 
a question of vowels and accents which are of no little importance 
for the proper interpretation of the text, and, therefore, [ must mention 
here, not only for its antiquity, but for its pre-eminence in that 
direction, the Bible of Shemtob ibn Gaon, written at the end of the 
13th and the beginning of the 14th centuries. The author has worked on 
it for many years, and we have a full description of it in the catalogue. 
It is a monument of industry, of care and of learning, for the love 
of the Holy Bible. It is a miracle that it has escaped the des- 
truction which has overtaken so many works of our ancient literature. 
Although admirably executed and excellently illustrated, it has been 
slightly mutilated. Ruth and a portion of Psalms are missing, but 
such as it is it is invaluable, and it is highly to be desired that steps 
should be taken to reproduce it in facsimile and to make it more widely 
known among those who are anxious to obtain a perfect copy of our 
Bible. Of course, this does not limit the number of extremely valuable 
Biblical MSS. in the collection. There are some magnificent copies 
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of the 9th and 10th century, and one probably older, either complete 
or only portions, but they all could serve as an invaluable agsistance 
towards the publication of such a Bible. In addition to this, Mr, 
Sassoon may boast of the famous Farhi Bible, not only for the beauty 
of its execution and writing, but also as being one of the finest 
specimens of illuminated Bibles. It is written under Mohammedan 
influence, but its floral decorations and other illuminations make it 
stand out as one of the finest specimens of Hebrew calligraphy and 
illustrated art. A facsimile of it adorns the frontispiece of the cata- 
logue. Of course, | must mention here also the Merwas Bible and 
other more or less fragmentary portions and ancient codices. Besides 
these, there are also some ancient fragments. But 1 must not linger 
any longer, however much I should have liked, for the Bible is, 
after all, the source ofeverything. Only one word about the numerous 
commentaries to the Bible, and thatis an excellent copy of Rashi’s 
commentaty to the Prophets and Hagiographa. Such MSS. are of 
extreme rarity. 


We pass on nowto the Halakha; together with the Midrash it 
forms a large section of the catalogue. It is here especially, and later 
on in the poetry, that Mr. Sassoon displays his profound erudition. 
As for the Midrashim, it is important to notice that we have 
here not only the Midrash Hagadol, that great collection of 
Midrashim, a good many of them unknown, hailing from Yemen, 
but also the Midrash Hahefes and the Nur Alsulm, hailing also from 
that part of the world, portions of the Midrash Rabba, and, above all, 
an extremely important MS. of the Tanhuma. This Midrash scems to 
have enjoyed very great popularity; hence the great diversity of texts 
and even printed editions. The MS. in the possession of Mr. 
Sassoon will be of great help to disentangle the skein and to asset 
in the publication of a eritieal edition, 


Before turning to the Talmud our attention is at once arrested 
by the remarkable MS. of the Mishna, which evidently must have been 
the copy belonging to Maimonides, for it is corrected and amended 
throughout in a writing which Mr. Sassoon rightly identifies with the 
known specimen of Maimonides’ writing. The MS., moreover, was 
in the hands of a descendant of Maimonides, who carried it to 
Damascus. Of the Talmud in the collection we find very ancient frag- 
ments end a’so portions and whole treatises. Other new additions, 
therefore, of an. independent text must be very welcome, 


Mention may now be made of the Hagadot, collected from the 
Talmud. They serve homiletic purposes and they are also books of 
edification ; they are a portion of the folklore of the Talmud, and 
besides various collections mention should be made here of the work 
of Jacob of Sicily, for which perhaps an editor may be found, 


After the close of the Talmud the people were anxious to obtain 
a clear indication as to the legal results obtained from the discussion 
of the sages, simple legal formulas collected in one form or another 
so as to be the guide for practical life. These were afterwards called 
Halahot, and because they answered an immediate necessity they 
suflered in the same way as the Midrashim—amplifications, reductions, 
changes of all kinds—and thus we have anumber of Halahot, among 
them the Halahot Pesukoth. Here, again, Mr. Sassoon can boast of 
an excellent copy, and he has compared it very carefully almost line 
by line with the Sehloss berg edition, thus providing means for another 
more perfect one. Of still greater importance is the discovery of an 
extremely ancient Aramaic MS. of the Sheeltot of Rabbi Ahai. It 
is, by the way, the oldest MS. from Yemen, perhaps 9th or 10th century, 
and it solves the problem of the origin of this book inasmuch as it 
proves to be of Babylonian origin. From these Halahot we pass on 
to the other collections ; among them is the one the foundation of 
which was laid by Rabbi Simha, known afterwards as Mahazor of 
Vitry. 

It is called the Mahazor, which practically means a cyele of all 
the laws and ordinances encumbent upon a pious Jew to fulfil. It 
was so lucidly arranged that it became the standing work with the 
result. that, in the course of time, it became conflated by other 
additions, but Mr. Sassoon’s MS. seems to be the original and far 
superior even than the best text known hitherte—that of the British 
Museum. Not only has this a very great value for the history of these 
codes and for the book itself, but a pathetic interest is also attached 
to this MS. No less than fifteen owners have signed their names on 
the flyleaf of this MS. It has been the property of fifteen generations, 
passing from one hand to the other, each one being careful to put. 
his name on this valuable MS. If this MS. could tell of the vicissitudes 
through which it has passed, something of the biographies of the 
persons who pored over it, studied it and afterwards parted with it or 
bequeathed it to others, what an interesting chapter of medieval Jewish 
history would it be able to tell! Mr. Sassoon, with a keen under- 
standing of the value of such indications, has published all the names ; 
it is for the historian and biographer to follow them up and identify 
them if possible. 


The next important would be the manuscript of the Mordecai, 
very carefully deseribed in a number of columns, and it is rightly 
recognised as that recension known in former times as the Great 
Mordecai. We turn now to the homilies. Here a brief reference is 
sufficient to show the universal character of this collection. Among the 
homilies and commentaries to Bible and Talmud, of which 
there are, in addition to the Rashi mentioned before, a large number 
in the collection, it is sufficient only to mention the Tosafist com- 
mentary to the Pentateuch, the Moshab Zekenim which, I believe, 
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vi. 
resembles to some extent a similar collection which has been printed 
under the title of Daat Zekenim. Of historical works, I pick out here 
the statutes of Candia. Although they have been printed from an 


older manuscript, this one proves to be more complete. 
It was a good find on the part of Mr. Sassoon to have 
recovered the Arabic text of that philosophic work, the Hebrew 


translation of which, Arugat Habosem, has up till now been ascribed to 
Abraham aben Ezra; but it is through this manuscript that we now learn 
for the first time that it is the work of Moses-aben Ezra, who lived 
some sixty or eighty vears earlier, Knowledge of Arabic facilitated 
Mr. Sassoon’s researches and gave him the possibility of examining 
each text and manuscript with full understanding of its contents, 
To Mr. Sassoon we now owe the recovery of the long-lost and now 
recovered Diwan of Rabbi Samuel Hannaghid. 
to aminute description of it close upon eighteen columns. Three is here a 
manuscript containing a large collection of poems and songs from 
various authors. It is equally fully treated in eighteen columns ; among 
them: are poems by Moses aben Ezra, Harizi, Todros Halevi and other 
Spanish and Proveng¢al poets of the eleventh to the thirteenth centuries. 
The manuscript dates from the seventeenth century. This shows that 
even comparatively modern copies, of which Mr. Sassoon has a good

ils COPIES of mu h older authors, it Was a great and pleasant surprise 
to me to find among the manuscripts also a copy of that great phito- 
loutcal Hebrew dictionary of Joseph Kaspt. Until how only one single 
copy of it was known in the library of Paris, and of this important 
work the late Isaac Last made a copy for me, which ts now in my 
collection in the British Museum. It is the first philosophical and 
philological investigation into the Hebrew language and merits very full 
and eareful x1 udv He shows in this workhis mastery of 1 he language. It I* 
the first and probably the only work of this kind in the Jewish hterati 
Mr. Sassoon ynuseript, moreover, is a old dating from the 
fifteenth century. Unfortunately this manuseript seems to be incom. 
plete; vet no doubt it will prove invaluable for a critical edition of that 
great work whenever a man will be found to undertake to edit it and 
a publisher to run the risk of publishing it. This is one of those sore 
points on which one does not like to dwell. It is always extremely 
difficult to publish a Hebrew book with the hope of a satisfactory result 
to the author and of a-wide circulation and appreciation among the 
people. | 

But we had better turn now to the liturgies. Here again the 
cosmopolitan character of this collection stands out very prominently. 
To the uninitiated it will be surprising to find a great variety among 
the Minhagim and forms of the Prayer Book; not that the funda- 
mental pravers differ, but there are additional changes and alterations 
which give to each of these their own specific character. Mr. Sassoon 


has been able to collect no less than twenty-four different 
rites, starting with Aleppo and finishing with Yemen. Zunzs 
great work on the Ritus would have been still more enlarged 
if at his time such a material would have been available. Of 


the innumerable poems one need not speak here, because references 
will be made to them later on and a few words will have 
to be said about the index. The Jewish medical literature, most of it in 
Arabic, has also found its way into the collection. Space forbids me to 
dwell on the remaining sections, such as the bibliographical one. One 
manuscript of folk-lore interest may be mentioned. Mr. Sassoon has 
taken the trouble of collecting all the superstitious practices and beliefs 
among the Jews of Baghdad, and he has written them down most 
carefully in a type-written copy prepared by himself. It is an interesting 
piece of Jewish folk-lore, and | trust Mr. Sassoon may be prevailed 
upon to publish it with as little delay as possible. The end of the 
volume is filled with seventy-three facsimiles ; every variety and script 
is here represented. Jewish paleography is almost in its infancy. Until 
recently no one has begun to recognise the importance of reproducing 
in facsimile some of the old documents. They not only help us to fix the 
time ofthe undated manuscripts and the place of their origin, but they 
also show us the special character of the countries in which the Jews 
lived and the influences under which they worked. We have here the 
majestic script of Palestine and Syria. The Gothic influence is seen in the 
Franco-German style, the Spanish is characterised by fluency of 
character, the Italian by minuteness, and in modern times one can 
see exactly the conditions under which the Jews were living, by the 
paper, the ink, the script, either straight and fine or cramped and 
crooked. There is, moreover, a special science of divining the character 
of the writer from the writing; even from his signature one is now 
able to draw conclusions as to the character of the man, and these 
facsimiles here tell us of the character of the people and of the con- 
ditions under which they lived and worked. They are admirably 
executed ; in fact, the whole book is printed in the excellent manner 


_ which is the secret of the Clarendon Press. : 
In the second volume Mr. Sassoon describes practically all the 


most important works of the Samaritans in his possesion, especially 
those written in Arabic, among them very ancient copies of the 


_Pentateuch, both in book form and in scrolls ; they are mostly in- 
‘complete, but still they are of great rarity. 


In this volume are 
entered now the later acquisitions which could not find a home in 
the first volume, among them the Midrashic collections of Rabbi 
Jacob b. Hananeel of Sicily. It is a collection of Midrashim on Genesis. 
It is fully described in this catalogue in forty columns, and 
deservedly so. From Yemen hails another MS., a. Hebrew-Arabic, 
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Midrashic commentary on the Haftaroth.. It is quite unique, 
Space forbids me to do more than mention a Novellae by Nachmanides 
in some treatises of the Talmud, and a commentary on Alfasi by 
Jonathan b. David Hakkohen, or, again, a work of [saac de Trani 
(Netrani) the elder, and the second. There are also some interesting 
MSS. of the Persian rite, which show some similarity with the Aleppo 
and Yemen, and may help us to find the road which these various 
prayer books were travelling and the influence which one community 
exercised on the other. A MS. ascribed to David, son of Judah the 
Pious, is important for the history of the Zohar. There are many 
quotations from it in this commentary to the Pentateuch and, curiously 
enough, the passages are mostly quoted in Hebrew. A valuable con- 
tribution to the history and criticism of the Targum Onkelcs and 
references to important MSS. in Italy and Turkey are given in a 
MS. of Tamibn Yahya. But the most important of the new acquisitions 
is the Bible codex of the 10th century, a magnificent specimen, 
complete from beginning to end with Massorahs. : 

The catalogue would not be complete without an index. It isthe very 
key to the treasure house, for however full and minute the deseription of 
every MS. be it becomes almost a maze in consequence, and the student 
would not easily find his wav unless he was helped by a carefully pre- 
pared index. It is here that the author shows his scholarship and 
his full understanding of the value and character of each of the MSS. 
Only a man who has studied the MSS. thoroughly and has made himself 
fully acquainted with every detail could provide such indices if the 
manifold aspects of the collection are to be fully represented. A 
perusal of these indices is a testimony of his own scholarship and 
invaluable to those who wish to work following his guidance. 
We have here a large number of indices. It must be noted that all 
the indices are written in Hebrew. They occupy 552 columns. We 
have first a geographical index, the names of the places mentioned 
in the MSS., their place of origin ; then we have the names of owners, 
an extremely interesting item, since it shows us the names of those 
who in various parts of the world and at various times knew the value 
of the books and tried to obtain them. Then we have the seribes, 
that class of unrecognised men to whom, however, we owe the pre- 
servation of our literature. It is upon their accuracy and penmanship 
that much depends, and, as pointed out before, their character stands 
out very clearly in their writings. More than anvthingelse they show 
the influence of time and of the country in which thev lived and 
worked. We have, then, the list of the authors, but, above all, an 
alphabetical list of all the works and details found in the catalogue. 
Mr. Sassoon has not been satisfied merely to give us the title of a 
book; it will be sufficient to show what could be found and ex- 
pected from this catalogue if I mention that Mr. Sassoon has given 
the headings of every poem, liturgical or otherwise, found in the 
collection. There are no less than 10,000 headings of poetic compo- 
sitions. How valuable such a list is can best be seen if we compare 
it with the monumental work of Dr. Davidson, who has given us a 
similar list of the printed poems found in Hebrew books scattered 
far and wide, and there united for the first time. The two combined 
give us a clear insight into this extraordinary literary or poetic output. 
There is one item which is quite umque, and herein also this index 
differs from, and excels, every other that has hitherto been under- 
taken, for Mr. Sassoon not only has given us the names of the authors 
and the books, but also the names of all the persons mentioned in 
these MSS. How important this is to trace the history and the biography 
of many of the scholars whose works have practically been lost need 
scarcely be pointed out. [tis a unique and valuable addition, and gives 
to this index quite a special character. One may hope now that the 
* Tent of David” will be like the tent of our forefather Abraham, 
which was open on all the four sides so as to receive travellers from 
far and wide-and there to satisfy those who are a-hunger and a-thirst 
for the Word of God, and the owner then to receive the heartfelt 
blessing. And now, after finishing this brief survey, one realises that 
the horizon of Jewish literature has been widened very considerably 
during the last few years. Ever since David Oppenheim a couple of 
centuries ago, no great collection of MSS. had yet been undertaken by 
private individuals, and the student had to be satisfied with those which 
had been housed in the various public libraries of Europe. Since then 
there is the great collection of MSS. of Mr. EK. N. Adler, now in the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of America, this grand collection of 
Mr. David Sassoon, housed under the modest title of “A Tent of 
David,” and, if I may humbly add my own collection of between 
1,200 and 1,400 MSS. nowin the British Museum. They have each in 


_ their way enriched our knowledge of the spiritual heritage of our people 
and provided food for coming generations. And what is the ultimate 
- value of these collections one may «sk but to show~that what has

Incidents of physical attacks on their opponents by Mr. Jabotinsky’s 
followers in Poland, Latvia, the United States, and in Palestine, have 
become a normal part of their activity. 

The other Revisionist group consists mainly of the members of 
the Executive of the Revisionist Union. They have on their side 
the constitutional right, but they have no power, not being backed, 
it seems, by the rank and file of the Revisionists.

Excellent Work in America. 


Interview with Mr. M. Bentov. 
[From our Correspondent.— MANCHESTER. | 


There landed this week in England, from the United States, 
a yvoung man, Mr. Mordecai Bentov, whose home is in Mishmar 
HakEmek, Eretz Yisrael. Mr. Bentov is a member of the World 
Executive of Hazomer Hazair, and he has just spent twenty months 
in America, where he was sent as a delegate for the purpose of 
organising Jewish youth and furthering the work of the Chalutz 
Youth Movement. 

lI am indebted to Mr. Bentoyv for some impressions of the 
Youth Movement in America, especially in relation to the Zionist 
field of work and his own organisation. “It was a rather difficult 
matter,’ he said, “to interest American Jewish vouth in Zionist 
and Palestinian affairs. Not only is their psychological approach 
different from that of European Jewries but they are even more 
subject to the disintegrating influences around them which tend to 
destroy Jewish life spiritually. Andthe whole position is complicated 
by the peculiarly American phenomenon of ' isolation’ from which 
Zionism and other movements have suffered. It seemed as if the 
Zionist leaders there were extremely unwilling to admit any 
impingement on their affairs from Zionists abroad. There has been 
a sort of “Monroe Doctrine’ safeguarding the inviolability of 
American Zionism from outside interference. At the same time the 
leaders had no idea how to deal with youth and just simply offered 
them no sort of encouragement. [lt is reckoned that out of 50,000 
members who in twenty-five years had passed through the ranks of 
the Young Judea. the American Jewish Youth Organisation, an 
almost negligible percentage of them have made their mark as 
leaders of Jewry in later life. 

Silent Anti-Semitism. 

“Economic conditions in the United States,” continued Mr. Bentovy, 
“as everybody knows, have worsened considerably, which would 
inevitably affect the outlook of young Jewry in any case. But the 
position is made worse by the gradual but certain squeezing out of Jews 
from public and professional positions in the States, which goes on in spite 
of the great play that is sometimes made of the appointment of ‘ Jewish 
Governors,’ and so on. Boys who have graduated at the colleges find 
there's nothing for thei to go to. In fact, there’s a popular saying in the 
htates that ‘your diploma now isn’t sufficient to keep you warm in the 
bread line’! 

~ There is a great danger in this unsatisfactory condition of affairs 
that the Jewish youth, who after all comprise a great part of the intel 
lectuals in the colleges, may be diverted in desperation to the ideals of 
the extreme Left and away altogether from Jewish ideals. That is where 
we must catch them and bring them back to the ideal of Palestine, 
and that is what my organisation, Hazomer Hazair, is trying to do. 
Less than two years ago we had 600 members in America—to-day we 
have 2,000, with prospects of growing rapidly. Our aim, of course, is to 
train the young people to take their part in building up Palestine, and in 
the pursuit of this aim we try to surround them with the true Palestinian 
atmosphere. Everything they do, everything they learn, bears the stamp

of Eretz Yisrael—they are in the midst of Palestinian thought and ideals, 
with all its imponderabilia, so that when they. go out to Palestine as 
trained Chalutzim they feel no strangeness and need no period of incuba- 
tion before they can take to the life there. 

“ How do we do all this? The Chalutz Youth Organisation in America 
is self-supporting, and it owes nothing basically or ideologically to the 
older element. There are now eighteen branches in the U.S.A. and 
Canada, and ninety per cent. of the leaders are American-born, with only 
a small element of foreigners. Summer camps, or summer schools and 
training camps (the latter on boy scout lines), are held throughout the 
North American continent, where five permanent and original camps are 
situated in different provinces. Last year we had a special camp Ww hich 
150 leaders attended. Perhaps the most important feature of the work, 
in view of the ends we hope to achieve, is the agricuitural training which 
is given especially on a farm in Albany, New York, It belongs to a 
Jewish millionaire, who pays its expenses, but we have the full use of it. 
Its extent is about 700 acres, and there are twenty cows, five horses, 
orchards, vegetables, and all the diverse departments and paraphernalia 
of an up-to-date form. Our first American Kvutza Hazomer Hazair in 
Palestine has about 35 people settled there already, and there are about 
60 more ‘preparing themselves now to leave America for Palestine and 
work as Chalutzim. 

“ Altogether,” Mr. Bentov concluded, *' 1 think we can look forward to 
considerable progress.’’

A great stride forward has been made of late with the work of 
Marine Revival in Palestine. While the leaders and the wider 
sections of our people are not fully awake to the importance of this 
work, articles on this subject have appeared lately in the press of 
Palestine.

A large and distinguished company attended the reception which 
was given by Sir Robert and Lady Mond at their residence, 9, 
Cavendish Square, W.1, last week, in connection with the Friends of 
Palestine Museums (Palestine Arts Collection Society).

“ON THE FINANCIAL MAP.” 


UNPARALLELED DEVELOPMENT OF ORANGE INDUSTRY. 

Sir Robert Waley-Cohen, K.B.E., Chairman of the Economic 
Board for Palestine, Mr. 8S. Tolkowsky, Chairman of the Jaffa Citrus 
Exchange and Chairman of the Horticultural Committee of the 
Palestine Government, and Colonel Kisch, delivered interesting 
addresses at an “At Home” which was given on Thursday afternoon 
of last week, at the Communal Centre, by Sir Robert and members 
of the Economic Board. The Annual Meeting followed. 

Sir RoBERT expressed the sympathy of those present with the 
wife of Dr. Arlosoroff and with the Jewish Agency on the recent 
tragic death of the Chairman of the Palestine Executive whom, he 
said, he had met during his recent visit to Palstine and to whose 
work he paid tribute. 

As they would have seen in the report, he said, they proposed 
that the subscription should be reduced and should in future be a 
minimum of £5 5s. for full members and £1 1s. for associate 
members. Sir Robert went on to remind his hearers that the Board 
was founded by the late Lord Metchett, with that practical and far- 
secing outlook which distinguished him, in order to give English 
Jews the opportunity of helping the development of Palestine on the 
economic side. In pursuance of that object, they had promoted or 
helped to promote the enterprises which were described in the 
report, several of which were now firmly established on a paying 
basis ; they initiated a system of long-term credit for the develop- 
ment of citrus groves which, though on a comparatively small scale, 
had proved a very sound path for others and had proved of great 
value to the growers and a mutually profitable business, and they 
had provided substantial short-term credits for the small industries 
in Tel Aviv which were such a characteristic and promising feature 
in the recent development of Palestine ; and, in conjunction with 


their American colleagues, they had fostered and developed the 


co-operative movement and lent considerable sums to the Co-opera- 
tive Societies, 

Their office in London really served as a sort of unofficial Agent 
General's office for Palestine, and was freely used for all sorts of 
enquiries. Sir Robert paid tribute to Mr. Walter Cohen. He 
looked upon the work they had done in Palestine up to now as more 
or less experimental. They had worked on a small scale with the 
object of showing that Palestine was a country where capital could 


. be invested on a commercial basis. That was now accepted. 


Palestine was, in fact, on the financial map. 

“In my opinion,” said Sir Robert, “the time has come for 
action in Palestine on a rather larger scale, and for the concentra- 
tion of all our efforts, so as to promote a rather more rapid develop- 
ment, and thus make it possible for some of those for whom life is 
impossible in Germany to find a home in Palestine. Before much 
can be done in this way it will be essential to find means of 
increasing the living accommodation, not only in the towns, but 
also in the colonies. Nothing struck me more during my visit to 
Palestine than the overcrowding and the excessive rents which many 
working men have to pay. I believe it should be possible to provide 
better accommodation at considerably lower rents than are being 
paid at present, and with a sufficient return on the capital invested. 
There are other important undertakings which are ripe for action, 
-but I do not want to go into details now. 

The Orange Industry. 

Mr. ToLKOWSKY, in his address, spoke of the prospects of the 
orange industry and what was being done to develop it. He did not 
believe, he said, that there were any grounds to-day for pessimism in 
regard to the ultimate future of the orange industry in Palestine. 
They were witnessing in Palestine, in the development of the orange 
industry, an inerease which was probably unparalleled in the 
development of any of the other great citrus growing centres of the 
world. As far as they could form estimates, he thought they 
might look forward to crops of anything between 15,000,000 and 
20,000,000 boxes of oranges and grape fruit in about seven or eight 
years’ time. The consumption, per head of the population, of oranges 
was increasing very rapidly. Yet that increase could not be as 
rapid as the increase in the total export crop of Palestine and the 
result must therefore be a tendency to lower prices. Stressing what 
was being done in order to stimulate the demand, Mr. Tolkowsky 
told the meeting that they were now using better ventilated and 
faster boats. They were alive to the problem of creating new 
markets and the need for propaganda; and one of the objects of 
his visit to England was to continue the fight in connection with 
the tariff on Palestine fruit. In this connection he wanted to pay 
his tribute to the Economic Board for Palestine and its Chair- 
man for the very valuable help which they were giving them. 
He believed that in the near future théy Wére going to face a few 
years of depressed prices. It might be that now and then a season 
might be very bad, but it would be wrong ta draw from that state- 
ment a conclusion that the situation on the whole was bad. Jaffa 
oranges during the last year or two had enormously increased in 
popularity. 

Colonel Kiscn spoke of the significance of Haifa in the economic 
structure of Palestine. Haifa had been much neglected. It was,he

believed, the natural site for industrial and commercial develop- 
ment in Palestine, for several reasons. At H-ifa there had been 
constructed a new harbour, and for the last month or two there had 
been an average of over one hundred ships monthly using it. It 
would also be the terminus of the Southern Iraq oil pipe line. 
Haifa, he believed, had a great future and the Economic Board 
for Palestine might well turn its thoughts and some of its funds in 
that direction. It was important that their industrialists and 
merchants should show something of the pioneering spirit which 
had been so fruitfully displayed by the Jewish workers in Palestine. 

At the Annual Meeting. Sir Roperr WALLEY CoHEeN moved the 
adoption of the report and accounts, which was carried. 

The meeting also egreed to the recommendation that the 
annual subscription for full members shall be £5 5s. and that for 
Associate members shall be £1 Is. 

The Hon. Auditor, Mr. G. S. Engle, was re-elected. 


German Children for Palestine. 


2,000 CAN BE ACCOMMODATED NOW. 
[From our Correspondent,—J ERUSALEM., } 


Things are definitely moving in Palestine towards extending 
constructive aid upon a large scale to those who are being deprived 
of their means of livelihood and their other civil rights. The 
Cultural Sub-Committee of the Palestine Fund for German Jews 
has evolved a plan for bringing here as many German Jewish 
children as possible, and it has been calculated that another 2,000 
children of immigrants can be at present accommodated in the 
Hebrew schools if £3,500 is made available. 

The importance of having large numbers of the younger genera- 
tion enter the country to continue their elementary and secondary 
education is as great as that of any other phase of constructive relief 
for German Jewry. The fate of the younger generation would be 
unthinkable were the children to’ be left to their own resources. 
That is why the decision to accommodate two thousand children at 
once, if funds are forthcoming, is to be welcomed as a measure of 
significance. 

The urban and rural colonisation committees are continuing 
their work of drafting plans for absorption of German Jews into 
the progressive life of the Yishub. The Immigration Committee is 
also taking constructive measures for the initial care of the new- 
comers. 

Gcrman Relief Fund. 


It is now announced that the £10,000 mark has been passed in 
the collections being made. I understand that the promoters of the 


campaign have set themselves the modest goal of £30,000, and there 
is certainly every ev:dence that this will be achieved within a short 
period. There is much to report, too, from the Hebrew University, 
where efforts are as active as in the general sphere of campaigning 
to find shelter and livelihood for scientists and scholars ousted 
from their posts. Some important announcements may be expected 
from the University within the near future that will indicate the 
extent to wiich academic interest within its walls is being canvassed 
almost spontaneously and voluntarily to meet the emergency. The 
Warburg gift of 100,000 dollars in memory of the great benefactors, 
Jacob and Theresa Schiff, has greatly encouraged the work on 
behalf of the University, which is destined to become the great 
intellectual and spiritual centre of Jewry if the Jewish people 
maintain their alertness to the needs of the hour, 
Vigorous Boycott. 


The boycott movement in Palestine is gathering volume, and it 
is assuming a well-knit, organised character. A Boycott Committee 
has been formed in Tel-Aviv, mostly by youth leaders, while the 
stream of protests adds to the determination to keep the boycott 
spirit alive. 

One thing is outstanding and that is the vigour with which the 
Yishub is throwing itself into the breach, - At no time has Palestine 
Jewry appeared and actually been'so self-reliant as at present, when 
the needs of the hour are being met in a wholly satisfac.ory way.

“has experienced a decrease in its exports of 27 per cent.” The 
Bruel), the Leipzig fur-market, “ is completely ruined” ; and foreign 
buyers. are marked by their absence. The KONFECTIONAER has to 
admit the poorness of trade, but adds the pious hope that London 
cannot act as a permanent substitute for Leipzig. It admits, how- 
ever, that the transference of the Leipzig fur-market (whose exports 
amounted to 21,000,000 marks) is a fact. The glove industry is in a 
similar plight. It is no wonder, therefore, that Wiirttemberg 
industrialists have despatched Dr. Lehnich, Minister of Economic 
Affairs for Wiirttemberg, as envoy to Hitler to urge immediate 
Government help in remedying the export shrinkage. 

It is reported that plans have been made to establish a film industry 
at Kindhoven, Holland, in collaboration with the well-known local Philips’ 


industry, with a personnel drawn from German fugitives. The films will 
be made in Dutch, English and German. 


The Future of the Refugees. 


International Labour Conference's Decision. 


The Plenary Session of the International Labour Conference in 
(ieneva, last Friday adopted the resolution on Jewish refugees 
drawn up by the Resolution Committee (as reported in last week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE), by eighty votes to two. The resolution, which 
was slightly modified, reads: 

‘* The Conference invites the Governing Body to instruct the Internationa! 
Labour Office to undertake all the necessary studies, withoug$ interfering in 
internal questions touching on the national sovereignty of Germany, with a 
view to plac ng the German refugeés in question in various countries without 
detriment to tne economic welfare of those countries, and decides to transmit 
this resolution to the Leadue of Nations.”’ 

During the tourse of a long debate, an impressive appeal to the 
League for urgent assistance was made by Mr. Kupers, the Dutch 
workers delegate. 

The representative of the British Government, Mr. Leggett, 
voted for the resolution with the cantious reservation that his vote 
should not be taken as a criticism or condemnation of internal 
German affairs. 

A resolution calling on the League of Nations to protect German 
Jewry and on the British Government to authorise mass immigration to 
Palestine, was passed at the Extraordinary General Meeting of the League 
of Jewish Women in Geneva. The convening of a World Jewish Congress 
against anti-Semitism was also urged. 

The JUEDISCHE WELT, of Carlsbad, has issued a special appeal to the 
World Economic Conference in English, French and German, calling upon 
it to turn its attention to the persecutions in Germany and to the 
distress of Jews in.Eastern Europe, and asks it to examine the possi- 
bilities of establishing Jews in productive industries. 

The Jewish and non-Jewish members of the Esperanto Union 
of Poland have issued a call to their colleagues not to participate 
in the twenty-fifth World Esperanto Congress to be held this year 
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in Cologne. It is expected that the Esperanto Unions of France and 
a number of other countries will follow the Polish example. 


China and the Persecutions. 


Plans for Settling Jewish Doctors. 


The All-China League for Human Rights has submitted through 
its President, Mrs. Sun Yat Sen, a resolution protesting against the 
persecutions, to the German Consul General in Shanghai. The 
German Chamber of Commerce in Shanghai and the Council of 
the German Community has replied by a strong letter of protest 
against the League's interference in “ internal’ German affairs. 

An effort to settle a number of Jewish doctors in China is being 
made by the Hicem. It has been ascertained that Pekin would be 
willing to permit three or four Jewish doctors to settle there, 
Tientsin, five or six and Shanghai, fifteen to twenty, while a number 
could be received in other centres. Apart from the Europeans, it 
is pointed out that a large number of wealthy and middle-class 
Chinese have lately shown a preference for beine treated by 
European doctors, and it has been estimated that about fifty Jewish 
doctors would be able to set up among the native population. 
Although there are many young and inexperienced doctors in China, 
there is a shortage of medical men with experience. 

The German and anti-Semitic Russian papers are conducting a 
campaign among the native population to prevent Jewish doctors 
from entering the country. 

M. Paderewski, the famous pianist, and formerly Preskient of Poland, 
dave a concert last week for the benefit of persecuted Jews at the Champs 
Elysées Theatre in Paris, before a crowded house. The Concert realised 
200,000 francs. 

A committee has been formed in Paris in aid of intellectual refugees. 
The committee includes Chief Rabbi Israel Levi, Professor Sylvain Levi 
(President of the Alliance Israelite), Baron Robert de Rothschild and many 
deputies and savants. | 

The Brussels Municipality has placed a building for the accommodation 
of refugees at the disposal of the Jewish Relicf Committee. A new contingent 
of Jewish refugees has now arrived from Germany. Many of those who 
arrived some time ago are being settled in Portugal and Brazil. 


MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT PROTEST. 
“Jews the First to Suffer.” 


Six M.P.’s at Bethnal Green Rally. 

Sir Percy Harris, Bt., M.P., L.C.C., was in the Clrir on Wednes- 
day evening in last week when a crowded protest meeting was held 
ut the Bethnal Green Town Hall. The hall was packed some 
time before the meeting was timed to begin, and an enthusiastic 
overfiow gathering was addressed by a number of speakers in 
Patriot Square, outside the Town Hall. Every one of the six speakers 
was a Member of Parliament. 

Sir Percy Harris said that Jews were always the first to suffer 
in times of persecution and in Germany to-day no civic position, no 
eminence in science, art, literature or anything else that mattered 
had saved them from a terrible fate. The Nazis had got the Jews 
both ways. If the Jew was rich, he was a profiteer; if he was poor, 
he was a Socialist. He could not do right or be right in the eyes of 
Hitler and his henchmen. The murder of the bodies of the Jews 
had, so it was thought, abated a little, but a worse thing, the murder 
of their souls, was proceeding apace in all its bestial cruelty. 

Mr. Aneurin Bevan, M.P., in moving the protest resolution, 
uttered a most vehement denunciation of Hitlerism. There was 
something shocking, be said, something terribly obscene in the 
doctrine of punishing helpless little children because of their race. 
It was an outrage against all that was decent. an affront to human 
nature, and it behoved everyone, no matter what his political belief, 
no matter what his religious creed, to fight Hitlerism to the last 
ditch, so that humanity at large might be saved. 

Miss Marjorie’ Graves, M.P., said that the tragedy of tragedies 
was the fact that an enormous number of Jewish young men and 


women in the midst of their studies were. now being turned 
absolutely adrift. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., made a passionate appeal to Jews 
to carry on the fight until German Jewry had received its lost rights. 

Col. The Rt. Hon. Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., said that he tried to 
put his deep sympathy with German Jewry into practical effect by 
having in his own home a German refugee. 3 

Major H. L. Nathan, M.P., said that liberty in Germany was in 
torment.

United Jewish Protest Committee. 

The United Jewish Protest Committee, which is organising the demon- 
stration to Hyde Park on Thursday, July 20th, has issued a special bulletin 
explaining the nature of the demonstration, which is to represent a Funeral 
Procession for the Jewish victims of Hitlerism, and containing particulars 
of the scope of the organisation and a list of forty affiliated bodies. Copies

_ A “Jewish Defence Corps,” whose purpose is to combat anti-Semitism, 
is in process of formation among young people “iti Manchester, and they 
are holding a series of open-air meetings in different districts in order to 
put the Jewish case and spread the truth about the persecution in Germany. 
For the first, time, it is believed, in its history, permission was given for an 
open-air meeting in Heaton Park lat week, when members of this 
proposed organisation addressed a crowd of several hundreds, Many of 
its members are strongly advocating to all Jewish traders a boycott of 
German goods. The highly unusual sight in Manchester of specifically Jewish 
* stump orators "’ is being witnessed, when, mounted on a box and carrying 
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a large blue-and-white flag, bearing a small Union Jack in the corner, young 
Jewish men fervently urge the groups who gather round them to institute 
a complete boycott of German commodities. 

At the invitation of the Minister and Committee of the Cross Street 
Unitarian Chapel, Manchester, as a “ gesture of sympathy” to the Jews 
because of the persecution of their brethren in Germany, Mr. Nathan Laski 
addressed the Sunday evening congregation on the present position of the 
Jews in that country. 

Rabbi L. Miller addressed a crowded meeting at the South Bank Baptist 
Hall, Middlesbrough, last week on “A Challenge to the Churches from 
Hitlerism,” The Rey. D. Morgan presided. Councillor 8. McBurney, in pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the speaker, declared that all Englishmen view 
with deep abhorrence and disgust the persecution of the Jews in Germany. 

In response to his appeal for assistance for German Jewish Refugees 
proceeding to the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, Mr. P. F. Hartog received 
the sum of £25 7s. from the Leeds Jewish Students’ Association, and 
£33 18s, 5d., making a total of £55 Ils. 5d. from the Birmingham Jewish 
Students’ Society. 

An appeal to the German Government and the German University 
authorities to reverse their policy of ‘ racial and political bigotry” has 
been issued by the leaders of the various political and sporting bodies of 
Cambridge University.

PARLIAMENT AND PERSECUTIONS. 


Plain Speaking in the House. 


All Parties Condemn Nazism. 


JOINT ACTION WITH AMERICA URGED. 


The despatch of a Note to Germany against her treatment of the 
Jews was urged by Colonel Wedgwood (Ind., Newcastle-under-Lyme), 
in the House of Commons on Wednesday night, when the question 
of Jewish persecution in Germany came up for discussion in the 
debate on the Foreign Office vote. 

The suggestion that the brutal and ruthless persecution now 
being conducted by the German Government should be brought 
before the League of Nations was made by Mr. George Lansbury 
(Lab., Bow and Brom'ey,) 

Sir Austen Chamberlain (C., Birmingham, W.), replying, 
expressed his profound conviction that not merely the peace of 
Europe but the peace of the world depended upon the policy 
of the great powers of Europe. “I suppose,’ Sir Austen said, 
“it is natural for an old Foreign Secretary to speak with 
some reserve and caution about the internal affairs of another 
country.” It was safe to say, however, and Mr. Lansbury's 
speech went to show that if was not a sentiment of one 
side of the House only, that it was difficult for this country 
to be on really friendly terms with a nation which banished from 
its policy every idea which was fundamental to all British parties. 
Could we really be friendly with a nation who proscribed a race 
on racial grounds within its own borders and refused to treat its 
own citizens as equals and fellows. Was it possible when Germany 
desired our co-operation and our help that she should expect to 
receive it when she outraged every sentiment implanted in our 
breasts throughout the whole course of our history, sentiments 
which were common to every party whatever their differences. 
“ The difficulty of dealing cordially with a nation with a policy so 
hateful to our own is that the spirit in Germany is a menace to 
every nation beyond her borders and to every race over which she 
might succeed in establishing her dominion. During my term of 
office I have worked my hardest to bring Germany back into the 
comity of nations. Now I see all these hopes, if not destroyed, 
adjourned by the new spirit prevailing in Germany.” 

“The same feelings as in England preyail also in America on 
the question of Jewish treatment in Germany,” declared Colonel 
Wedgwood. It was said that we should not interfere in the internal 
affairs of Germany, but in the past this country had led humane 
sentiment throughout the world. Both Gladstone and Palmerston 
had in the past expressed British views about what was going on in 
foreign countries. The expression of Britain's public opinion had 
more to dothan anything else with freeing Italy from the foreign yoke. 
“The firm action of people like Palmerston and Gladstone has been a 
great asset to this country’s reputation, and I do not believe the atti- 
tude in America at any time has been different from ours. They too 
broke down slavery. This seems to be an occasion when we might 
again take up the old réle in conjunction with America. The 
sending of an identical Note to Germany seems to me the only way 
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in which anything can be done to rescue the civilisation of Germany. 
We are not entitled to let things go on in Germany simply because 
we are afraid that our intervention will not meet with enthusiastic 
support from the German Government. If these things had 
happened in Rumania, Hungary or Austria we should have inter- 
fered. The cause of justice and humanity demands the exercise 
of that leadership and guidance for which the British Government 
has always been renowned,” 

“The position of the Jews in Germany is really worse than 
it was six weeks ago,’ said Mr. R. H. Bernays (L., Bristol, N.,). 
“The actual persecution and physical tortures are less, but the 
persecution by systematic regulations passed by the Government is 
just as cruel, because it involves nothing less than the deprivation

of any hope of livelihood for the Jewish community.” After all, 
this kind of persecution gave Hitler half-a-miilion jobs, and this was 
Hitler's gift to the German people. Mr. Bernays asked whether the 
Government could do something more than they had already done for 
the Jewish exiles. “What has happened is surelyan outrage on civ: lisa- 
tion, and has shocked the conscience of civilisation. | wonder whether 
the aliens’ regulations are being interpreted generously. France 
has taken in some sixteen thousand or seventeen thousand Jewish 
refugees. We have taken in rather less than one thousand. I fully 
recognise that there are tremendous difficulties involved in the 
problem, but I would like an assurance from the Government that 
the aliens’ regulations are operated as generously as possible.’ 

, Mr. McGovern (Ind. Lab., Glasgow, Shettleston), urged that the 
Foreigh Secretary should make strong representations to the 
present rulers in Germany that the present form of domination 
must cease, that the Jews should be released from the prisons and 
tombs in which they were confined and that the persecutions should 
stop. 

The oppressive measures were becoming more and more serious, 
said Mr. Janner (L., Whitechapel), as could be seen in THE TIMES 
that day. He suggested that the League of Nations should approach 
Germany with the machinery. which that body had to hand to deal 
with transgressors against civilisation and humanity. 

The sentiment of the House was fittingly summed up by Mr. 
Mander (L., Wolverhampton, E.,), who expressed the opinion that the 
debate in the House that day would render a great service to the 
Jews in Germany.

Reactions to Arlosoroff Murder. 


Revisionists Unjustly Condemned. 


[From Our Corres pondent.—W AkSAw}. 


The murder of Dr. Arlosoroff has produced a wave of extreme 
indignation and sadness among Polish Jewry. All over the country 
special mass meetings attended by tens of thousands of Jews were 
held. The memory of Dr, Arlosoroff was everywhere honoured by 
a two minutes silence and prayers. Zionists and non-Zionists 
alike condemn the murder, and Jewish leaders write about the 
fact with anger and indignation. The murder has caused great 
cmbitterment in the Zionist ranks themselves. The fact that a Jew 
was arrested in connection with it and that that Jew belongs to the 
Revisionist camp has made many prominent Zionists accuse the 

tevisionists of teaching its members terrorist methods unknown to 
Jews before. In many Jewish quarters hasty judgment was even 
passed and the responsibility for this terrible act recklessly placed on 
the Revisionists. The result is that this party is losing its popularity 
rapidly over here. Though the reports have not yet made clear who 
the murderers actually were, it is enough for a Revisionist to 
appear in any place for him to be reviled. 

In order to counteract this bias against Revisionists, Mr. 
Jabotinsky has published a long article in the Yiddish paper 
MoMENT, in which, regretting the loss of life, he reminds his readers 
that ifan individual commits acrime it is grossly unjust to condemn 
the whole party, as is being done by some over here who like to draw 
hasty conclusions.

Professor Einstein's New Honour. 

Professor Einstein has been elected a member of the French

Professor Einstein has issued the following reply to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency: “ Dr. Weizmann knows very well that, by his 
declaration, he has misled public opinion. He knows only too well 
the reasons for my refusal, and has repeatedly recognised them to 
be justified in our private conversations. He knows too, under 
what circumstances I would be prepared to undertake work for the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem.” 


M. Coty Fined.

Restaurant Car Services. 


A word or two about the arrangements for Orthodox Jewish passengers 
using the Restaurant Cars. The late Sir Moses Montefiore had his own 
set of crockery-ware accompanying him on his many journeys. This, of 
course, was Orthodoxy to the nth degree, and, per sc, was very commend. 
able. And even now some Jewish travellers will not have a mealina 
Railway Restaurant Car because of the crockery-ware problem. Really 
it is no proble matall. I once asked a very Orthodox Jewish Minister, 
whom I met in a tea-shop, why he was making use of what might be called 
Trefa crockery-ware. He told me that, according to the Jin, if a glazed 
article were thoroughly washed, it was as if it were new, and so was fit 
for Jewish use. But that apart, the ever adaptable chefs and stewards 
on Railway Restaurant Cars are always able to cater for the needs of their 
Jewish passengers, as they are experts in preparing suitable dishes that 
may be eaten without transgressing the Jewish dietary laws, such as 
collations of eggs, fish, cheese, etc. 

One other matter. _“ Mentor,” of blessed memory, MY, used to say 
that a great many Jews left their Yiddishkeit at home when they went on 
holiday. That might possibly be due to the lack of information as to when 
and where Jewish religious services are to be found in any particular place. 
It is here that the Jewish Year Book (which is obtainable from the offices 
of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 2, Finsbury Square, E.C.2, at 2/4 post free) 
comes in so very handy. It contains the address of the Synagogue, 
wherever there is a Synagogue: in England, Scotland and Ireland. So 
there is no exeuse for the Jewish holidaymaker to lament: “1 couldn't 
find the Shoot!” 


The Higher the Fewer, Except in the Alps. 

Considerable reductions of fares on the Swiss Federal Railways are 
authoritatively reported. This is in the region of a cut of 30 per cent. and 
will be in force between July Ist and September 15th. The higher the 
fewer, of course. But here is the exception. A report of the Swiss 
Alpine Ciub, just to hand, shows a great increase in mountaincering and 
in high Alpine excursions. The higher the more. During the past 
mountaineering season the 113 hostels, situated at an average height of 
3,000 feet, received 75,752 visitors. Of these, the most popular proved to 
he that of Corno, in the Levantine, with 2,716 visitors. The second 
favourite was the Britannia Hut, situated at 10,000 fect above the Allalin 
glacier, between Zermatt and Saas. The Britannia Hut was presented to 
the Swiss Alpine Club by its British members twenty-three years ago, 
and in 1929 was enlarged and re-opened in the presence of a great number 
of British climbers under the leadership of General Broce of Mount 
Everest fame.

A Prize Distribution to the pupils of the Dempsey Street Classes 
of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Sunday 
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morning in the Dempsey Street School. Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., 
presided, and Mrs. Janner distributed the prizes. The Mayor of 
Stepney (Councillor R. G. Mullan, J.P.), Dr. W. J. O'Donovan, M.P., 
and Dr. J. F. Midloursky were among those present. Messages of 
goodwill conveying their best wishes for the success of the function 
were read from Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., Mr. Herbert M. Adler 
and the Rev. J. F. Stern, C.B.E. 


The proceedings included demonstrations of some of the work done 
at the Classes, Hebrew recitations, Seder melodies and Biblical plays. 

The Rev. W. EsSTeRSON, the Superintendent, said that during the past 
two months the numbers had dropped very considerably. There was 
really no reason for that because they knew that there were hundreds of 
children in the neighbourhood who were not receiving any religious 
education. He would like all the parents who were present and who did 
take an interest in those classes to see to it that their children attended 
regularly, and to help in every possible way by talking to their friends 
and telling them of the advantages to their children of Classes of that kind. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the pupils on the very fine performance 
they had given. He asked them to remember that the) came there not 
only to receive prizes but to learn a little of the great Jewish Traditions 
and of the wonderful things which had happened in the course of their 
Jewish history. The Jewish Religious Education Board, which had been 
in existence now for seventy years, and had formed Classes such as theirs 
to give Jewish instruction to boys and girls throughout London, 
considered that those at Dempsey Street were among the best of its Classes. 
To show the pupils how different the Jewish outlook was from that of s« 
many other people, he drew their attention to the verse at the end of the 
Amidah. Every day they recited that prayer which commanded them 
not to curse their enemies but to look to God for comfort and deliverance. 
That prayer had been said by boys and girls for perhaps thousands of 
vears aud it wonld be said by them for many years tocome. Addressing 
the parents, Mr. Janner said the great thing that the parents could do to 
help in that hour of trial was to see to it that their children were taught 
their religion so that they could understand and respect the great traditions 
of their people. 

Dr. J. F. MIDLOURSKY proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and 
Mrs. Janner, the Mayor of Stepney and Dr. O' Donovan. 

The Mayor OF STEPNEY said that to-day religion was needed more 
than anything else in the world. There was a tendency on the part of 
some young Jews to lose their Jewish identity. That was. definitely 
wrong. He had noticed—and he did not wish to be in any way disrespect. 
ful—-that many Jews had discarded their Biblical names, and had adopted 
names used by authors in books—-names which meant nothing. “If you 
have old Biblical names, stick to them and be proud of them,” said the 
Mayor. The names in the Bible were names which they could respect 
and admire. 

Dr. W. J. O'DONOVAN, M.P., said that Christians and Jews must get 
together more than ever to see to it that the great heritage of liberty, 
which was greater than anything else, was securely handed on to thei 
children. 

Mr. NATHAN Morris, Education Officer of the Jewish Religlous Educa- 
tion Board, proposed a vote of thanks tothe Rev. W. Esterton and the 
Staff and to Dr. J. F. Midlowsky, who was a true and trusted friend of 
Jewish education. 

The Rev. W. ESTERSON replied on behalf of the Staff. 

A treat was provided for the children by the Children’s Entertainment

Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 
From our Correspondent.| 


A meeting of the Council was held last week at Frankenburg 
House. The Press representatives were asked not to report the 
proceedings. The following official communiqué was subsequently 
issued by the Council: 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., who presided, said that, onbehalf of 
the Council, he had interviewed the Dean of Manchester with 
reference to the remarks made in an address by him at a recent 
missionary conference, and widely reported in the Press. The Dean 
stated that he was mis-reported and, in an interview published in 
the EVENING CHRONICLE, made it quite clear that a complete mis- 
understanding had arisen and that he had merely stressed the 
danger of the growth of a world-wide secularisation affecting all 
nations and all religions, including Jewry. Mr. Laski strongly 
deprecated any single individuals either writing or being. inter- 
viewed in matters affecting the whole Jewish community, and 
suggested that the only official representative organisation to deal 
with such matters was the Council. 

After a discussion (in which the following participated: 
Mr. H. Nathan, J.P., the Rey. J. Phillips, Messrs. H. Finklestone, 
L.. Kletz, I. Apfelbaum, J. Mamlock, S. H. Steinart, J.P., E. 
Lichtenstein, Councillors A. Moss and A. M. Sandler, J.P.), it 
was decided that the Council should set up a Press com. 
mittee to deal with all Press matters affecting the local Jewish 
Community and that the Council Executive be empowered to act 
until the appointment of the Committee, and that notice of this 
Committee should be given to all constituent bodies of the Council. 
With reference to the Boycott, the Chairman said that although as 
individuals every Jew shoud boycott German goods, wherever 
possible, the Council should not sanction an official boycott by the 
Jewry of this country. After a discussion, a resolution was accepted 
that if was most undesirable for the Board of Deputies to associate 
itself officially either directly or indirectly with a boycott of German 
goods and services, and that a copy of this resolution should be sent 


to the Board. 
Jews’ School. 


Mr. H. L. BEHRENS, the President, was in the Chair at the 
Annual Prize Distribution to the pupils of the Jews’ School, 
Derby Street, held on Sunday, in the Hall, at Grove House, Elizabeth 
Street, Cheetham. Interesting displays of a varied nature were 
given by the children of all departments. Mr. Behrens presented 
the ninety-fourth Annual Report, and expressed the thanks of the 
Managers and subscribers to the teachers of every department for 
their hard work during the year. There was always one complaint 
to make-lack of funds. It was difficult, he said, to carry out 
necessary repairs and they must have new subscribers. The number 
of pupils this year was 912 as against 927 in the previous year. He 
appealed to the parents to send theirchildren. <A tribute was paid 
to the three Head Teachers. Congratulating Mr. Nathan Laski on 
tie attainment of his seventieth birthday, Mr. Behrens presented to 
him an illuminated address on behalf of the Managers, which had 
been prepared entirely by the pupils of the School. Mr. Laski, he 
eaid, had rendered forty years of inestimable service for the School, 

Mr. LASKI, in responding, said that while he was extremely 
proud of the presentation he had one regret—that the rising 
generation were not doing their duty to the School. It was neces- 
sary for the Jewish parents in Manchester to recognise their 
responsibility by sending their children to the School, and also to 
recognise that the School was in need of funds. The value of 
Jewish surroundings and environment was especially great in the 
teaching of their children. 

A vote of condolence was passed with the families of the late 
Mr. Morris Laski, J.P., Treasurer, and the late Miss Rose Fausf, one 
of the teachers. It was announced that Mrs. R. Blond had given a 
prize for annual presentation in the Girls’ School, in memory of her 
brother, Mr. Morris Laski. 

Mr. NEVILLE LASKI, K.C., said he shared to the full the views of 
the earlier speakers on the absolute necessity of adequate support 
for the School. Parents had an imperative duty to support it, 


as the only justification for the School in the eyes of the 
Education Authorities was the number of pupils the Jewish 
parents were willing to send. The support given by the 


Manchester Jewish Community was shamefully inadequate. Mr, 
Laski, having distributed the prizes to the successful pupils 
took the opportunity of addressing some remarks to the large 
gathering on the subject of the policy of the Board of Deputies, of 
which he is President, with regard to the situation of the Jews in 
Germany. Things in Germany, he said, were very bad and, if any- 
thing, were getting worse. There were some who thought something 
drastic should be done. “Do not think we are idle,’ he added. 
“People have said, ‘What are you doing? We don’t seo things in 
the newspapers.’ Well, you can if you like to see things in the 
newspapers. There ave plenty of others willing to take our places, 
but I do not think they will do any good or get the gratitude of the 
German Jewish Community. The battles are only won by loyalty 
and discipline—if there is rebellion in the ranks you have defeat 
staring you in the face. We want your support, your encourage- 
ment and your trust.” 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Laski was propesed by Mr. Herbert A. 
Nathan, J.P., and seconded by Mr. Levy Davis, and a similar vote to 
the President and Mrs. Behrens was moved by Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. 

Following the Prize Distribution the Annual Meeting of 
Subscribers was held. Mr. H. L. Behrens, who presided, thanked the 
Committee and Ladies’ Committee and also Mr. Morris Wilks and 
Mr. Noah Alexander, who had resuscitated the Old Boys’ Union, with 
a membership of over a hundred. They were grateful to the. Rev, 
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Dr. 5. M. Lehrman, whose Hebrew examination reports were very 
favourable. The Report and Balance-Sheet were adopted. The 
following were elected:

Bieber Casting Machine. 


An official demonstration of the use of the Bieber Casting 
Machine in the slaughter of animals by the Jewish method was held 
on Monday at the Woodside Lairages, Birkenhead, in the presence 
of Jewish ecclesiastical and Shechita Board members from Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Birkenhead, Sheffield, Birmingham and London, 
Officials from London and Liverpool of the R.S.P.C.A., representa- 
tives of the National Union of Distributive and Allied Workers, the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, meat inspectors of the Ministry 
of Health, Chief Veterinary Officers and Veterinary Officers of 
Liverpool, Birkenhead and Sheffield and non-Jewish representa- 
tives of the trade. The pen into which the animal to be killed 
was driven was a well-padded machine, eight or nine feet square 
and its floor was only a few inches from the ground, presenting 
no difficulty for the entry of the animal up a small inclined 
board. Only the head and neck of the animal protruded through 
an open section at the end of the pen. Three Canadian 
bulls were used in the demonstration, and each one came in 
very quickly and quietly. The whole of the operations was 
expeditious, in accordance with requirements and with a mini- 
mum of delay. It was claimed that the meat touched by the 
fixing portions inside the pen was entirely undamaged and soft, 
because of the padding. At a gathering after the demonstration, 
Mr. Sicree said that the question of the use of the pen was not one 
of cruelty, but now only of practicability. There was no cruelty in 
any form of casting, and it was up to the communities to use the 
machine they thought best. : 


Jewish Holiday Home. 


The Annual Meeting of the Jewish Holiday Home for Mothers 
and Babies was held on Sunday at its premises, Rose Bank, Pepper 
Street, Lymm, Cheshire. Mrs. Myrans presided in the absence, 
through indisposition, of Miss Langdon, Chairman. Stress was laid 
in the twelfth annual report, presented by Mrs. Myrans, on the 
opportunity the Home gave to the over-burdened mother to have a 
holiday with her child or children free from care or work and in 
pleasant surroundings. It was the only home of that description in 
the district, run on orthodox Jewish lines by a staff headed by a 
Jewish matron. During the spring and summer, 53 mothers, 63 
children and four single girls spent holidays varying from one week 
to four at the institution, while in the autumn, winter and early 
spring, 95 convalescent schoolchildren stayed for periods of from 
two to six weeks.

A Prize Distributior to the pupils of the Dempsey Street Classes 
of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Sunday

He would like all the parents who were present and who did 
take an interest in those classes to see to it that their children attended 
regularly, and to help in every possible way by talking to their friends 
and telling them of the advantages to their children of Classes of that kind. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the pupils on the very fine performance 
they had given. He asked them to remember that the) came there not 
only to receive prizes but to learn a little of the great Jewish Praditions 
and of the wonderful things which had happened in the course of their 
Jewish history. The Jewish Religions Education Board, which had been 
in existence now for seventy years, and had formed Classes such as theirs 
to give Jewish instruction to boys and girls throughout London, 
considered that those at Dempsey Street were among the best of its Classes. 
To show the pupils how different the Jewish outlook was from that of s« 
many other people, he drew their attention to the verse at the end of the 
Amidah. Every day they recited that prayer which commanded them 
not to curse their enemies but to look to God for comfort and deliverance. 
That prayer had been said by boys and girls for perhaps thousands of 
vears and it would be said by them for many years tocome. Addressing 
the parents, Mr. Janner said the great thing that the parents could do to 
help in that hour of trial was to see to it that their children were taught 
their religion sothat they could understand and respect the great traditions 
of their people. 

Dr. J. F. MIDLOURSKY proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and 
Mrs. Janner, the Mayor of Stepney and Dr. O’ Donovan. 

The Mayor OF STEPNEY said that to-day religion was needed more 
than anything else in the world. There was a tendency on the part of 
some young Jews to lose their Jewish identity. That was. definitely 
wrong. He had noticed—and he did not wish to be in any way disrespect- 
ful—that many Jews had discarded their Biblical names, and had adopted 
names used by authors in books—names which meant nothing. “If you 
have old Biblical names, stick to them and be proud of them,” said the 
Mayor. The names in the Bible were names which they could respect 
and admire. 

Dr. W. J. O'DONOVAN, M.P., said that Christians and Jews must get 
together more than ever to see to it that the great heritage of liberty, 
which was greater than anything clse, was securely handed on to thei 
children.

MANCHESTER. 


Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 
From our Correspondent.} 


A meeting of the Council was held last week at Frankenburg 
House. The Press representatives were asked not to report the 
proceedings. The following official communiqué was subsequently 
issued by the Council: : 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., who presided, said that, on bebalf of 
the Council, he had interviewed the Dean of Manchester with 
reference to the remarks made in an address by'him at a recent 
missionary conference, and widely reported in the Press. The Dean 
stated that he was mis-reported and, in an interview published in 
the EVENING CHRONICLE, made it quite clear that a complete mis. 
understanding had arisen and that he had merely stressed the 
danger of the growth of a world-wide secularisation affecting all 
nations and all religions, including Jewry. Mr. Laski strongly 
deprecated any single individuals either writing or being inter- 
viewed in matters affecting the whole Jewish community, and 
suggested that the only official representative organisation to deal 
with such matters was the Council. 

After a discussion (in which the following participated: 
Mr. H. Nathan, J:P., the Rev. J.. Phillips, Messrs. H. Finklestone, 
L. Kletz, I. Apfelbaum, J. Mamlock, 8S. H. Steinart, J.P., E. 
Lichtenstein, Councillors A. Moss and A. M. Sandler, J.P.), it 

fas decided that the Council should set up a Press com- 
mittee to deal with all Press matters affecting the local Jewish 
Community and that the Council Executive be empowered to act 
until the appointment of the Committee, and that notice of this 
Committee should be given to all constituent bodies of the Council. 
With reference to the Boycott, the Chairman said that although as 
individuals every Jew shoud boycott German goods, wherever 
possible, the Council should not sanction an official boycott by the 
Jewry of this country. After a discussion, a resolution was accepted 
that it was most undesirable for the Board of Deputies to associate 
itself officially either directly or indirectly with a boycott of German 
goods and services, and that a copy of this resolution should be sent 


to the Board. 
Jews’ School. 


Mr. H. L. BEHRENS, the President, was in the Chair at the 
Annual Prize Distribution to the pupils of the Jews’ School, 
Derby Street, held on Sunday,in the Hall, at Grove House, Elizabeth 
Street, Cheetham.

Bieber Casting Machine. 


An official demonstration of the use of the Bieber Casting 
Machine in the slaughter of animals by the Jewish method was held 
on Monday at the Woodside Lairages, Birkenhead, in the presence 
of Jewish ecclesiastical and Shechita Board members from Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Birkenhead, Sheffield, Birmingham and London, 
officials from London and Liverpool of the R.S.P.C.A., representa- 
tives of the National Union of Distributive and Allied Workers, the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, meat inspectors of the Ministry 
of Health, Chief Veterinary Officers and Veterinary Officers of 
Liverpool, Birkenhead and Sheffield and non-Jewish representa- 
tives of the trade. The pen into which the animal to be killed 
was driven was a well-padded machine, eight or nine feet square 
and its floor was only a few inches from the ground, presenting 
no difficulty for the entry of the animal up a small inclined 
board. Only the head and neck of the animal protruded through 
an open section at the end of the pen. Three Canadian 
bulls were used in the demonstration, and each one came in 
very quickly and quietly. The whole of the operations was 
expeditious, in accordance with requirements and with a mini- 
mum of delay. It was claimed that the meat touched by the 
fixing portions inside the pen was entirely undamaged and soft, 
because of the padding. At a gathering after the demonstration, 
Mr. Sicree said that the question of the use of the pen was not one 
of cruelty, but now only of practicability. There was no cruelty in 
any form of casting, and it was up to the communities to use the 
machine they thought best.

The value of good design in the building of houses was stressed in the 
course of an address delivered the other day to a meeting of the 
British National Association of Building Societies by Sir Raymond Unwin, 
President of the Royal Institute of British Architects. He claimed that 
it was a matter to which building societies should give the most serious 
consideration in their own interests. Design, he said, had more to do 
with the maintenance of the value of buildings than almost anything else. 
The fact must not be overlooked that the reduction in the rate of increase 
of population had not been accompanied by a reduction in the number of 
families. Every thousand of the population to-day required 48 more houses 
than they did in 1911. That was the principal reason why, in spite of the 
building of houses that had been going on since the War, they were left still 
with the War deficiency to make up. In the shortage that had existed, the 
speculative builder had boen able to sell anything that had four walls and 
looked like a house. That would not happen much longer. With the help 
of the building societies, the deficiency of houses for those who could pay 
a& remunerative price or rent would be rapidly made good, Then the 
selective influence of good design would become more evident. One 
speaker appealed to the building societies to ask women to help, if it was 
only to give practical advice in the construction and internal arrange- 
ments of the houses in which they had to live. The work of the house- 
wife was often made more difficult and tiresome by such things as the sink 
being fixed too low, and the larder being the one part of the house which 
was favoured with the sun throughout the day, when, of course, it should 
be quite the opposite.

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Investments and Securities. 


BY OUR CITY EDITOR. 

The financial situation is still largely dominated by the foreign 
exchange situation. Depreciation in the value of the dollar and the 
declared intention of President Roosevelt to permit the exchange to 
take its own course has had a material effect upon stock markets. 
Sharp rises have been reecrded in commodity prices which has led 
to speculative activity in British industrial Ordinary shares. There 
has been buying of such securities from the Continent of Europe. 
Such operations are largely on the part of those disposing of American 
dollars and need employment for their resources in as safe an avenue 
as possible under present world conditions. The activity in equities 
of all kinds has reflected adversely on the investment sections. British 
Funds have been somewhat reactionary, but it is observable that where 
new capital issues of a genuine investment type are brought forward 
a ready response is given by the public. There is a very general feeling 
that reaction in the Funds will not proceed to any length, while it is 
possible that equities at present prices are discounting future possi- 
bilities a long way ahead. 


Palestine Electric. 

The directors’ report of The Palestine Electric Corporation, Ltd., for 
1932 points out that, although considerable reductions in the rates for 
electrical energy became effective at the beginning of the period, gross 
revenue increased from £P.139,673 to £P.145,512. Ur ts sold increased by 
2,882,443 to 11,590,350, and the number of consumers rose by 3,084 to 15,113. 
Gross profit, including £P.4,328 brought forward, amounted to £P.87,831, 
out of which £P.33,900 goes to Depreciation reserve, £P.25,260 in Debenture 
and loan interest and £P.817 for the Preference non-cumulative 8 per cent. 
dividend. A balance of £P.27,853 is left to go forward. Additional plant 
is now a matter of urgency and by September next it is expected that a 
third turbo-alternator for the Jordan Power House will have been installed. 
‘The Company will then have a total capacity of 32,925 h.p. A particular 
point of interest is the reduction, with the consent of His Majesty's Treasury, 
in the rate on the Guaranteed Debentures from 5 to 4 per cent. as from 
Janucry last. 


Booth’s Distilleries. 

Ordinary shareholders in Booth’s Distilleries, Ltd., return to the dividend 
list this year with a 3 per cent. distribution. No dividend was paid for the 
previous year to March, 1932, but for four years before that the distribution 
was a regular 73 per cent. Gross profits were lov er at £260,524, as compared 
with £274,975, but roductions on.the expenses side of the account have 
produced a net profi: of £39,008, compared with £28,955.

A final dividend of 10 per cent., tax free, is recommended 
on the Ordinary capital, making a total of 15 per cent., tax free, for the year, 
as before. Despite the increased profits, the directors consider it prudent 
to conserve resources. This action is taken in view of the present difficult 
position and the continued uncertainty with regard to the immediate future 
of trading in South Africa and elsewhere. The balance to be carried forward 
is £41,309 higher, at £222,533. The financial position has further improved. 
Cash in hand amounts to £421,932, while there is an investment of £96,500 
in 34°, Union of South Africa stock.

The value of good design in the building of houses was stressed in the 
course of an address delivered the other day to a meeting of the 
British National Association of Building Societies by Sir Raymond Unwin, 
President of the Royal Institute of British Architects. He claimed that 
it was a matter to which building societies should give the most serious 
consideration in their own interests. Design, he said, had more to do 
with the maintenance of the value of buildings than almost anything else. 
The fact must not be overlooked that the reduction in the rate of increase 
of population had not been accompanied by a reduction in the number of 
families. Every thousand of the population to-day required 48 more houses 
than they did in 1911. That was the principal reason why, in spite of the 
building of houses that had been going on since the War, they were left still 
with the War deficiency to make up. In the shortage that had existed, the 
speculative builder had been able to sell anything that had four walls and 
looked like a house. That would not happen much longer. With the help 
of the building societies, the deficiency of houses for those who could pay 
a& remunerative price or rent would be rapidly made good. Then the 
selective influence of good design would become more evident. One 
speaker appealed to the building societies to ask women to help, if it was 
only to give practical advice in the construction and internal arrange- 
ments of the houses in which they had to live. The work of the house- 
wife was often made more difficult and tiresome by such things as the sink 
being fixed too low, and the larder being the one part of the house which 
was favoured with the sun throughout the day, when, of course, it should 
be quite the opposite.

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Investments and Securities. 
BY OUR CITY EDITOR. 


The financial situation is still largely dominated by the foreign 
exchange situation. Depreciation in the value of the dollar and the 
declared intention of President Roosevelt to permit the exchange to 
take its own course has had a material effect upon stock markets. 
Sharp rises have been reccrded in commodity prices which has led 
to speculative activity in British industrial Ordinary shares. There 
has been buying of such securities from the Continent of Europe. 
Such operations are largely on the part of those disposing of American 
dollars and need employment for their resources in as safe an avenue 
as possible under present world conditions. The activity in equities 
of all kinds has reflected adversely on the investment sections. British 
lands have been somewhat reactionary, but it is observable that where 
new capital issues of a genuine investment type are brought forward 
a ready response is given by the public. There is a very general feeling 
that reaction in the Funds will not proceed to any length, while it is 
possible that equities at present prices are discounting future possi- 
bilities a long way ahead. 


Palestine Electric. 

The directors’ report of The Palestine Electric Corporation, Ltd., for 
1932 point: out that, although considerable reductions in the rates for 
electrical energy became effective at the beginning of the period, gross 
revenue increased from £P.139,673 to £P.145,512. Units sold increased by 
2,882,443 to 11,590,350, and the number of consumers rose by 3,084 to 15,113.

VESSELS DEPARTING (Embassy). 


An admirable cast, given admirable dialogue, and real characters 
to portray can scarcely fail to achieve an admirable production. 
Mr. Emlyn Williams, the author, has shown in this work the 
qualities of the true artist. He has experienced an emotional 
reaction and has taken the means of re-effecting § it— 
allowing for the personal factor, of course—in his _ public. 
Whether the process he has employed is true drama or 
great drama, is another question. Frankly, I don’t think it is. He 
shows us a picture of Port Said, with its inhabitants of hopelessly 
mixed races. The significance rests primarily on this picture 
of human beings suffering for the promiscuity of their 
forbears, a society of restless souls without a definite racial 
or cultural back-ground typified by Youssef, an Anglo-Turk, 
and Narouli Karth, an Anglo-Egyptian. Youssef describes him. 
self in a wonderful phrase “just a man sitting in cafés "— 
and that is the pathetic description of all these unfortunate 
cross-breeds. Now the dramatic story is of a kind that cannot 
compass with the magnitude of the theme. Wonderful acting by 
Flora Robson as Narouli and W. Cronin-Wilson as Youssef throw 
the attention heavily on to what one may call the theme. 
drama as opposed to the plot-drama. Thess two brilliant artists 
give a memorable performance. May Agate makes an _ im- 
portant contribution to the atmosphere as a Franco-Armenian, and 
Rodney Millington supports the author's delightful picture of a 
native policeman who has learnt his English from the DAILY 
EXPRESS, a kind of pompous beggar-on-horseback, who is a brilliant 
commentary on the wisdom or otherwise of unloading British 
responsibility of government. Edith Sharpe’s version of Mrs. 
Frankis is another fine piece of work. Like Flora Robson, she 
builds up unspoken background with an authenticity that is quite 
a flash of genius. Mr. Emlyn Williams has rare gifts as a 
playwright. Gradually, L feel sure, he will clarify and strengthen 
his sense of dramatic form and then we ought to have a dramatist 
of first-class importance. He already knows his stage and ‘his 
“ theatre ''—there seems nothing to stop his mastering the flame 
within him and recording it in works authenticated with the stamp 
of immortality. 


PASSIONATE PRELUDE (‘*Q’"’). 


Mf. Simon Staughton, the author of this play, meant to leave 
no doubt in the minds of his audience as to the substance of his 
theme. Lady Barrington sits down and discusses it succinctly with 
her bachelor brother. Just as Richard Feverell’s father, in 
Meredith's immortal novel, ruthlessly opposed the “ wild oats” 
theory and delighted to gloat at the miserable product of it in the 
son's and daughters of its exemplars, so Lady Barrington’s brother 
takes the reverse view and regards the broadcasting cf the pro- 
verbial cereal as a necessary passionate prelude to successful 
marriage—and the play sets out to discuss this certainly intelligent 
question. But only sets out. Ina short while we are in the thick 
ofa feeble story about some unbelievable East of Suez—in this 
case West of the Virgin Islands—characters. Calf-love can be 
beautifully described, but it can also be pretentious and piffling. 
The author should not have essayed to show us the romantic 
poetising of a nice boy and his badly-done-by lady kidnapper. Most 
decent and sensitive men, if they look back honestly, can recall an 
occasion when, in the company of a lady more or less fair, they 
babbled about the moonlight and came over all poetic—but these 
‘are private imbecilities which nothing short of genius cai make 
worthy of public performance. In the end, along comes the honest- 
to-goodness Mamma-approved fiancée and rescues her affianced 
lamb from the dangers of his little experiment in uncultivated oats, 
and the ill-done-by lady, succumbing to the threats of the British 
Empire as represented by the Governor of Jamaica, goes brittle 
outside—but how her poor dear heart is breaking, only the audience 
knows !—and withdraws from the whole affair, leaving the nice boy 
to fall upon the bosom of his mother’s choice. A large cast worked 
gallantly to make it into a play ; and Charles Hickman, whose obvious 
intelligence made his task the more onerous, even succeeded at 
times in making us take Mark Barrington seriously. 


BALLETS RUSSES (Alhambra). 

Russian Ballet is with us once more. Only for three weeks, so 
its many enthusiasts should make the most of the feast of lovely 
movement which it provides. On Wednesday evening the items 
were Les Sylphides"’ (Chopin), Jeux D’Enfants (Bizet), and Les 
Présages (Chaikowsky). In the first, the well-known formal piece, the 
quiet beauty of the grouping and the expression of a true Chopinesque 


‘lovely pathos was particularly noticeable in the repetition 


of the prelude. The Bizet was a delightful, joyous, infectious 
picture of toy-fantasy in which Tatiana Riabouchinska was 
truly marvellous as the child. David Lichine and Woizikovsky 
were also definitely brilliant. The grande piece of the 
evening was the Chaikowsky. The development of the great 
climax was a superb example of ballet at its most impressive—the 
cartoon raised to the level of high artistic expression. Woizikovsky's 
dancing as Fate was quite unforgettable and David Lichine’s 
conception of the Hero in combat with Destiny was a noble and 


exhilarating performance. Again Riabouchinska danced splendidly 
——hut it was obviously Woizikovsky’'s piece. G.J. 


MUSIC. 
Executant and Composer. 


Young artists who put themselves forward as both executants 
and composers do not as a rule display such marked ability 
in both spheres as did Miss Giurne Creith in her recital at 
Wigmore Hall on Tuesday evening. An evening that begins 
with Mozart's Fantasia and Sonata K. 457 and ends with Sonatas 
by Bach and Schubert promises a full enough feast in all 
conscience, but, in between, Miss Creith sandwiched a first per- 
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formance of her own Sonata for violin and pianoforte, as well 
as a group of solo piano works. That Mozart Sonata is a remark. 
able piece of work, in the nobility and scale of its conceptions not 
only anticipating but rivalling Beethoven's. Miss Creith played 
it with assurance, but if she could have made just a little more 
of it her performance would not have been the hand remove 
from perfection that it was. The movements of her own Sonata, 
in which she had Albert Sammons’ co-operation, were well and 
soundly built on classic lines, but she departed from classic 
models in dispensing with the orthodox slow movement. Inevi- 
tably the three movements tended to sound alike, which was not 
quite fair to the fertility of musical phrasing displayed in them. 
And although passages were vaguely reminiscent (just as there were 
passages in the Mozart Sonata, which were by no means vaguely 
reminiscent of Beethoven) there was so much strength and origin- 
ality in the general writing that to dismiss the Sonata as “ imita- 
tionist ” would be grossly unfair. On the contrary, it was a distinctly 
good and promising work, well worth more than a first performanée. 
So, as Miss Creith possessed a very good technique, she succeeded 
in both her spheres of activity. 


Chayele Grober. 

Chayele Grober gave. a second recital at the Phanix Theatre on 
Thursday evening, repeating the programme she had given on the 
occasion of her first recital, reviewed in this column a fortnight ago. 
One hesitates to say that her performance was even better on this 
occasion, but certain it is that it was on an equally high plane of 
perfection. Her art is so fine and thought out to the very last 
detail that it is a pity that there should have been some members 
of the audience who insisted on rustling chocolate wrappings even 
when the artist was in the middle of aturn. If they were the only 
losers by their behaviour it would not matter; but unfortunately 
they inevitably become a source of annoyance and distraction to 
other members of the audience who have come to see and hear 
Chayele Grober, and who cannot regard her performance as akin to 
that of a restaurant orchestra. H.C.S. 


Dutch Musician's Plan. 


The need of a Jewish orchestral and choral society to perform 
original Jewish works was explained by Mr. Simon Gokkes, the 
Dutch musician and composer to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE recently. 

Mr. Gokkes, who has conducted opera at the State Theatre. 
Amsterdam, during the past few years and has had several of his 
works performed by leading orchestras in Holland, has come on a 
short visit to England with a view to forming a Jewish orchestral 
society, preferably in London. He is a composer on a monumental 
scale, his “ Exodus”’ being scored for cho.r, orchestra, tenor, bass, 
baritone and spoken voice. 3 

Mr. Gokkes deplored the backwardness of Jewish musical com- 
position in comparison with Jewish achievements in art, literature, 
and the sciences. Jewish music was still confined largely to the 
Synagogue and the folk-form owing to lack of opportunity to develop 
Jewish musical creative genius on modern lines. There were Jewish 
composers like Achron and Bloch, who had made “The Hebrew 
Melody,” while Max Bruch’s “ Kol Nidrei” had won fame. There 
were, however, several young Jewish composers who were striving 
to create music which, though essentially Jewish in character, is 
developed on modern harmony and progressive ideas. But their 
efforts met with little or no encouragement from the great orchestras. 
who regarded their work as having only a limited appeal.

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Prophets. 


By AUNTIE. 


T was the common experience of prophets 
if in the days of old that-they were not 
favourably regarded by their contem- 
poraries, however much they may be 
held in esteem by posterity. As a rule the 
great prophets were uncomfortable people 
who were not likely to attain popularity, 
seeing that they exposed the evils of their 
age and held up sinners to obloquy, the foolish 
to ridicule and the blind to reprobation. 
People are not made so meek as to kiss the 
rod that chastises them or embrace the 
wielder of it. It was, therefore, but to be 
expected that these forthright people should 
have met with disagreeable experiences in 
the discharge of their prophetic office. It is 
difficult to be just to our mentors. 


JUSTICE FOR THE LIVING. 

It is not only prophets but other men of 
genius—poets, artists, thinkers—-that only 
attain recognition at their true value when 
such recognition can no longer mean anything 
tothem. There is many a great man whose 
grave is a place of pilgrimage but who during 
his lifetime was ignored, perhaps lived in 
poverty, and turned out his works of genius in 
the face of vexatious difficulties that cramped 
him ateveryturn. Pictures that fetch fabulous 
sums at auction to-day often were sold by the 
artist originally for a mere song. Writings 
that bring fortunes to publishers, have often 
hardly provided the authors with a breakfast. 
These things are the commonplaces of the 
history of Art and Literature. Thesame applies 
to invention and scientific discovery. How 
often their commercial exploitation makes 
millionaires of financiers, while the originator 
languishes in poverty! Can there not be more 
contemporary recognition of genius? Must 
fame and its rewards iinger till they are no 
longer needed ? 

A PropHetic Girt. 


Is it true that it takes a prophet to recognise 
a prophet? Is there some special gift which 
is requisite before genius can be discerned ? 
Or is it that there is too much indifference 
and horrid snobbery abroad? Is it that we 
will have regard only to the already great by 
popular acclaim and will not use our own 
judgment to seek out and help the potentially 
great? I believe the last to be the case. 
One can understand the bitterness of the artist 
who is “ discovered” only late in life, when he 
knows that for years past his work has been 
on the same level of achievement but has 
failed to achieve recognition. I would echo 
the words of a famous critic: “ Let us try and 
be as just to the great men that live among 


_us.as to those who are beyond our praise or 


hlame. Let us not stone our own prophets 
while we build the tombs of the men who 
prophesied to our forefathers.” Every true 
genius is in a sense a prophet. He lives for 
the coming age. But because a man is “ahead 
of his time” is no reason why he should be

“We should so live and labour in our time,” 
wrote Beecher, “ that what came to us as seed 
may go to the next generation as blossom, and 
that what came to us as blossom may goto them 
as fruit. This is what we mean by progress.” 
Unfortunately, much of the seed is rendered 
sterile, much of the blossom is allowed to fall 
to barrenness because the toilers in the garden 
of life are cramped and hampered and ill-paid 
by those who could so easily and so well help 
them to fashion it into a bower of beauty and 
fields of fruitfulness. “The world's wealth,” 
wrote Carlyle, “ is its original men; by these 
and their works it is a world and not a waste.” 
So I would plead for encouragement of the 
world’s “ original men,” especially of those of 
our own race that has given to the world its 
greatest prophets who helped it out of chaos 
into light.
